COLUMBIA, Mo., Jan. 18~— 
Many years of inadequate ap- 
propriations for faculty sal- 
aries and buildings have re- 
sulted in a critical situation at 
the University of Missouri as 
enrollments rocket. 

The university lost nearly 
20 per cent of its full-time 
academic staff last year and 
many classrooms and dormi- 


tories are bulging and in dis- 
repair in spite of some recent- 
ly completed facilities. Mean- 
while, the university’s enroll- 
ment is expected to double in 
the next 15 years. 


“Most crucial,” President 
Elmer Ellis said today, is the 
problem of keeping a first-rate 
faculty together in the face of 
substantially higher salary of- 
fers from other schools and | 
industry.

_ The position of the univer- 
sity was discussed with Ellis 
after a study by the Post-Dis- | 
patch which showed: 

1.. Salaries paid to many 
instructors, who are required 
to have a master’s degree, 
are below the starting pay 
for St. Louis grade school 
teachers with ‘a bachelor’s 
degree. | 

2. Instructors’ salaries and | 
those of many assistant pro- | 
fessors and some associate 
professors are lower than the 


workers. The rate for hod 
carriers and common labor- 
ers is higher than that of in- 
structors. Pay of wmainte- 
nance, werkers ‘atid janitors 
at the university often ex- 
ceeds that of instructors. . 

3. Compared with 10 other 
midwestern state universi- 
ties, the University of . Mis- 
souri-ranks eleventh in pay 
for instructors, tenth for as- 
sistant professors, tenth for 
associate professors and. 
ninth for professors. 

4. Although Missouri ranks 
eighteenth among the 48 
states in ability to support 
higher education, it is forty- 
second in per capita state 
appropriations for operating

Pay at Other Universities. 

Information on average nine- 
month salaries paid academic 
staffs was obtained on a con- 
fidential basis from the uni- 
versities of Colorado, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Nebraska, Ohio 
State and Wisconsin and make 
up the following table which 
plainly shows Missouri’s low 
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without exception, increased 
their margins above us. One 
university that had never had 
as good a scale as Missouri 
passed us. 

Attractions of Industry. 

“When one adds to this the 
attractions of industry and 
business and professional prac- 
tice, our high quality faculty 
is seriously threatened. 

“A grave national problem, 
threatening the academic 
standards, is particularly seri- 
ous in Missouri because of the 
small amount of state income 
that we allocate to higher edu- 
cation.” 

The seriousness of the prob- 
lem may be seen in the fact 
that 69 faculty members, or 
about 20 per cent of the full- 
time academic staff, left the 
university between September, 
1956 and last September. 

These included eight pro- 
fessors, seven -associate pro- 
fessors, 18 assistant professors 
and 36 instructors. Informa- 
tion as to the positions to 
which they went was available 
for 62 of the 69. Of these, 32 
went to other colleges, 12 to 
business’ or industry, six to 
government service, four to 
graduate work, six to private 
employment and two to mili- 
tary service. Where the other 
seven went was not reported. 

Information about the sal- 
ary to be received in the 
new position was obtainable

_ Assuming a 48-hour work 
week, although most teachers 
work much longer, the hourly 
rate of pay for professors on 
a nine-month basis would be 
$4.53; associate professors, 
$3.56; assistant professors, 
$2.95 and instructors, $2.17. 
By comparison, St. Louis 
labor scales include: Plumber, 
superintendent, $4.30; brick- 
layer, foreman, $4; carpenter, 
foreman, 3.65; carpenter, $3.25; 
boflermaker’s helper, $3.10; 
hod carrier, $2.75, and laborer 
2.30. 


Furthermore, the figures in 
the table above are average for 
the teaching ranks and include 
many persons substantially 
under that figure of course, 
while union scales are applic- 
able to all workers. This is of 
importance particularly in the 
ranks of instructors and part- 
time instructors, many of whom 
are required to teach such sub- 
jects as English and mathe- 
matics in  wundergraduate

Although their salaries were 
increased to $3200 a year on 
a nine-month basis, they re- 
main below maintenance em- 
ployes and even some janitors 
employed by the university.

Congress last year, is intended |§ 
as an additional source of fi- |f 
nancing for economic devel- |§ 


opment in other countries. It 
will make loans of a type not 
available from other fimancial 
institutions. 

Its basic philosophy, officials 
said, will be to “help other 
countries” and not 
favor United States exports. 
The loan _ recipients, 
added, may purchase materials 
anywhere in the world. 

Loans of Two Types. 
Loans will be of two types: 
1. To finance normally non- 

profit-making projects such 


as roads, dams, or schools. 
Such loans will carry an 
interest rate of 342 per cent 
and up. 


2. To finance profit-mak- 
ing enterprises, either pri- 
vate or governmental. These 
loans will be made at inter- 
est of 542 to 554 per cent— 
basically the same ‘as the 
Export-Import Bank. 

Some loans, the officials 
said, will be made to govern- 
mental economic development 
banks. The fund also may par- 
ticipate with the Export-Im- 
port Bank or commercial banks 
in other loan operations. Par- 
ticipation in regional develop- 
ment funds is not contem- 
plated, however. 

The loans will be made pri- 
marily in dollars, with repay- 
ment either in local currencies 
or dollars. A large percentage 
probably will be repayable in 
local currencies, at periods of 
up to 40 years. 

The repayments, the officials 
said, will be lent out again, 

since the fund is set up on a 
revolving basis. 
Minimum Red Tape. 

One of the aims of the fund, 
they said, will be to eliminate 


red tape and make loans rap- , 


idly. But each application will 
have to be checked from a 


technical point of view, as well | 


as cleared with the Export-Im- 
port Bank. 
Some of the applications re-

Kennan Beleaguered 

A concerted attempt to squ the Kennan 
thesis on the neutralization of Germany is under. 
way. It has enlisted Dean Acheson, whose in- 
temperate repudiation of Mr. Kennan only em- 
phasized the identity of the Dulles and Acheson 
policies. 

We are not yet convinced that Mr. Kennan 
has the answer, but in view of the dead end to 
which the Acheson-Dulles policy has come, we 
believe discussion of intelligent alternatives is 
in order. 

The principal objection to a demilitarized 
Germany seems to be a fear that this would be 
equivalent to the collapse of NATO. But if the 
NATO deterrent has operated up to now, why 
would it not continue to operate? The Ger- 
man contribution to NATO military power has 
been negligible to date, and will become steadily 
less important as missile warfare develops. 
When the Soviet Union can be destroyed from 
Western European, North American and sea- 
borne missile bases, the addition of German 
bases and manpower may not make too much 
difference. So it is conceivable that the elim- 
ination of Germany from the military equation 
would not actually change the balance of power. 

* od * 


At this point the Kennan thesis runs into a 
directly contradictory objection. Since missiles 
would span any neutral,zone in central Europe, 
we are told, demilitarization of such a zone 
would be meaningless. Can we be sure of that? 
With Russia and the West stalemated in the 
power to wage total war to the point of mutual 
destruction, a neutral zone across central Eu- 
rope might serve the highly useful purpose of 
relieving tensions that arise from political in- 
security on either side of the line. 

Much evidence suggests that the Kremlin is 
haunted by fear of political subversion, both in 
the satellites and in Russia itself, that might 
result if the Western frontier were pushed to 
the East. This surely was the reason for the 
brutal crushing of Hungary. With that act the 
Soviets gave warning that they will resoft to 
the most extreme methods to avoid being 
pushed back when this means the supplanting 
of their own power with Western power. If 
the two power blocs could be separated, Moscow 
might lay a lighter hand on the peoples of 
Eastern Europe and consider serious steps 
toward disarmament. 

It is objected that a demilitarized Germany 
would be open to Soviet political capture from 
within. This is a real danger. But is it any 
different from the danger that exists now, and 
has existed ever since Potsdam? The Com- 
munists have done their best to take over, and 
have failed. What reason is there, to assume 
that they would be sure to succeed by virtue 
of the elimination of German military power? 
Why would not the same factors which have 
bound Germany economically and culturally to 
the West continue to do so after military dis- 
engagement? 

° ° * 

Or it is said that you can’t trust the Russians 
to keep an agreement. And certainly no agree- 
ment can be risked which relies solely on a hope 
of Soviet good faith. A European settlement 
involving a neutral zone would not rest on hope. 
It would rest on the understanding that a vio- 
lation wouid be regarded as an act of war. But 
would we in fact, ask the doubters, go to war 
to defend it? Would we not be tempted to ac- 
cept appeasement instead? The possibility must 
be acknowledged. But it is not basically differ- 
ent from that which exists now. If the West 
has motives to resist a Soviet invasion of 
Western Germany today, it would have the 
same motives to resist invasion of a demilitar- 
ized unified Germany. 

The problem is by no means simple, and may 
indeed be insoluble. The one certainty is that 
the Dulles policy of opposing any solution, in 
the hope that the Soviets some day will col- 
lapse, has come to a dead end. Fresh ideas are 
needed, and Mr. Kennan’s are worth considering. 
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Chairman Schwartz’s Support 

The proposal for a community-wide approach 
to the problems arising from racial change in 
the composition of the city of St. Louis has 
been warmly indorsed by Adolph K. Schwartz, 
chairman of the Council of Human Relations. 

If any group knows the size and complexity 
of the need it is the group which Mr. Schwartz 
heads. He’ and his fellow members have con- 
fronted it. They know that if St. Louis is to 
meet the challenge in terms of employment, 
education, housing, welfare, and other matters, 
many groups, official, civic, religious, labor and 
private, must join hands. 

Mr. Schwartz makes the sound observation 
that the rehabilitation of the Mill Creek area 
will cause the evacuation of some 15,000 people. 
This will have its interrelated bearings on 
many aspects of St. Louis’s life. 

An intreasing number of people are looking 
to Mayor Tucker to help get this urgent work 
on community relations under way. 
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Forgotten for Three Centuries 

Postmaster General Summerfield’s latest com- 
memorative stamp celebrates an event in Ameri- 
can history that has gone almost unnoticed al- 
though it occurred 300 years ago. The new 3 
cent stamp bears the information “1657 The 
Flushing Remonstrance 1957” and presents a 
still-life grouping of a New England colonial hat, 
a book and a quill pen in an inkwell. The hat 
signifies the people, the book represents the 
Bible and the pen, “man’s determination to 
speak the truth through the written word.” 

All these were involved in the Flushing re- 
monstrance, which takes its name from the town 
of Flushing, N.Y., long since a part of Queens, 
Long Island. Flushing was settled by Quakers 
and they composed a substantial part of the 
early community. Yet Gov. Peter Stuyvesant 
issued an order which in affect allowed the 
practice of only the Dutch Reformed religion. 
The citizen who harbored a° Quaker could be 
fined 50 florins. The Flushing town meeting, 
Dec. 27, 1657, showed its disapproval by adopt- 
ing and signing an official remonstrance. This 
left it to the individual to treat the Quaker ac- 
cording to his conscience. — 

Gov. Stuyvesant blew up when the remon- 
strance reached him. He dismissed the Flushing 
board, fined the sheriff and demanded an apolo- 
gy. For five years the Quakers held secret 
meetings in the woods. Then in 1662 John 
Browne opened his house to them, only to be 
imprisoned and deported. He appealed to the 
West India company in Amsterdam and in the 
end was sustained by those in higher authority. 

It is strange that an event with so much 
drama should have escaped the historians but 
escape it has, so far as we have been able to 
discover. No reference to it can be found in 
most historical and biographical dictionaries and 
encyclopedias. It is not cited in the indexes 
of many general historical works or in more 
specialized treatments. The Harvard Guide to 
American History contains a detailed 142-page

index, but no mention of this remonstrance. 
Sputniks I and II are not all that will be en- 
tering the history books as of 1957. Apparently 
the three-century old Flushing remonstrance 
will get in, too. 
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An Inherent Part of Progress 

The cultural assets of St. Louis reviewed in 
today’s special section require a perspective 
somewhat different from that applied to the city’s 
material progress reviewed last week. With cul- 
ture the signs of progress lie in a museum or 
private studio, in a concert hall or classroom, in 
a filing cabinet of historic papers or on a tele- 
vision screen. 

But the citizen who looks thoughtfully in these 
places will be impressed as well as rewarded. 
And. the catalog of cultural progress permits 
four inferences: 

First, the cultural foundations of St. Louis 
are older than the foundations of most of its 
buildings. The Symphony Orchestra has pro- 
vided music for 77 years and has encouraged a 
musical interest now expressed in a score of 
good musical organizations. The Art Museum 
owes its dedication “to Art and Free to All” 
to a 1907 state law, and has since inspired a 
host of creative artists and private collectors 
as well as an informed public. 


Second, cultural progress can respond to the | 


need of a community for it. The city and coun- 
ty library systems have grown to meet the com- 
petition to books by television, and this new 
communications instrument has heen turned 
into an educative force by Channel 9. The 
“three-track” program now 
serves students not as common denominators 
but as individuals with differing abilities. The 
universities have extended free inquiry, and 
the Vatican Library microfilm collection is a 
unique addition to the community. 

Third, cultural progress taxes a community’s 
initiative and financial resources. Hardly one 
of our great institutions has fully adequate 
funds. The St, Louis area still needs a suitable 
institute of contemporary art, a science museum 
and, certainly, the riverfront arch to remind St. 
Louis of its past whilé inspiring its future. 

Finally, in each respect it is obvious that cul- 
tural progress and material progress cannot 
really be separated. Readers of the special 
sections will find that artists and educators and 
architects are as aware of this as leaders in 
business, the professions or politics. 

At a time when America, as one contributor 
puts it, is developing ‘into a group of big 
urban city-states, the nation lacks suitable gov- 
ernmental frameworks to make urban life pros- 
per, culturally as well as economically. Thus 
we need to solve the traffic problem not only 
to serve industry and transportation but to 
make cultural institutions accessible. 

From ancient times the city has been a 
source of civilized advancement because culture 
is necessarily communal. St. Louis’s cultural as- 
sets are an indivisible part of its civic progress. 
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The Case for Research 
The director of the National Science Founda- 
tion has followed the generals and admirals 
who testified about budget cuts, and his case 
ought to receive equal sympathy in Congress. 
Dr. Alan T. Waterman told a House commit- 


‘tee that the $40,000,000 granted the Foundation 


to support basic scientific research was 20 per 
cent less than the amount requested. And the 
25 millions sought for construction of research 
facilities was cut in half by the Budget Bureau. 

It would be pleasant for Congress to encour- 
age pure science simply because it benefits 
mankind in so many ways. But the immediate 
argument for research is that it alone can cre- 
ate the knowledge necessary to lead the nation 
safely into the space age. And inattention to 
research while stressing military production is 
something like taking water out of the tap 
without ever storing any in the reservoir. This 
is no timé for Congress to neglect science.~ 
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Memo: Get on With the Job 


Missourians should be shocked by the refusal 
of the American Psychiatric Association to ac- 
credit four of the state’s five mental hospitals. 
Nor should this be offset by the temporary, one- 
year accreditation granted the fifth hospital, 
the one in St. Louis. The A.P.A. action reflects 
the misery of thousands of Missourians and 
their neglect by millions of their fellow citizens. 

As Gov. James T. Blair says, some corrective 
legislation has been adopted, and about $20,- 
000,000 of the state’s $75,000,000 building bond 
issue has been ear-marked for the improvement 
of the physical facilities of the hospitals. The 
politically appointed director has resigned; and 
former State Senator Francis Smith, who suc- 
ceeded the late Powell McHaney as chairman of 
the new State Mental Health Commission, is 
looking for a new superintendent at $25,000 a 
year, which should attract a competent man. 

It remains a hard fact, however, that despite 
this planning, little has been done so far to bet- 
ter the condition of the patients. Nor will the 
contemplated improvements be adequate unless 
backed by substantial appropriations. Missouri- 
ans must make up their minds to pay more taxes 
for the care and cure of the mentally ill. 

The faults found by the A.P.A. are, in the 
main, those revealed by previous investigations: 
overcrowding, lack of professional staff; inade- 
quate nursing, fire hazards. And the corrective 
programs recommended—a separate one for each 
institution—are detailed statements of measures 
already recognized as necessary. They call, 
chiefly, for separate custodial care for the 
senile, and medical care for the ill with the 
view of restoring them to usefulness. 

So the Governor is right in saying that the 
report “focuses public attention on this tremen- 
dous problem and can be used as a guidebook 
for development, which will come as rapidly as 
we can find the personnel and the money.” 

The question is whether we are moving “as 
rapidly as we can to find the personnel and 
the money.” The answer of the neglected pa- 
tients would not be reassuring. 
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Art for a Passport’s Sake 

The State Department's Passport Office states 
that on Feb, 1, applicants may use colored 
prints for their official passport photographs. 
The passport instructions already carry these 
benign words: “There is no objection to the 
submission of passport pictures which depict 
the applicant as a relaxed, smiling person.” 

Thus ends a tradition. The strongest criti- 
cism known to portraiture has been the phrase, 
“Looks like a passport photo.” Until recently 
the Passport Office discouraged smiles, much 
less colorful smiles.

United States emerged into nationalism at same time as other 
Western powers, historian says, but without its worst rav- 
ages of statism, ruling class and military elite or nationalistic 
culture; thus we might advise new nations against dangers. 


Henry Steele Commager, Professor of History, Amherst College, 
in the Foreign Policy Association Bulletin 


In his penetrating essay on nation- 
alism, published in the Foreign Pol- 
icy Bulletin on Oct. 15, Hans Kohn 
observed that “the moral standing of 
the West in the eyes of the world is 
very much the concern of the United 
States.” 


Similarly we can say that the moral 
standing of nationalism itself is very 
much the concern—and the respon- 
sibility—of the United States. This 
is true, not because the United States 
is the most power- 
ful of modern na- 
tions, but because 
American national- 
ism has been pre- 
dominantly benign 
rather than malign. 

The United States 
emerged into na- 
tionalism at the 
Same time as 
France, Bel gium, 
Greece and other 
eighteenth- and 
nineteenth -cen- 
tury national or- 
ganizations. As a 
result, we tend to

read the history of American ‘nation- 
alism in universal terms. But Amer- 
ican nationalism differed profoundly 
from that of the Old World, and such 
differences influenced its course. 


The Development of America 


First, the United States developed 
nationalism without statism, without 
that deification of the state so com- 
mon on the Continent and which in 
Germany evolved into a cult. Amer- 
icans began, rather, with suspicion of 
the state, a suspicion which has never 
wholly evaporated and which makes 
a religion of the state quite incon- 
ceivable in this country. 


Second, the United States developed 
nationalism without a church—that is 
an established church linked inextric- 
ably to the state. Ours was the first 
major nation of the West to try the 
audacious experiment of separating 
church and state. 


We have only to recall the role of 
the church in Spanish nationalism, or 
in Irish, or—in our own day—in Arab 
and Jewish nationalism, to realize the 
significance of the American decision. 


Third, the United States developed 
nationalism without an aristocracy or 
a ruling class. American nationalism, 
unlike that of most—although not all 
—-European countries, came from be- 
low rather than from above. It was 
not the product of a church which 
identified its interests with those of 
the nation, or of a monarch, or of an 
aristocracy, or of an intellectual elite 
—and it did not have to pay the heavy 
penalties of such associations. 


Without Militarism or Enmity 


Fourth, the United States developed 
nationalism without a military estab- 
lishment, or even a military class. 
Again we need only to look at the 
role of the military in French na- 
tionalism, or German, to appreciate 
what we escaped here. 


American nationalism developed 
wihews persistent national ome age 


not entirely, escaped nationalist his- 
tory. While almost everywhere in the 
Old World, history was used for na- 
tionalistic and even chauvinistic pur- 
poses, American historians, from 
George Bancroft to our time, showed 
very little interest in national history. 
Our greatest historians — Prescott, 
Parkman, Motley, Mahan, even Henry 
Adams—did not address themselves 
primarily to national history. 


Seventh, the United States devel- 
oped nationalism without national 
control of education and indeed with- 
out any formal control of the intel- 
lectual content of education. We have 
only to compare the American situa- 
tion with that taken for granted in 
nineteenth-century Europe—with the 
highly centralized education of 
France, for example, or of Humboldt’s 


Prussia or of Austria—to realize what ° 


we escaped. 
Melting Pot of Cultures 


It has never been possible for any 
government or any party or any class 
(except briefly in -the ante-bellum 
South) to use the schools as instru- 
ments of policy. 


Finally, the United States devel- 
oped nationalism without establishing 
a national cultural pattern—and this 
because there was no national cul- 
tural pattern to establish. Most 
societies that set up as nations insist 
on a national language, literature, art 
and philosophy, and usually discover 
— in the deep—and romantic— 
past. 


As the United States of 1789 had 
no past, no language, no art, almost 
no history or traditions, it was not 
under pressure to resurrect these and 
impose them on successive genera- 
tions. Americans, therefore, almost 
wholly escaped the ravages of cul- 
tural nationalism. 


Opportunity Before World 


Better than any other major nation, 
then, the United States is in a posi- 
tion to guide and instruct the many 
new nations which have emerged over 
the historical horizon in recent years. 
Most of these are cultivating the 
worst, rather than the best, features 
of nationalism —imitating the Old 
World nationalism of the nineteenth 
century with its military antipathies, 
its ecclesiastical prejudices, its cul- 
tural parochialisms. 


We are in a better position than 
any other major nation to make clear 
the dangers of this kind of national- 
ism and to encourage a more enlight- 
ened and benevolent one. We can do 
this by cultivating and developing 
those activities which transcend na- 
tional barriers.

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Reading and Writing

“THE ROOTS OF HEAVEN’’ 
by Romain Gary is a difficult novel to 
classify but an easy one to read. The 
protagonist, a Frenchman named Morel, 
has dedicated his life to the preserva- 
tion of the elephant. In the prosecu- 
tion of this crusade he antagonizes, in 
turn, the trophy hunters, the ivory 
traders, the half-starved African tribes- 
men who think of elephants chiefly as 
a source of food, the agitators for Afri- 
can independence and the colonial gov- 
ernment in French Equatorial Africa. 

In the end he is no nearer to victory 
than at the beginning. In fact the ele- 
phant seems destined for obsolescence 
in the degree that the African nations 
become independent and industrialized. 
His struggle, nevertheless, evokes a 
sympathetic response from people all 
over the world because they regard it 
as a last stand against erosion of the 
freedom, dignity and amplitude of life. 

Morel comes to Africa after a de- 
humanizing experience in the French 
underground, the German prison camps 
and the rubble of the bombed out cities. 
In the midst of this man-made desola- 
tion he is stricken with longing for the 
great forests and the peaceful savannas 
and with the hope that he can do some- 
thing to save their natural monarchs, 
the elephants, from the same destruc- 
tion suffered by men, women and chil- 
dren in Europe. 


AS HE PLUNGES into the back- 
lands near Lake Chad Morel is joined 
by the German girl Minna, another 
discard from the European holocaust 
who regards Morel as “something dif- 
ferent” from any man she has ever 
known. An eccentric Dane, with a long 
record of unceasing devotion to Nature 
in all its phases also declares common 
cause with Morel as does an American 
photographer who comes to Africa in 
pursuit of a good picture story. 
Morel’s activities consist largely of 
“commando” raids against ivory traders, 
big game hunters, agents for zoological 
gardens, anybody in fact who wants to 
kill or capture an elephant. In the 
first stages of his activity he gets strong 
support from Waitari, the French edu- 


cated leader of the African independ- 
ence movement who seeks to identify 
Morel with his own cause and to make 
the elephant a symbol of African 
freedom. 

The French administrators, however, 
insist that Morel is just a wacky nature

Less Than Major Work

MR. JONES’S SECOND NOV- 
EL—six years in the writing—is a de- 
termined bid for something; the author 
plainly intends to go onward from 
his first book, “From Here to Eternity.” 
“Some Came Running” is a novel of 
great length; it makes what its author 
and some other people will regard as a 
thorough study of life in Parkman, IIL; 
it is a novel that—explicitly and im- 
plicitly—aspires to be a criticism of 
life. 


There can be no doubt, from symbolic 
prologue to symbolic epilogue, that the 
author is offering readers a major 
work—or hopes he is. If the marks of 
a major work are numerous charac- 
ters, frankness of expression, self-right- 
eous muckraking, and determined pur- 
suit of big issues, Mr. Jones can be 
complacent; his book has them. 


A calm look at the plot and other 
elements pares down this estimate, The 
story celebrates the fateful and pro- 
tracted reunion in a smal! Illinois town 
of two brothers, David and Frank 
Hirsh—David, who has written several 
“really good” books and also fought 
in the Battle of the Bulge; Frank, who 
has run his jewelry store with success 
while his brother and other men were 
protecting him. It js quickly clear to 
the reader that David is the honest 
seeker of truth, in art and in living, 
and that Frank is the hypocrite who— 
because he sums up his society—will 
end on top, artificer of a new shopping- 
center and manipulator of all the “pull” 
he needs.

THE SEVENTEENTH CEN- 
TURY is England's great historic

to cut down the Forest of Arden to 
provide fuel for the new ironworks. 


John Aubrey and John Locke were 
both of that century, but the former 
belongs to the old age and the latter 
to the new. That is one reason why 
Locke (1632-1704) is the more familiar. 
Secretive as he was, it is difficult to 
escape all knowledge of “the father 
of British empiricism.” Maurice Cran- 
ston presents a full-length portrait of 
the man, perhaps routine but well done. 
And he points out that the author of 
the “Essay Concerning Human Under- 
standing,” white breaking with the old 
theology and the old philosophy, in- 
sisted that moral laws are as demon- 
strable as mathematical laws. Unlike 
some of his intellectual heirs, he was 
eager to write on “The Reasonable- 
ess of Christianity.” 


IT IS ALSO _ soon clear that the 
main interest of both brothers is their 
sex-life, and David's is plainly superior 
because it is an honest pursuit of the 
girls who work at the local brassiere 
factory, whereas Frank's pursuit of his 
secretary and other women is furtive 
and discreditable. David's chief ro- 
mance, however, is a hopeless one; it 
involves Gwen French, a middle-aged 
English teacher at the local college. 
Gwen is, Jones tells us, modeled on 
one of his own literary enthusiasms, 
“Miss Emily Dickenson.” But the reader 
need not bother with this parallel; 
Gwen French is post-Freudian; she 
claims to have had lovers although she 
is actually a virgin. 


David's pursuit of this icy virgin is 
also naturalistic and  post-Freudian; 
that he makes a mistaken diagnosis of 
her trouble as nymphomania is much 
to his credit. David fills out an infinity 
of waiting by starting a taxi company 
with brother Frank, joining forces with 
a gambler named ‘Bama Dillert, cohab- 
iting with a “pig” named Ginnie. And 
David is shot to death by a husband 
whom Ginnie acquires toward the end 
of the novel. 


THESE ARE NOT all the problems 
that the reader of this novel is asked 
to be interested in. There is a younger 
man who is also writing novels, there 
is his nubile. sweetheart who rejects 
him and settles for a safe marriage, 
there are brother Frank’s secretary who 
draws the line at “French love” and 
her old grandmother who accommodates 
the really elderly blades of Parkman. 


But plot-summary cannot suggest all 
that awaits the reader of this book. The 
book is full of self-conscious references 


Locke was an ambitious man and 

an industrious one. Largely through 
the influence of his patron, the Earl 
of Shaftesbury, whose physician he was, 
he held a number of diplomatic and 
civil posts, including the presidency 
of the Board of Trade. Despite a bit 
of trouble under James II, he was a 
Royalist in polities even though his 
thinking turned toward individual lib- 
erty, religious toleration and democ- 
racy. 
WHAT THE GREAT MAN had 
in common with the rather neglected 
Aubrey (1626-1697) was an interest in 
education and membership in the 
science-hatching Royal Society. 
Hobbes, Boyle, Newton and other know- 
ing contemporaries, Locke valued the 
intelligence of the man who was too 
long regarded as a gullible collector 
of old wives’ tales and superstitious 
lore. 

This ill repute stems from the publi- 
cation of Aubrey’s “Miscellanies” late 
in his life without an explanation of 
his own view of its fantastic content. 
Actually Aubrey, the antiquarian, col- 
lected ancient country lore not because 
he believed every bit of it—his pocket 
note-books are full of such disclaimers

rifying splendor of words. But Waitari, 
his henchmen and the jaunty gun- 
runner who was to buy the accruing 
ivory tusks, are captured by French 
soldiers. 

Morel escapes death only because the 
native guard appointed to. kill him— 
and thus turn him into a revolutionary 
“martyr”—is too much affected by Mo- 
rel’s gallantry to go through with it. 
So Morel takes to the hills to await a 
better time for the continuance of his 
crusade. 

The reader is confronted by para- 
doxes throughout this story, which, of 
course, is much richer than an outline 
can indicate. The humanitarian may be 
confused by an idealism centered on 
elephants in a land where human be- 
ings are steeped in misery. And Waitari 
has more than enough logic on his side, 
when he contends that he will be glad 
to help the elephants when his people 
have been freed. Yet Morel, without 
the support of a closely reasoned philo- 
sophy, is truly a heroic figure; a man 
of inexhaustible good humor, courage 
and stamina. He is a little fuzzy, per- 
haps, in equating elephants with the 
“last margin of freedom.” But that’s 
his line and he never surrenders. 


THIS .NOVEL which ignores chron- 
ological sequence, which jumps rapidly 
from one character to another and which 
explores the psychological inwardness 
as well as the considered opinions of 
eight or ten main characters, is still an 
absorbing action story. The reader, if 
he chooses, can ignore the paradoxes 
and treat the unfolding tale as a mere 
description of fascinating events pro- 
duced by people with strong obsessions. 
But he can also seek for guiding mo- 
tives that lie too deep for simple ex- 
plication. In either case he may be 
puzzled but he will be rewarded. 
“The Roots of Heaven” was awarded 
the Goncourt Prize and was widely cir- 
culated in France. Romain Gary, like 
so many French literary figures is a 
man of action as well as a writer. He 
was an aviator, a member of the French 
Resistance during the war and a jour- 
nalist. He is now the French Consul- 
General in Los Angeles.

tq David's literary masters—Steinbeck, 
Saroyan, Wolfe, and others—and it is 
plain that they are also Jones’s men- 
tors. But Jones falls short of the con- 
trol of style and (with the exception of 
Thomas Wolfe) design which his mas- 
ters display. Jones’s style is vintage 
Dreiser; it mingles catalogues of all the 
food and whiskey that courses down the 
gullets of the chief characters with self- 
righteous brooding on the mystery of it 
all. 

The prose is unremittingly limp 

whether the substance is plans for a 
bridge over the Wabash or the superi- 
ority of Hindu to Christian insight or 
the humiliating inferiority of the artist 
to Jesus. In short, Jones lacks Wolfe’s 
or Steinbeck’s tension that tempers 
their philosophic banality. In “Some 
Came Running” (see Mark 10:17) page 
succeeds page to a foregone conclusion: 
the emptiness of sex-life—or any other 
kind of life—in Illinois. 
THE LIKELY SUCCESS of this 
book will prove one thing: that some 
readers are bears for punishment and 
read without a qualm hundreds of pages 
about a crew of characters whose mo- 
tives are obvious and whose ideas rise 
to this level (it is the novelist-hero 
thinking): “And the sum, the upshot, 
the lump, of what he wanted to get said 
was that each man was a Sacred Uni- 
verse in himself and at the same time, 
inextricably a noisome garbage pail 
whose bottom had rotted out and was 
‘poisoning the garden air and needed to 
be got rid of posthaste, forthwith and 
forsooth.” (p. 756.)

“lives.” Of 426 of them, 134 have 
been brought together in this book 
by Mr. Dick, a gift to every lover of 
brief, penetrating, charming biography.

AMONG CURRENT OFFERINGS of publishers no 


book contains more solid fare for the enjoyment of readers, 
particularly for those who are devotees of nautical adyen- 
ture, than this posthumous work by one of the most color- 
ful and remarkable men of our time. Peter Freuchen, the 
“Vagrant Viking,” has, of course, been a legendary figure 
in our land for the last 20 years, who leapt into promi- 
nence when he competed successfully on a national tele- 
vision quiz show. When his own adventurous life story is 
written up in worthy manner it should make as good read- 
ing as any of his 25 books. 

His “Book of the Seven Seas,” completed as it was but a 
few days before his death, contains the distilled essence of 
all that he learned about the sea during a lifetime of roving 
and exploring as well as from considerable research. He tells 
of the sea in all its aspects—physical, geographical, historical, 
romantic. It is all here—story, lore, legend, history, scientific 
fact—so that it is hard to point to any significant omission. 

Much of his historical narrative is necessarily very sum- 
mary. Naval history, for instance, receives only the most 
cursory treatment: six pages take the reader through “Battles 
of Our Time,” from Manila Bay to Leyte Gulf. What this 
reviewer found the best parts of the book were those in 
which the author got off the beaten track, so to speak, into 
some of the lesser known areas of his vast subject—the tides, 
winds, and currents, and to lonely faraway islands like 
Tristan da Cunha. Specially commendable features are the 
compact writing—true to a good sailor's liking for a taut 
ship—and the many, well selected illustrations. 

If there is anyone in your family, young or old, who has a 


taste for the sea, this is one that he or she would enjoy and

THOSE INNOCENT YEARS, by Richard Crowder. (Bobbs-

THIS I8 A BOOK destined to attract only moderate 
attention and much of even that attention will be localized 
in Indiana; for in Indiana, more than anywhere else in the 
country, the name of James Whitcomb Riley is still remom~ 
bered and revered. -But there was a time when Riley» 2x~« 
was known throughout the country and he was able to fill 
the lecture halls of Boston and Baltimore as well as those 
in Indianapolis and Greenfield, This is the time which this 
book recreates. 

It recalls the comfortable, unhurried days before World 
War I; it glances nostalgically backward to the days of the 
Victorian mansion with its cupolas and spires, to the streets 
shaded with giant elms and maples, to the Fourth of July 
picnic, But particularly it is an effort to catch the spirit of 
the period and of the man who is said to be the “archetypal 
reflection” of his time and place. 

A consideration of American poetry very often leaps 
from the bold experimentation of Whitman in the mid-nine- 
teenth century to the bold experimentation of the Chicago 
group from 1912-1920 and dismisses the intervening years 
with the observation that this was the Victorian Age and that 
nothing of literary importance or interest occurred in that 
period. Richard Crowder is apparently not satisfied with that 
judgment and his book is a gentle argument for a general 
reappraisal. 

James Whitcomb Riley, according to this account, was 
essentially an actor, a lecturer and a public figure. His verse 
was a natural outgrowth of efforts to create materials which 
would reflect his own feelings as well as catch the imagina- 
tion of his listeners. Even as a child his capacity for mimicry 
was marked and.this, coupled with the philosophy of optimism 
and a tendency toward the sentimental formed a basis for his 
poetry and made him a favorite on the platform. 


ALTHOUGH this cannot be classified as strict biographi- 
cal reporting Dr. Crowder has provided enough material 
to make clear the major influences on Riley’s life and 
attitude. His psychological incompatibility with his practical, 
legally trained father, for example, is said to have fostered 
in him feelings of insecurity which he never completely out- 
grew. His edu€ation is said to have been mediocre and one 
of the most interesting aspects of the book is the revelation 
of taste as Riley comments on other writers. He found Poe 
weird; Whitman shapeless. Matthew Arnold and Henry James 
had no interest for him; he did not like Dreiser. He suggested 
to one of his correspondents that she should avoid Byron but 
should study Longfellow. 

Time has proved that his judgment was in error, that the 
true artists of the period were the people whose work he 
eschewed. But these artists were not immediately accepted 
by the general public and Riley was spokesman of the public. 
As Dr. Crowder says, “The people wanted optimism under- 
scored .. . no profound investigation of life’s problems and 
mysteries.” 

The recognition which came to Riley is chronicled in 
detail in this book. Recognition was not immediate but a 
process which was slow and often surprising, even to Riley. 
Some of his insecurity is revealed in the account of his first 
appearance in Boston; his first acceptance by the Atlantic 
Monthly. But he accepted the public view. He made extreme- 
ly successful tours and began to publish his verse in books 
which were tremendously popular. 


BY 1900—Riley was then 5l1—he was receiving honors 
from all over the country. Yale University conferred upon 
him an honorary Master of Arts degree; a Doctor of Letters 
was granted by Wabash College and another by the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania. The state university honored him with 
a Doctor of Laws degree. In 1912 he was given the gold medal 
of the National Institute of Arts and Letters to which he had 
been elected in 1911. 

Riley’s poor health confined him.to his home and ham- 
pered his activities during much of the last years of his life 
but his birthday (Oct. 7) became a time for public cele- 
bration. Throughout the Hoosier State homage was paid to 
the poet. Though these occasions were notably for children 
the love for Riley was a part of several generations. Dr. 
Crowder’s account of the birthday celebration is one of the 
most effective ways of showing that Riley was indeed “the 
best-loved man” in Indiana. 

Riley’s death in 1916 came at the end of an era. Things 
were changing all about him and changing in a direction 
which he would not have understood. Victorianism had given 
way to new attitudes, science was in the ascendancy and the 
literature of the twentieth century was reflecting the tensions 
of this transition period; gone were those innocent years 


typified by James Whitcomb Riley. 
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The Bauhaus Fusion of the Arts 


German School’s Wide Influence on Modern Design 


By GEORGE McCUE 


IN AGREAT RELEASE of crea- 
tive energy in Germany that followed 
World War I, a good many artists, hope- 
ful that a better world could be made to 
grow out of the ruins of a lost war, 
became imbued with a new idealism. 
One product of this was the Bauhaus, 
which is remembered both as a place 
and as a germinating spirit that fused 
art and industrial design. 

Germany did not remain hospitable 
to the Bauhaus idea for long, and the 
Nazis killed it off. This was America’s 
gain, for many of the Bauhaus teachers 
and students movéd to this country, 
just as German scientists did later, and 
contributed their brains and zeal to our 
culture. A direct consequence of this 
migration is the Institute of Design at 
Chicago, established in the late 1930s 
as the “New Bauhaus.” 

The Bauhaus was founded in 1919 by 
Walter Gropius, then 35 years old and 
already widely respected as an archi- 
tect. Gropius was named director of 
the Ducal Academy of Fine Arts at 
Weimar in 1918. Later, he was also put 
in charge of the Weimar School of 
Arts and Crafts. The unity of the arts 
happened to be an idea about which 
Gropius had strong convictions. He felt 
that class distinctions between crafts- 
man and artist were an “arrogant bar- 
rier,” and that an ideal school would 
be one in which fertile minds and var- 
ied skills could stimulate each other. 


GROPIUS FOUND himself with 
the means of creating this ideal’ school, 
and in 1919 he organized the Staat- 
liches Bauhaus, which translates lit- 
erally, if somewhat clumsily, as State 
Building House. This combined his two 
institutions into a single school of de- 
sign. He soon got together a dean's 
dream of a faculty. 

Gropius looked for teachers who 
were both creative artists and con- 
structive critics. Several members of 
the Blue Rider group of painters were 
pioneer faculty members. Wassily Kan- 
dinsky taught mural painting and the- 
ory, Paul Klee glass-painting and weav- 
ing, Lyonel Feininger painting and 
graphic arts. In addition, the faculty 
included Oskar Schlemmer, who taught 
stone sculpture and theatrical design; 
Gerhard Marcks, who taught ceramics; 
Laszlo Moholy-Nagy, as metal-work in- 
structor. Marcel Breuer was in charge 
of furniture workshops, and Herbert 
Bayer, an architect, taught typography 
and designed the lower-case Alphabet 
in which Bauhaus publications were 
printed, Both these men were former 
Bauhaus students who remained as 
teachers, 

It was a Bauhaus principle that art 
ean neither be taught nor learned. Stu- 
dents were instructed in basic laws of 
the arts and crafts, exposed to the elec- 
trical charges of the men under whom 
they worked, and encouraged to experi-

IN MODERN TIMES, emphasis 
has been put upon the reading of great 
books with the object of affording an 
insight into truths vital to a high con- 
cept of human life—truths that have 
abiding value and are characteristic 
of the dignity of the human intellect. 

Presumably books are selected which 
will help the reader to deepen and ex- 
pand his experiences and moral feel- 
ings by giving him an enlightened view 
of what the world is and how he should 
prepare himself to play an active and 
enlightened part in it. In short, the 
books are intended to enable the reader 
to attain thoughts and ideas whose 
fuller meaning life itself will reveal; 
together, living and books will supply 
the principles of good conduct. 

The question may be asked whether 
the reading alone of great books will 
achieve these objects or strengthen the 
character of the reader, or will per- 
suade society to sacrifice some of its 
unrestricted ambitions for more worthy 
pursuits. This question may perhaps be 
answered in the negative. 

Any subject must be studied in rela- 
tion to life. To a great extent book- 
learning conveys second-hand informa- 
tion only, Many educators continually 
teach from books; consequently their 
students have acquired their learning 
from a book only. Learning gained 
from actual living with reflection upon 
the various experiences of life is often 
of greater value. Many of the greatest 
men in every age were not bookmen. 


IN ANTIQUITY, Plato's students 
would have consulted fewer books than 
the modern graduate; but they would 
thoroughly know the greatest authors. 
They would never have studied text 
books of physics, ethics or sociology, 
but would know the essential principles 
of obedience, patriotism, order and tem- 
perance, The education of the ordinary 
Athenian was completed not so much 
by books as by what he heard in the 
theater, law courts, ecclesia and from 
consultation with teachers. The Greek 
his education 


medium. Hellenic culture at its best 
was independent of book learning. 
Most people today handle books in an 
entirely different way. They try to 
about life from books, instead of 


ment. Staff members and students alike 
worked toward a collective ideal, not 
without occasional flareups of bitter 
controversy. At such times, Gropius 
straightened matters out by reminding 
all concerned that they were gentlemen 
and that the flexible approach to day- 
to-day problems was the Bauhaus way. 


A BAUHAUS COURSE included 
intensive study of forms and of the use 
of materials—a combining of fine art 
and practical craftsmanship. Each stu- 
dent worked directly under an artist 
and an artisan. The boldness and free- 
dom of this intellectual climate at- 
tracted to Weimar a dazzling array of 
individualists, some of whom proved 
later to be autnentic geniuses, others 
crackpots. 

The conservative Weimar citizens 
found the Bauhaus rather hard to put 
up with, and they finally made exis- 
tence so uncomfortable that the school 
was moved to Dessau. There, in 1926; 
it moved into a new building of a dis- 
tinguished design by Gropius, who also 
designed houses of contemporary style 
for faculty members. 

In its Dessau period, the Bauhaus 
addressed itself increasingly to indus- 
trial design and to the esthetics of 
form in household articles. Marcel 
Breuer designed, in 1925, the - first 
chair to be made of tubular steel—an 
idea that alone has supported large 
industries. Designs for lamps, tapes- 
tries, stage settings, ceramics, china- 
ware, street signs, buildings, printed 
brochures and many other things 
flowed out of the Bauhaus in striking 
new forms. ° 

The students even organized a jazz 
band which quickly became known all 
over Germany. Fees for its appearances 
helped members pay school expenses, 
Students also received commissions 
whenever their designs were sold for 


manufacture or commercial production. 


GROPIUS RESIGNED in 1928, 
to devote more time to architecture. 
He was briefly succeeded by Hannes 
Meyer, who was followed by the archi- 
tect, Ludwig Mies Van der Rohe. The 
National Socialist party looked with 
deep suspicion on the Bauhaus, and in 
1932 it was moved to Berlin, where 
the 1933 Nazi victory finished it. 

Laszlo Moholy-Nagy, a Hungarian ar- 
tist and bold experimenter in photogra- 
phy, painting, typography, theater, de- 
sign and writing, took the Bauhaus 
idea to Chicago, and, in 1937, founded 
The Institute of Design there. Moholy- 
Nagy headed this institution until his 
death in 1946, and it now is a part of 
the sparkling contemporary campus of 
the Illinois Institute of Technology in 
south Chicago, near Comiskey Park. 
Mies van der Rohe designed its pres- 
ent building, and still has classes there. 

Gropius directed the Department of 
Architecture at Harvard for many years; 
Feininger resumed his painting career 
in New York; Breuer taught architecture 
at Harvard and now practices in New 
York; Bayer is resident design con- 
sultant at Aspen, Colo., for the Inter- 
national Design Conference. 

Other “old Bauhaus men” and their 
students have exercised far-reaching 
influence on the shape and quality of 
things we live with. It would be hard 
to pass through a home, an office or 
along the streets of a city without en- 
countering objects that have not felt 
the Bauhaus touch. 

One of the Bauhaus students was 
Werner Drewes, who teaches design 


in the Washington University School 
of Fine Arts. Several painters in the 
original group and Sculptor Gerhard 
Marcks are represented in the current 
exhibition, “German Art of the Twen- 
tieth Century,” at the City Art Museum.

From 
life, experiences are direct; from books 
we gain a notional apprehension from 
the experiences of others, Chesterfield 
wrote to his son that knowledge of the 
world is much more necessary than 
knowledge derived from books. Knowl- 
edge of the world is acquired in the 
world, not in the closet. Books suggest 
many things to one’s first-hand observa- 
tions of mankind which, when compared 
with those found in books, will help 
fix the true point. 


NO WRITTEN composition, no 
treatise on philosophy can _ fully 
serve as a solution to any social 


problem. The great books may serve as 
an inspiration but will not in themselves 
achieve the desired ends. Being active 
in society will give the citizens a better 
understanding of social problems than 
turning over all the leaves in books on 
civics and political science. 


Aristotle is very definite in his state- 
ment that politics and ethics cannot be 
properly understood without the expe- 
riences of life. What we have learned 
to do we do by habituation; we acquire 
the virtues, he says, by exercising them 
and are made perfect by habituation. 
Hence it makes a great difference—in 
fact, all the difference—what kind of 
habits we learn from early youth. 


Plato has much to say about orators, 
reform of religion, literary and scien- 
tific education, and public opinion as a 
means to morality, but speaks very 
little about books. He compares a book 
to a painting. The figures in the paint- 
ing look alive but cannot speak. The 
written discourse is at best but a lifeless 
image of the living thought engendered 
in the mind of the author. If the 
written word is to be fully understood, 
it needs the voice of the teacher to ex- 
plain and interpret it. Plato believes 
that reading books or listening to lec- 
tures is somewhat apathetic and passive. 
Bacon expresses the same opinion when 
he says, “Reading good books on moral- 
ity is a little flat and dead.” When the 
reader is passive, his inherent capaci- 
ties are not stimulated. 

No ‘knowledge, according to Plato, 
can be communicated by any written 
exposition, no matter how emphatic and 
definite. He believed that written dia- 
logues were the best method of teach- 
ing’ because they represent the dialectic 
method (the question and answer; the 
art of giving a rational account of 
things and receiving an account from 
others). 

THE GENERAL PRINCIPLE 
of any study one may learn from books, 
but to stimulate the interest which 
makes the subject throb with life one 
must consult “the living teacher and

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listen to his living voice. In this way 
antiquity believed that mind should 
work on mind to stimulate new thoughts 
and increase intellectual powers. 


All great teachers agree that good 
books and the experiences of life will 
assist each other reciprocally. The in- 
terpretation of human nature found in 
books helps a member of a society to 
understand life better and inspire him 
to play an active, intelligent part in it. 
Citizens educated in this way can har- 
monize their collective activities in the 
state so as to approximate the ideal 
that is embodied in the civilization of 
an enlightened society.

Classical Records 


PUCCINI’S OPERA *‘TURANDOT’?® was his last 
and his best work. It marked a radical change of style in 
which the sentimentality of his earlier writing became firmer 
and more virile. Then too the writing is more spacious and 
more suitable, therefore, to big and spectacular staging. 
This transformation did not diminish his gift for lyricism 
or for creating atmosphere. 

A new recording of “Turandot” employs the highly pub- 
licized Maria Meneghini Callas in the name role with Eliza- 
beth Schwartzkopf as Liu, the slave girl, and the young tenor 
Eugenio Fernandi as the Unknown Prince. The remainder of 
the cast, drawn from the ranks of La Scala Opera, make 
effective contributions to a generally vivacious, well rounded 
production. The orchestra and chorus are also from La Scala 
as is the conductor Tullio Serafin. 

Mme. Callas as usual is wholly successful in bringing 
to life the character she interprets; and as usual her voice 
is tight and badly focused in the high range. Fernandi, who 
has recently joined the Metropolitan Opera, sounds like 
another Stefano with his warm, brilliant and flexible voice. 
Mme. Schwartzkopf is an ideal Liu. (Angel, Three 12-inch Lps 
in album.) 


TWO NEW WORKS by Igor Stravinsky, the ballet 
“Agon” and the “Canticum Sacrum” are additional exam- 
ples of the composer's fertility of invention in the use 
of its instrumental coloring. So far as I am concerned the 
ballet has little interest otherwise though it could have an 
entirely different effect if heard in a live performance in 
conjunction with the stage action. The “Canticum Sacrum” 
however is a powerful work, strongly devotional and wonder- 
fully ingenious in contrasting the organ with the brass choir. 
The recording was made by the Los Angeles Festival Orches- 
tra conducted by the composer with Richard Robinson, tenor 
and Howard Chitkian, bass as soloist. The “Canticum” was 
dedicated to “The City of Venice, in praise of its patron 
Saint the Blessed Mark, Apostle,” and its first performance 
was given in St. Mark's Cathedral. (Columbia, One 12-inch 
LP.) 


A NEWLY packaged “La Boheme” with the late Beniamino 
Gigli as “Rodolfo” may be regarded as a memorial to the 
singer who is ranked next to Caruso by many devotees of 
Italian opera. The recording was made about 15 years ago 
and the sound is rather dry when compared to modern rec- 
ords. Nevertheless the voice comes through quite satisfac- 
torily. Moreover the cast, which includes Licia Albanese, was 
obviously a top-ranking one though most of the singers are 
unknown to the present public. Umberto Berretoni is the con- 
ductor. (RCA-Victor, Two 12-inch Lps.) 


CLIFFORD CURZON, the English pianist, plays the 
Beethoven “Emperor” Concerto in association with the Vi- 
enna Philharmonic Orchestra under Hans Knapyertsbusch. 
The performance is sensitive amd reflective but somewhat de- 
ficient in driving power. (London, One 12-inch Lp.) 

A NEW RECORDING of Beethoven's “Eroica” Sym- 
phony by the Minneapolis Symphony Orchestra under Antal 
Dorati is hurried and superficial. The execution is clean; all 
the notes are there, the orchestra sounds well disciplined 
and the reproduction is first rate. (Capitol, One 12-inch LP.) 


THE CHILDREN’S RECORD GUILD has is- 
sued a number of recordings of standard orchestral works 
for children. They are presented in abridged form on 10- 
inch 78 RPM records and include such familiar pieces as 
“The Ride of the Valkyries,” “The Flight of the Bumblebee” 
and “The Hall of the untain King.” 

JOSEPH EGER, the American horn player, gives a dem- 
onstration of his favorite instrument and tells something of 
its history in a recording that also includes several pieces of 
enjoyable music. The best of these is the Mozart Horn 
Concerto No. 3 with accompaniment by the RCA-Victor 
Orchestra conducted by Joseph Rosenstock. . Eger is a 
virtuoso performer on a treacherous instrument—treacherous 
because it seems easy to play but is exceedingly difficult 
to control for artistic purposes. (RCA-Victor, One 12-inch

American Conductor 


Causes of Discrimination 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 
IN A RECENT COLUMN on this page I expressed 


the belief that Edouard van Remoortel wag the best available 
conductor for the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra in its pres- 
ent situation; and that his appointment as a successor to 
Viadimir Golschmann was a fortunate one. It is still my 
opinion and with this understood I will present another view 
which is worth considering because it leads to a deeper exam- 
ination of the underlying forces that affect the American 
musical life, 

Paul Henry Lang, the music critic of the New York 
Herald Tribune, in supporting his contention that American 
conductors were being unfairly treated had the following 
to say: 

“A typical instance is the recent appointment of Edouard 
van Remoortel to succeed the retiring Vladimir Golschmann 
in St. Louis. Now it is quite possible that Mr. van Remoortel, 
a thirty-one-year-old Belgian, is a very brilliant conductor— 
but that is not the issue. The fact remains that no bids were 
let, and no serious effort was made to learn whether a quali- 
fied American was available. Mr. van Remoortel was ‘tested’ 
in a couple of guest concerts in St. Louis but no American was 
invited in a similar way to prove his mettle and an examina- 


tion of the list of guest conductors of our major orchestras 
will reveal that they seldom are.” 


MR.LANG THEN RAISED the question: What would 
have happened if a Belgian orchestra had been looking 
for a conductor? He concludes—and who would doubt it?— 
that the native talent would have been given precedence 
over any and all imports. 

Mr. Lang is not wholly correct in his facts. The young 
American Paul Strauss conducted one concert in St. Louis 
this season, but this omission detracts hardly at all from the 
force of his argument. There is a prejudice against American 
conductors both in St. Louis and other Ameérican cities, But 
it is also true that European conductors in general are better 
qualified in the beginning stages of their careers than their 
American counterparts. One of the reasons for this condition 
is that the young European ig given more opportunities te 
conduct. 

if similar opportunities were available to American con- 
ductors an improvement in their artistic and technica] quali- 
fications would inevitably follow. Thus stated the problem 
appears to be simple and the solution—to stop discriminat- 
ing against Americans—equally so. On closer examination it 
becomes more complex because one must then consider the 

social and cultural environments in which music is produced. 


MOST OF THE IMPORTANT musical institutions 
in Europe are subsidized by public funds and these sub- 
sidies are maintained in fair weather and foul because 
music is regarded as an essential ingredient of civilized life. 
The administrators of these institutions can afford to take 
the long view. A mistake in policy, regardless of its im- 
mediate effect on the ticket-buying public, will not threaten 
the solvency or the continuing life of their organizations. 


By contrast American orchestras are supported by pri- 
vate subscriptions and in consequence lack the security that 
prevails in Europe. Knowing that contributions to main- 
tenance funds are subject to the prevailing eco-omic winds 
and the whims of donors, the local boards succumb, in part, 
to the practices of the commercial theater. They want good 
music and they want to preserve the standards of honest 
performances; but at the same time they must survive. Hence 
they cannot look too far ahead. The demands of immediate 
circumstances are too pressing. 


IT IS NOT SURPRISING, therefore, that the direc- 
tors of an orchestra in a southwestern city have made it plain 
that they want a conductor with “a European name” because 
of the favorable effect such a choice will have on the gen- 
erosity of guarantors. : 

I do not suggest, or believe, that state subsidy is better 
than private maintenance. It seems obvious though that a 
more secure and sustained financial support must be pro- 
vided for symphony orchestras before the local boards can 
make artistic decisions without reference to their effect on 
the cash box. A wider acceptance of music as an integral 
part of civilized life—as something quite different from popu- 
lar entertainment—will speed the day. 

Meanwhile it should still be possible to consider more 
conscientiously the claims of American conductors. So far 
as the St. Louis situation is eoncerned the result might have 
been the same if a competition open to all comers had been 
held. It’s too bad it wasn’t done, It would have helped to 
establish a healthy precedent,

We can still see Tobin 
dragging a‘ bunt ‘past the 
pitcher and grinning as he 
took a lead off first base.

Alex Hannum’s crippled

Plan Awards 


On occasion of the eighty- 
fifth anniversary of the Fruin- 
Colnon Contracting Co., engi- 
neers and constructors, a na- 
tional Fruin-Colnon awards 
program was announced by 
John P. Soult, president, at 
the annual awards banquet last 
night at the Chase Hotel. The 
banquet was attended by more 
than 500 supervisory person- 
nel. 

The awards are to stimulate 
consideration of the needs of 
urban and metropolitan com- 
munities and to recognize sig- 
nificant contributions toward 
the improvement and develop- 


ment of urban and metropol- § 


itan areas, declared Soult. 

This program will be co- 
sponsored by the National 
Municipal League and the 
Fruin-Colnon Contracting Co. 
Any individual or group which 
publishes a report, book or 
monograph, conducts a re- 
search project, or completes 
an action program which 
makes a significant contribu- 
tion in line with the purposes 
of the awards, will be eligible. 
Awards will range up to $2000 
each. Initial award period is 
to be July 1, 1957, to June 
30, 1958. 

Honors Own Employes 

At the banquet 11 employes 
were honored for 10 years of 
service; three for 15 years of 
service and 10 for 20 years of 
service. Including these addi- 
tions, Fruin-Colnon’s 25-year 
club includes 32 employes; its 
20-year club totals 12; its 15- 


year club totals 60, and its 
10-year club totals of 59 em- 
ployes. 


Three of the Fruin-Colnon 
employes were awarded $100 
Government bonds for the best 
1957 safety record in their di- 
vision. These three as well as 
five others received recogni- 
tion for outstanding perform- 
ance considering both effort 
and result. 

Accepting the Fruin-Colnon 
Awards Program on behalf of 
the National Municipal League, 
Robert S. Childs declared that 
96 million Americans are in 
trouble because of urban ob- 
solescence and blight. 

Chaos All About. 

Childs is the chairman of 
the executive committee of the 
National Municipal League and 
“Father of the Council - Man- 
ager Plan” of municipal gov- 
ernment as well as originator 
of the Short Ballot movement. 

He said: “Sometimes the nu- 
cleus city goes into a condli- 
tion of obsolescence and blight, 
with declining employment 
and declining purveyor busi- 
ness, even losing to modern 
shopping centers beyond the 
city border the business that 
might have continued to come 
to downtown areas if access 
by car had not become clogged. 
The result all over America 
is visibly increasing chaos and 
disorder, involving great costs 
of unplanned piecemeal adap- 
tations, with 96,000,000 people 
in trouble.” 

Childs lauded several metro- 
politan surveys and studies 
now conducted. “In this new- 
ly-recognized melee of prob- 
lems,” he declared, “Fruin- 
Colnon, with its own experi- 
ence in many American gov- 
ernmental jurisdictions, comes 
now with these awards to iden- 
tify, appraise, publicly recog- 
nize, reward and perhaps dis- 
tribute to widened circles of 
technical and official appreci- 
ation the superior examples of 
able local projects of redemp- 
tion from disorder.” 

The two days preceding the 
Anniversary of Awards Ban- 
quet, 150 of Fruin-Colnon’s su- 
pervisory personnel met for a 
two-day conference in St. Louis 
to exchange experiences on 
topics such as costs, planning, 
equipment, personnel, estimat- 
ing, organization, specifications, 
purchasing, supervision, ac- 
counting and safety. All 42 
lecturers were company engi- 
neeers, superintendents and 
supervisory personnel. 

Fruin-Colnon has divisions 
in Missouri, Indiana, and Cali- 
fornia.

Ohio Builder Bids for New Place in the Sun 
With Convention Opening Blast at Industry 


CHICAGO, Jan. 19—A sting- 
ing blast that they have been 
“blind and neglectful,” and a 
warning that the Home Build- 
ing industry has been con- 
tributing to a “destructive eco- 
nomic snowball affecting the 
stability of our nation,” greet- 
ed the thousands of members 
here today at the opening of 
the Annual] National Associa- 
tion of Home Builders conven- 
tion. 


The sharp _ accusations, 
coupled with a virtual declara- 
tion of war on the automobile 
industry, were hurled by H. B. 
“Pappy” Layne, a Springfield, 
Ohio, builder in an open letter 
distributed at the convention. 


The automobile manufactur- 
ers were “expertly pulling the 
rug from under us,” Layne 
bluntly declared, “while the 
whole Home Building Industry 
has slept.” 

“We know this,” Layne’s let- 
ter continued, “because so 
many home-seekers today come 
to us already overburdened 
with monthly debts. They have 
been deluged by a Niagra of 
Newspaper and magazine ad- 
vertisements, weekly television 
spectaculars and daily radio 
programs, all of which insist 
that they must have that new 
automobile each year.” 

Layne flayed the Home 
Building Industry “from top to 
bottom” because it was failing 
its “greatest opportunity to be 
of service to the American 
public.” He said that “in order 
of norma] family existence, 
that house should be the prin- 
cipal and foremost item,” 
rather than a new automobile. 

While the automobile makers 
diligently pursued “Joe Citi- 
zen,” the most important pur- 
chase of his life, his own home, 
“is left to chance, the chance

stand it. Other commitments 
(usually that car') make him 
incapable of qualifying for a 
mortgage.” 

Consequently, Layne as- 
serted, “We'll be building and 
selling fewer homes,” and 
every business and human be- 
ing in the vast Home Building 
Industry will suffer through 
decreasing production. The na- 
tion would be forced into a 
“dangerous decline.” 


Layne urged the N.A.H.B. 
members to raise a war chest 
of $50,000,000 to wage a “vigor- 
ous and continuing campaign 
before the public with the 
theme being “Own Your Own 
Home.” 


Every firm from raw ma- 
terial suppliers to m 
and insurers, which is involved 
in the Home Building Indus- 
try, and the NAHB. mem- 
bers, would be contributors. 
The fund would be put to 
“comparable advantage by ad- 


’ 


vertising with force in news- 
papers, television, radio, maga- 
zines.” He also suggested edu- 
cational programs, enlisting of 
“friends in Congress, the aid 
of important individuals on 
state and community levels,” 
and the setting up of a public 
relations-promotional arm _ to 
insure placing the story before 
the public. 

Layne, 46, is president of 
H. B. Layne Contractor, Inc., 
which has built 5000 homes in 
Ohio’s Miami Valley region in 
the last seven years. He is 
claimed to be the biggest 
builder-dealer of National (fac- 
tory-fabricated) Homes in the 
United States. 

He is also president of Layne 
Inc. of Florida, which is cur- 
rently creating Golden Isles, a 
340-acre multi-island luxury 
community on Florida’s Gold 
Coast, in Hallandale. The site, 
formerly a mangrove swamp, 
is being developed into what 
the promoters call, “one of the 
most fashionable residential 
and apartment regions in: the 
country.”

was shipped here for use in the 
fair building. When the fair 
was over August Busch bought 
the unique window and built it 
into a building on Gever road 
that has a distinct Bavarian at- 
mosphere. The building is 
mainly of granite cobblestones, 
with a huge and distinctly 
styled fireplace.- The second 
floor behind the gables of the 
gambrel roof now houses the 
women’s lockers. Originally it 
was used for dinner parties be- 
ginning in 1905, for the build- 
ing began its existence as a 
roadhouse. Now, the birch- 
bark shingles are pealing from 
the sheathing of the gables and 
the color is nearly all faded out 
of the Hohenzollern crest, 
which consists mainly of the 
German Eagle, the Iron Cross, 
ete. It undoubtedly ts-one of 
few Hohenzollern crests still 
standing in the world, there be- 
ing but two or three others in 
Austria and one or two in Gere 
many, today. Come spring, 
this, standing since 1904, prob- 
ably will be confined to the 
limbo, as the old building 
comes down. 

Inside the old butiding there 
are oil paintings on canvass on 
the ceiling, done in the very 
early years by a South St. 
Louis German Artist named 
Kohl. It is not known what 
will happen to these. though

furnished scenery for the show, 
and I was backstage when he 
came up to me. He was very 
drunk. He slammed me up 
against a wall and poked me in 
the ribs with a gun he had in 
his poeket. He bellowed, “If 
you want me to do you favors, 
you're going to do as | say! 
I want you not to mix with 
Russians. I don’t want you to 
be known as a man who openly 
associates with Russians.” 


I saw Zubilin again in May, 
1942, when I went to his home 
in Washington, D.C. I wanted 
to discuss my father’s coming 
to America, “All right,” he 
said, “I will bring over your 
father; but you'll have to pay 
for it.” He stood up, towering 
over me. “And you know, I 
can collect. I have long arms, 
I am strong and you have no 
museles.”. He said I could al- 
ways reach him through a 
woman named Leah Malament 
in New York City. I was never 
to contact him at the Soviet 
Embassy. 

On Jan. 20, 1943, my father 
arrived in the United States. 
A month later, Zubilin ap- 
peared pectediy at my 
house in Hollywood. He 
brought vodka and caviar to 
celebrate the arrival of my fa- 
ther.

Then came a series of ex- 
tremely important events — 
which I made code notes on. 


Dec. 14, 1943: A long-dis- 
tance call from Zubilin. He 
said that he had everything 
in order. I have to fly from 
Hollywood to New York im- 
mediately. I am to write a 
letter to Leah Malament no- 
tifying her when I will ar- 
rive. 

Dec. 21, 1943: I arrived in 
New York and immediately 
arranged to meet Zubilin the 
next day. 

Dec. 22, 1943: Drove with 
Zubilin to Ridgefield, Cann., 
where I was introduced to 
Alfred and Martha Dedd 
Stern at their farm. I re- 
membered her at 
the 20th Century-Fox studios 


when she was on a 
movie script based on her 
book, Through Embassy 


life in Berlin as the daugh- 
ter of the then United States 
ambassador, William E. 
Dodd. 


After greeting me politely, 
Martha Stern fervently kissed 
Zubilin while 
her husband impassively 
watched. The relationship ap- 
peared to be one of long stand- 
ing and of a most intimate na- 
ture. 

Zubilin was very gay. 
said that Stern, a

was the man he had picked to 
music business. He 


around as alleged representa- 
tives of the music company. 
Zubilin told Stern that he 
wanted to place agents in the 
United States and in South 
America, He said he would 
help Stern pick the agents— 
men of high intelligence who 
spoke several languages — but 
that it would be the job of 
Stern and Martha to supervise 
them. Stern agreed to put up 
$130,000 for the company. 
This was the beginning of 
my strange relationship with 
the Alfred K. Sterns (who were 
recently indicted by a Federal 


grand jury on charges of con- 
spiring to spy for Soviet 
Russia). 


Martha Stern is an attractive 
woman with a reputation for 
promiscuity while living with 
her family in the United States 
Embassy in Berlin before 
World War Il. 

Both Martha and her hus- 
band were extremely neurotic 
people, and our joint venture 
was doomed to failure from the 
very beginning. I must admit 
that I was taken in by the pros- 
pect of getting a $130,000 cap- 
italization (and 25 per cent of 
the profits) for a business in 
which I had originally invested 
only $6000. But I had consid- 
erable trouble with the Sterns, 
who were always interfering 
in the musical side of the 
business. 

In the meantime, I noted, in 
code, the following events: 


March 20, 1944: I received

lin, who took me to a Chinese 
restaurant named the Far East 
Even though it was a large 
restaurant, it was almost emp- 


ty. It was dark, and filled 
with loud juke-box music. 
At a far booth, Zubilin intro- 
duced me to a tall, swarthy 
young man. This was Jack 


Soble. 
Zubilin explained that he had 
just been promoted to the rank 


of general and was returning 
to his fatherland. From now 
on, he said, Soble is to be my 


new superior. He cautioned me 
not to have any contacts out- 
side of Soble. He warned me 
that he, Zubilin, would always 
know whether or not I was 
doing the right job for him, 
and that members of my fam- 
ily who were still in Russia 
were safe only so long as I fol- 
lowed his dictates. Zubilin said 
that Soble was the Sterns’ boss 
too. Jack Soble then gave me 
his address. The juke box kept 
playing loudly through the 
whole meeting. It looked as if 
Soble had been sitting there 
for some time, with people 
coming and going—in other 
words, the new king holding 
court while the departing king 
brought in subordinates to in- 
troduce them to him. 


This was the last time I ever 
saw Vassili Zubilin. From then 
on, | worked with Soble. He 
tried very energetically § to 
patch up the unpleasantness 
between the Sterns and 
myself. “The cause is most 
important,” Soble kept saying. 
He threatened to have Zubilin 
harm my family in Russia if I 
didn't co-operate in all matters. 


Finally, however, Soble real- 
ized the situation with the 
Sterns and myself was hope- 
less, and he agreed to a dis- 
solution of the company. I 
paid $100,000 back to Stern, 
and he gavé me an account- 
ing of the additional $30,000. 
most of which he had given 
to Zubilin. I later learned 
that my repaying the $100,000 
did more to impress the Rus- 
sians with my trustworthiness 
than anything else, since they 
rarely, if ever, got a nickel 
back from any of their espion- 
age investments. 

The last I saw of the Sterns 
was in May 1945, when our 
company was finally dissolved. 
As I grew to know Soble and 
his wife, Myra, they told me 
how the Sterns recruited other 
American agents into the spy 
ring, who supplied reports con- 
taining United States defense 
secrets to: Soble. Later, Soble 


n told me that Martha Stern had 


sent a derogatory repart about 
me to Moscow. The report at- 
tacked me for mistreating a 
trusted old agent like Stern. 
Soble told me that on one of 
his trips to Moscow, he had 
“whitewashed” me. But Mar- 
tha Stern's report haunted me 
for many years after. 

From 1945 to 1947, Soble 
kept coming to me to induce 
me to be reconciled with the 
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Sterns or to provide another 


business front for espionage 
activities. I learned from him 
that he’ and his wife had been 
born in Lithuania and that he 
had been a member of the So- 
viet intelligence service for 
nearly 30 years. When he 
traveled in Russia, he had the 
rank of colonel! It was Lave 
renti Beria, the secret-police 
chief, who gave Soble his 
American assignment in 1940. 
At first, the Russians set him 
up in a cafeteria in New York, 
which he used as a cover. But 
now.that he had become a 
United States citizen, and had 


obtained an American passport, 
he was about to move to France 
to operate from a bristle fac- 
tory near Paris. The factory, 
I learned, had been paid for 
by the Soviet Union. 

July 14, 1947: I finally real- 
ized today that I cannot carry 
it on any longer. I have felt 
in my soul that nothing has 
happened so far, but it was a 
bad beginning and it may lead 
to bad things. I must clear 
my conscience. Ultimately, I 
wound up in the office of the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion in Los Angeles. Two FBI 
agents who spoke with me said 
that they knew everything I 
had done since my first meet- 
ing with Zubilin. One of them 
had sat near me when I had 
dinner with Zubilin in Perino’s 
Restaurant in Los Angeles, and 
they had a full report on my 
introduction to Soble in the 
restaurant in New York.

“As impressed as I'd been 
visiting the Missouri campus, 
meeting Faurot, the university 
president (‘Elmer Ellis), and 
the athletic committee, I left 
there to fly back to Phoenix 
with a firm belief there was 
only one chance in a hundred 
that I'd ever return to Co- 


lumbia as coach,” Devine re- 
later, surprisingly. 

“I felt certain,” was the ex- 
planation, “that my wife. en- 
joyed the pleasant weather of 
Arizona too much to waht to 
leave, and we had such fine 
stature in the community at 
Tempe. Why, just a co 
nights before, after 
ished the season onbdathn, 
student ‘body had held a 
in front of our house.” 

Both 33-year-old Devine and 
his wife, the former Joanne 
Brookhart, granddaughter of a 
former United States Senator 
from lowa, knew that, profes- 
sionally, Dan was in a perfect 
position to advance himself. 
Just the year before he'd 
turned down a University of 
Houston offer, grateful that 
Arizona State emissaries went 
before the Legislature to get 
him an increase to $12,500 a 
year. Both Southern California 
and the University of Cali- 
fornia, also seeking new head 
coaches, had been interested in 
the clever football man who 
had been a pigskin Pygmalion 
at Tempe. 

Now there was a vacancy 
at Texas A. & M. He had been 
asked to come to College Sta- 
tion for an interview.

bay windows on either side 
of the fire escape over sev- 
eral stories, and shot their 
cameras from the windows, 
getting better angles. 


The old United Bank build- 
ing at Broadway and Wash- 
ington avenue, now unused, 
was rented for the interior 
shots of the holdup. Sixty 
extras were hired. Production 
assistant Jane Bridges bought 
some Army smoke bombs to 
simulate tear gas. They were 
too efficient. “When we started 
them off and began to grind 
the camera. we couldn’t see 
a thing after 30 seconds,” 
Guggenheim related. “Every- 
one was choking and coughing. 
Then sirens sounded and fire- 
men burst in, axes in hand. 
Huge clouds of white smoke 
were pouring out of the bank. 
We had to call off that day's 
shooting.” They used ammonia 
chloride the next time and had 
no trouble. 


THE BIGGEST SCENE of all, 
the exterior of the bank dur- 
ing the battle, required three 
days to shoot, but went off 
smoothly. Guggenheim set up 
a camera for long shots in a 
building diagonally across from 
the bank at Kingshighway and 
Southwest avenue, and radioed 
to police to stop traffic for 
10- or 20-second intervals dur- 
ing the taking of the long 
shots. Fifty policemen were as- 
signed to play policemen in 
the re-enactment. Men who 
had been in the actual gun- 
fight were used wherever pos- 
sible to do the same thing 
they had done then. Reporters 
and photographers covering 
the story played themselves. 


One day was spent shooting 
in Eugene's place, a saloon on 
Marconi street on the hill. 
Three B-girls were recruited 
from a Sixth street bar to play 
B-girls. 

“There was one man in the 
bar all day,”.Guggenheim said. 
“He was really loaded. Every- 
time.we'd shoot, he'd stagger

across the front of the camera. 
But he. couldn't focus his eyes 
enough to look in the camera, 
so we decided to leave him in 
the shots as atmosphere. 

They had lots of trouble 
with the three cars used in the 
story. One would never start. 
It developed that the actor 
playing the driver of the get- 
away car couldn't drive. He 
tried anyway, and ran the car 
into the curb several times, 
narrowly missing a police call- 
box. 

Acting got an assist from the 
bottle in one seene taken in 
the Golden Eagle bar, 4267 
Olive street. The actor playing 
the leader of the gang, a man 


of 60 who has spent. most of 
his adult life in prisons, had 
to take highbalis for scenes. 
Work was started at 8 in the 
morning. “By night time, when 
we were ready for his big 
speech, he was tight,” Gug- 
genheim said. “But it actually 
helped. He was supposed to 
be drunk anyway. As he told 
how he hated his mother and 
all women—he had forbidden 
any of the robbers to associate 
with women during the rob- 
bery planning — real tears 
rolled down his cheeks. It was 
a great scene.” 

A persistent applicant for a 
bit part was finally told. “We 
have one role left. A drunk 


peering in the window of the 
saloon. Do you drink?” 

“IT guess so.” 

“Then get’ tight, 
look real.” 

When they wanted the em- 
bryo actor for the scene, they 
discovered him upchucking 
violently in the men’s room. 
He had never had a drink be- 
fore in his life. 


INSTEAD OF FOLLOWING 
the Hollywood custom on car in- 
terior shots of using a cut- 
away, gently rocked in a stu- 
dio, with back-screening to 
give the illusion of driving 
down a street, Guggenheim 
took his in actual cars in mo- 
tion. He would cut away a 
door or windshield for vision, 
mount his camera on a station 
wagon in front of it, and have 
the two cars towed by a truck 
bearing the generators to op- 
erate the camera and lights. 
“I found it’s much cheaper 
and easier to fake it inside a 
studio,” he said wryly. 

One of their big problems 
was lack of enough power. 
They were usually limited, and 
as a result the lighting is more 
“realistic” then theatrical. At 
a cheap hotel on Broadway, 
“there was hardly enough pow- 
er to light a dim bulb,” Gug- 
genheim said, so they ran 
cables down the elevator shaft 
to the Union Electric feedbox 
in the basement. 


There were numerous other 
locations used. Scenes were 
taken in Tom’s Grill, the place 
across the street from the 
bank, where the robbers actu- 
ally sat off and on for a week, 
pretending to be doing cross- 
word puzzles, but observing 
activity at the bank, including 
the times the police cars 
passed. The proprietor, Tom 
Pastorello, played himself. A 
used car lot across the street 
was the scene of some action, 
as was the Famous-Barr South- 
town parking lot. There were

Some of the amateur extras 
turned out to be surprisingly 
good actors, Guggenheim said. 

M. F. Stein, who 
shot and fatally wounded the 
gang leader, Fred Bowerman, 
played himself “and was ter- 
rific,” Guggenheim said. Mrs. 
Montague Lyon III, 7016 Wa- 
terman avenue, University 
City, who played the adding 
machine operator who was 
taken hostage by Bowerman, 
also was praised, as was Mar- 
tha Gable, 9 Tuscany Park, 
who played a young housewife 
visiting the bank. 

One woman who asked for a 
job as an extra said she had 
spent three years in Hollywood 
as a child unsuccessful trying 
to break in the movies. She 
was now middle-aged and was 
to celebrate her twenty-fifth 
wedding anniversary by going 
on a trip to Bermuda with her 
husband. But she called off 
the trip to work in the film. 
Her husband was given a role 
as extra too. 

Guggenheim thinks his pic- 
ture will be different from the 
usual crime melodrama. “‘l 
have tried to show insight into 
the criminal mind,” he ex- 
plained. “‘We show the effects 
of prison life on three of these 
men. There are some over- 
tones of abnormality, and jeal- 
ousy of the girl by the leader 
helps motivate the plot. I 
think the story has a quality 
of tragic inevitability. You 
know the robbery is going to 
be a failure, but you know 
nothing can deter these men 
from their course. They're 
criminals by nature.” 

He shot 60,000 feet of film 
of which he printed about 20,- 
000 to 25,000 feet. He cut this 
to 11,000 feet, or 121 minutes, 
and will cut it further to 90 
minutes.

GUGGENHEIM, a slender, 
boyish looking man of 33 with 
brown curly hair, has had wide 
TV experience. He was born 
in Cincinnati, the son of a de- 
partment store executive. He 
studied animal husbandry at 
the University of lowa, and was 
wounded when serving in the 
infantry in World War Il. He 
got a job as secretary to Herb 
Shriner, then supplied Shriner 
with jokes. He got his first 
big breaks with Louls G. 
Cowan, producer of the $64,000 
Question and Quiz Kids shows. 

Al Capp wanted Cowan te 
produce a TV movie serial of 
his Fearless Fosdick character, 
so Guggenheim was assigned 
the job. He had never made 
a movie, was scared stiff, and 
the films were “terrible.” 

He was asked by the Ford 
Foundation in 1952 to come to 
St. Louis to aid in the estblish- 
ment of Station KETC, Chan- 
nel 9, as an educational sta- 
tion here. In 1954, before the 
station went on the air, he 
was fired as director of pro- 
duction in a controversy. 

After that he got into docu- 
mentary movies, first taking 
them in his apartment and 
in the basement of a friend's 
home. Last year his 
documentary, “A City De- 
cides,” on how integration was

issue of The Saturday Review. 


“The art film.” wrete the author of “Marty” and 
“The Bachelor Party,” “must be made, quite frankly, 
in the hurried, slipshod way that any other low-budget 
Grade-B film ts made. The production of an art film 
is a shoestring business, demeaned by haggling and 
skimpiness. ... This means slicing days off your shoot- 
ing schedule, cutting out scenes that would enhance 
the picture but are not dramatically vital, telescoping 
three sets inte one... . You are forced to yield those 
elegant little colors and gentle shadings that make 
the difference between the good and the beautiful. 


“It means frankly, racing through difficult and sensitive 
scenes, settling for half of what you really want, eating your 
heart out in a frustrated fury of unfulfillment. (Director) John 
Cromwell and I let a lot go by in ‘The Goddess,” because 
we couldn't afford to spend any more time arguing with Kim 
Stanley for a more profound insight in her acting, or for the 
cameraman to give us a more exquisitely shadowed mood in 
the lighting.” 


CONTINUING ABOUT the forthcoming “The Goddess.” 
Chayefsky said: “We took what we could get as well as we 
could get it. Fortunately, or rather calculatedly, we had fine 
talents to work with, and the pressure of time doesn't mean 
Miss Stanley isn't superb in her performance... . The point 


is, an art film is never half as good as it should be. An art 
film must be low-budget, and low-budget means you sacrifice 
some art.... 

“I think "The Goddess’ is good, an awfully good film. It is 
nowhere near what it could have been, for we reached for the 
heights with this one and we only made them occasionally.”

the Japanese designs and cre- 
ated a host of fascinating 
styles. Japanese embroidery 
has been utilized effectively 
as have the beautiful Oriental 
prints. Many of her turbans 
are taken from the Japanese 
headdresses.

Most of these were worn 
rather high on the head, the 
crowns having a “built-up” ef- 
fect.

The padre hat 
from the Christian Dior col- 
lection showed a lifted brim 
at the sides. Lilly Dache’s up- 
swept back brim was another 
outstanding example. Back- 
swept tiers of straw and tulle 
appeared in the Hattie Carne- 
gie themes. The bonnet with 
high sweeping flanges was a 
Laddie Northridge design.

special section the Post-Dispatch is presenting a 

series of articles dealing with the cultural re- 
sources of Metropolitan St. Louis. The cultural life 
of a community in the sense here intended includes 
the production and appreciation of the arts, educa- 
tion in the humanities, the pursuit of ideas and the 
efforts people make to bring order and beauty to 
their environments. 

All such activities are not public nor is it pos- 
sible to trace the cultural process through all its 
ramifications. But in a large urban society where 
works of art and thought are honored, appropriate 
institutions and movements always arise. ese 
form the subject matter of this report; and since it 
is a report—rather than an inventory — its main 
purpose is to discuss typical features of the St. Louis 
urban scene with due consideration given to their 
proved value, their present limitations, and their 
possibilities. 


ie THE FOLLOWING PAGES OF THIS 


: 


Like any city large or small, St. Louis has its 
special character. As an American city, however, 
it is subject to national traditions and attitudes 
which are still colored by the country’s early but 
not too remote history. In a pioneer society prac- 
tical tasks come first; and the refinements that are 
first brought into the family or community life are 
usually regarded as frills. Maturity and freedom 
from the pressure of necessity must precede a wide- 
ly held conviction that the arts, for instance, consti- 
tute an organic element of a civilization. 


WITH THIS IN MIND MANY OBSERVERS— 
and not all of them are foreigners—will contend 
that American society is still immature. In proof 
of this contention they offer certain characteristic 
American expressions: “Does it pay?” “Does it 
work?” Is it useful?” and clinch the matter by re- 
ferring to our preoccupation with material acces- 
sories. 

It would be foolish to argue that Americans are 
indifferent to material prosperity or ignore the fact 
that some of us have become little more than care- 

. + 


takers of our possessions. High production, how- 
ever, is not hostile to high culture. On the contrary, 
free capital and free time usually lead to cultiva- 
tion of the arts and the sciences and the graces of 
life. But this outcome is not inevitable. Some- 
body must start the ferment and others must carry 
it on and voices, reminding us that man cannot live 
by bread alone or by gadgets either, must be heard. 


A.cool appraisal, rather than an overheated 
argument based on limited particulars, should make 
it clear that the leaven of a high culture is indeed 
at work throughout American society and through- 
out St. Louis. Statistical proof is abundantly avail- 
able but statistics are less convincing than the per- 
sistence of the creative impulse and of those who 
serve it. 

The fidelity of men and women who support the 


cultural effort is certainly one of the most hearten- 


ing phenomena of our times. Sometimes they falter 
and some of them drop out and those that remain 
sometimes talk as if their cause were lost. But it 
never is—not quite—and the cries one hears are 
usually an affirmation of discontent, but not de-

spair, in the face of a poorly realized ideal. 

As may be learned from the pages of thie section 
the St. Louisans who are associated, professionally 
and otherwise, with our instruments of culture are 
not uncritical. They know—and they say—that 
what has been done is good but not good enough. 
Nevertheless the record disclosed is reassuring. It 
shows at the very least that an apparatus is in opera- 
tion and that it grows in strength. 


WHAT ALSO TRANSPIRES FROM THE DIS- 
cussions herein is that the special and the general 
culture are indivisible. Symphony concerts are af- 
fected by the traffie problem: an enhancement of 
art and ideas contributes, however remotely, to the 
economic health of the city. 

Finally, it becomes apparent that cities are the 
natural repositories of a significant culture: and 
that cities which are fragmented and dispersed— 
which are mere loosely connected groupings of vil- 
lages- cannot produce or support the large eentral 
institutions that have been associated with the great 
cultures of the past.

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Record and Influence of City’s Two Universities —

HAT A GREAT 
university is— 
what it repre- 
sents and means 

—is something 
not easily put 
into words. 

é Facts and fig- 

ures, available 

by the carload, 
are useful in discussing particular details 
or divisions, but they say nothing of the 
intangibles which are so much a part of 
the picture. Moreover, the meaning of 
the university is something subtly dif- 
ferent for each individual educated or 
influenced by it or connected with it. 

Even in a treatment as brief as this, 
touching on a few highlights and at- 
tempting to present the university in 
three of its major aspects, there is a 
real need for symbols. 

Rising out of a great hole in the 
ground west of Grand, between Lindell 
and West Pine, is one such symbol, the 
Pius XII Library which will house 
the university's collection of 700,000 
bound volumes and more than 42,000 

amphlets. Like any other major li- 
ead collection it was a long time 
agrowing; nevertheless, it got something 
of a flying start over a hundred years 
ago through the vision and decisive 
action of the famous Father DeSmet. 

When Jesuit DeSmet was not con- 
verting Indians in the Rocky Moun- 
tains or helping them draw treaties to 
protect their interests he was often busy 
collecting books for the university, at 
thet time the only university west of 
the Mississippi. He even found time to 
make a trip to Europe to buy and ship 
back an entire Augustinian library. The 
library's present holdings, including 
many rare items of particular import- 
ance to this area, he never be dupli- 
cated or even approximated. 

Recently the library moved from 
regional to national importance when 
those in charge of the Vatican Library 
in Rome for the first time permitted its 
ancient and often = manuscripts, 
a major collection of Western culture, 
to be duplicated on microfilm by St. 
Louis University. (This collection is 
discussed on page 16 of this section.) 


THE LIBRARY BUILDING IT- 
self, bearing the name of the Holy 
Father as a special mark of his appre- 
ciation of the university's history and 
accomplishments, represents the blood, 
sweat and prayers of the Society of 
Jesus. It also represents time and mone 
(and future time and money) of eal 
uates of the university and its friends 
in far places, the contributions of thou- 
sands of St. Louis Catholics, and help in 
a- substantial way from other St. Louis 
citizens of every race and religious de- 
nomination.

e university then, on its own, and 
with the approval and support of the 
area in which it stands, is fulfilling its 
basic, historical reason for existence by 
providing a home for the accumulating 
learning of the whole history of man 
and by making that learning accessible 
for any student or scholar, according to 
his capacity, without regard for his 
color, race or religion. 

But while this is vitally important, it 
is not St. Louis University as most 
or see it. John Henry Cardinal 

ewman once defined a university as 
“the great ordinary means to a great 
but ordinary end.” In these terms the 
university has been a steady contrib- 
utor to the life, culture and welfare of 
the area in providing by the thousands 
the priests, doctors, dentists, teachers, 
engineers, lawyers, business men, nurses 
and social workers for which there is 
an endless demand. 


In terms of its times, from its foun- 
dation in 1818 and its incorporation as 
a university in 1832 to the present, 
St. Louis University has never been 
tiny. In its early years down on Ninth 
street its annual enrollment was 150 to 
200 students. When, in 1888, it moved 
to Grand, between Lindell and West 
Pine, where the core schools are still 
located, enrollment had tripled. Even 
so, there was no indication that it would 
ever reach its present size—8000 stu- 
dents and a cotal faculty of 1204. 

Any Jesuit, informed in 1888 that the 
university would some day, somehow, 
have to find $6,723,233 a year, as it 
did last year, simply to stay in busi- 
ness, would nee Ae have dropped 
dead on the spot instead of dying grad- 
ually from the strain like his admin- 
istrative successors. 


IF THE SYMBOL OF THE UNI- 
versity in its first aspect is the library, 
then that of its second function might 
be a kind of barometer reflecting the 
changing pressures and social climate 
of the area. Through the years the 
various schools have been organized, 
expanded, or consolidated according to 
the needs of the time. At present there 
are twelve. On or near Grand in the 
center of the city are the general ad- 
ministrative offices, the Cloister hous- 
ing the Jesuit members of the staff, 
the College Church, the College of Arts 
and Sciences, the Graduate School, the 
schools of Social Service, Law, Com- 
merce and Finance. A few blocks to the 
north is the Institute of Technology. 
South on Grand are the schools of 
Medicine, Dentistry and Nursing. These 
are convenient to Firmin Desloge Hos- 
pital and the Cardinal Glennon Hos- 


0m for Children which, with St. 
ary’s and Mount Saint Rose, consti- 
tute the St. Louis University hospital 
group. The School of Philosophy and 

tters is in Florissant, the School of 
Divinity in St. Mary’s, Kan. Parks 
College of Aeronautical Technology is 
across the river in Illinois. 

Seen from the inside the university is 
in a continual state of change and de- 
velopment. Quite early the traditional 
classical Jesuit program of Latin, Greek, 
science, mathematics, and history was 
expanded to include English and then 
French in recognition of the predomi- 
nantly French tone of the city. When 
the Germans came in German Lesdinss a 
study. More recently the needs of the 
area prompted the foundation of a 
School of Nursing and a School of 
Social Services. 


THE EDUCATION OF WOMEN, 
historically no part of the Jesuit pro- 
gram, was undertaken rather early, if 
somewhat gingerly, within the univer- 
sity proper. Separation of men from 
women in classes was abandoned about 
a generation ago. The university, which 
has never had a religious test or re- 

uirement for entrance, was in 1944 the 
first institution of ne learning in 
the state to eliminate the racial barrier. 


Within the schools themselves pro- 
gression and change are commonplace, 
particularly in the Institute of Tech- 
nology which has develo the only 
curriculum in Geophysical Engineering 
to be accredited in America. The da 
by day developments within the Med: 


ical and Dental schools are of a kind 


and complexity too technical to be 
more than noted here. In addition to 
their contribution of professional men, 
both schools do an immense amount of 
good in their clinics. The Dental Clinic, 
where the only charge is for materials, 
had 39,631 visits in 1955-56. The Out- 
Patient Department at Desloge Hos- 

tal, where professional services are 
ree and charges are based on ability 
to pay, and a similar department at 
Cardinal Glennon Hospital for Chil- 
dren, which had been in operation only 
six months when the figures were taken,

A noteworthy apparent innovation 
was the founding of the Honors Pro- 
gram shortly before World War II. In 
meen development with a number of 

astern schools St. Louis University 
felt the growing necessity for giving the 
exceptionally brilliant student the same 
degree of special attention which most 
universities lavish bn the exceptionally 
stupid. As a matter of fact, the pro- 
gram was simply a formal reaffirmation 
of Jesuit principles and practices in ed- 
ucation for 400 years. * peat giving 
the program a name and formal organ- 
ization did much to lend it impetus. 

Each year a maximum of 35 fresh- 
men, selected on the basis of their high 
school records, are assigned to special 
sections in basic courses where both 
the quantity and quality of the work 
demanded of them is greater than usual. 
Advisers in frequent conferences work 
to stimulate their interest in indepen- 
dent investigation and learning. Simple 
talent is not enough. To retain his posi- 
tion in Honors the student must show 
initiative and enthusiasm. Periodic ex- 
aminations cull the group, and compe- 
tition is intense. Special summer read- 
ing programs are assigned to keep the 
student at work all year round. During 
his upper division years he is frequently 
given individual tutoring, excused from 
normal class attendance and, to quote 
the catalogue, “in general granted any 
privileges which may contribute to the 
objectives of his work.” 


AT THE END OF FOUR YEARS 
the Honors candidate is given a series 
of tests culminating in a public oral 
examination. The results have been 
generally good and occasionally spec- 
tacular. A round dozen graduates have 


‘ won national and international fellow- 


ships, including two Rhodes, one Dan- 
forth and four Fulbrights.. The remain- 
der have frequently distinguished them- 
selves in the professional schools and 
in advanced scholarship or moved rapid- 
ly ahead in business. 

Another development similarly moti- 
vated is the Writers’ Institute estab- 
lished in 1949 to foster young writers 
of unusual ability. This unique four- 
year program is based on the belief that

The 
art-time group is accounted for largely 
y the number of specialists teaching 
one or two courses in their sharply 
delineated fields in the professional 
schools, the extra professional men re- 
ired for the 171 courses offered in 
e evening school and, to a lesser ex- 
tent, in the huge summer school. 


IN GENERAL, THE FACULTY IS 
highly trained and capable rather than 
famous, although it includes a Nobel 
Prize winner and a number of scholars 
with international reputations. Its mem- 
bers, coming from most of the major 
universities of the world, produce an 
average of 12 books and 500 projects 
of research and scholarship a year and, 
in their dual capacity as m rs of the 
Graduate School Faculty, offer some 48 
programs leading to the Master's de- 

and 2] programs for the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy. A detail surpris- 
ing to most is the fact that no more 
than 35 Jesuits actually teach classes. 
The remainder of the 100 assigned to 
the university hold administrative po- 
sitions, staff the College Church, or 
work with various publications. 

However, the university was founded 
and continues to be run by the Society 
of Jesus. This fact embodies its third 
aspect.-The Jesuits have always loved 
learning. Many of them absorb an al- 
most appalling amount themselves and 
are systematically diligent in imparting 
it. The difference between the Jesuit 
scholar and another is that he does not 
love learning for itself. Even on the 
service level he is not interested simply 
in making good citizens, but in making 
good Christian citizens. He is as con- 
cerned as any educator in preparing a 
student for life, but he is thinking of 
life in the next world as well as this. 


As a result he sees the necessity for 
morality and religion in everything, 
penetrating, coloring and conditioning 
everything. Philosophy is not a course 
but an integrating factor, to be used and 
fused with everything. It is this ten- 
dency to see everything as unified, re- 
lated, purposeful, plus a special, char- 
acteristic quality of urgency, which 
lends a unique tone to a Jesuit univer- 
sity, no less so to St. Louis University. 


THE PARADOX IS THAT DE- 
spite this third aspect, the university is 
so thoroughly and typically American 
and Midwestern. A resolution of the 
paradox is suggested in a written re- 
sponse to the question by the Rev. Paul 

. Reinert, $.J., president of the uni- 
versity. Father Rehoast, a Doctor of 
Philosophy from the University of Chi- 
cago, a member of President Eisen- 
hower'’s Committee on Education and 
a member of the Executive Committee 
of the Association for High Education, 
comments: “Jesuit education has al- 
ways possessed a combination of two 
rare qualities, a basic philosophy of 
teaching ideally suited to the unchang- 
ing elements of human personality and 
an adaptability in method to the con- 
stantly changing environment within 
which each human personality must live 
and achieve its life objective. The Jes- 
uit administrators and faculty at St. 
Louis University have adhered faith- 
fully to this traditional emphasis on the 
development of the total individual— 
spiritually, intellectually, emotionally, 
and physically—with variations in the 
poet 2 to this basic objective as dic-

WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY

HAVE BEEN 
requested by the 
editors of the 
Post-Dispatch to 
summarize the 
present strengths 
and weaknesses 


of Washington 
University. It has 
been suggested 


that I focus primarily upon the Coll 
of Liberal Arts and that I make i 


summary critical, frank, and succinct. 


A great university is by nature com- 
plex, not readily reducible to simple 
summaries. This year, for example, 
Washington University has 2000 full 
and part-time faculty members teaching 
more than 1400 courses to nearly 13,000 
students. Most of the full-time faculty 
are likewise engaged in research, and 
every day sees new discoveries about 
subjects ranging from cancer treatments 
and cosmic rays to Chinese religion 
and the causes of inflation. And many 
of the faculty, im addition to their 
teaching and research, render consul- 
tative or other special services to hos- 
pitals and clinics, banks and businesses, 
schools, museums, and various govern- 
mental agencies—city, county, state and 
national. Within the past year, faculty 
members paid professional visits to 
more than half the free countries of 
the world. 

Amid all this bigness and complexity, 
however, one fact stands out with spe- 
cial clarity. This is the fact of change. 
Washington University is a changed 
and changing place. Every university 
must, and Washington University does, 
preserve and transmit important tra- 
ditions. But a living university must 
also create and develop traditions, and 
this role implies growth and change 
within the university. At a 
University these changes have n 
radical. It might even be said that with- 
in the framework of the university dur- 
ing the past 10 or 12 years a new insti- 
tution has come into existence. 


ONE INDICATION OF CHANGE 
is the university’s record of annual 
spending. In 1946 Washington Univer- 
sity spent a little more than $4,000,000; 
in 1950, $9,000,000; this year, it is 
ag sen nearly $15,000,000. Part of 

is increase has been caused by infla- 
tion. But most of it has a different ex- 
eogragpedlbeags wt that the university 

as in every division, but not equally 
a oe | in all divisions, atly im- 
proved. And improvements do not come 
without cost. e changés have been 
far reaching—involving students, fac- 
ulty, teaching, research, in fact the 
whole outlook and operation of the uni- 
versity. 

What about the students? How do 
today’s students differ from yesterday's, 
and what can be predicted about tomor- 
row'’s? To understand the changes that 
have been taking place, we need to 
realize that the Buns population of 
the country as a whole has been chang- 
ing spectacularly. 

in 1910, only one out of 30 Ameri- 
cans of college age was actually in col- 
lege; toda the proportion has risen to 
one out of three, the actual number to 
3,000,000. This fact—this epidemic de- 
mand for higher education—has his- 
toric importance. Nothing like it has 
ever happened before in the world— 
though something like it is beginning to 
happen in Russia. 


THESE ONCOMING ARMIES OF 
students will confront the country’s 
coll and universities with staggering 
problems. Missouri alone must, within 
12 years, add facilities equivalent to 
four institutions as large as the present 
state university. Theoretically, it might 

ible to refuse admission to most 
of these applicants, concentrating exclu- 
sively upon those who are most strongly 
motivated and best able to master the 
curriculum. There is much to be said 
for this argument, but it must be quali- 
fied by the stern realization that, if the 
free world is to meet the challenge of 
Communist totalitarianism, there is a 
desperate need for the widest practical 
extension of both technical training and 
liberal education. 

The mass demand for higher educa- 
tion has affected different American col- 

in different ways. A a po wn 
colleges, richly supplied wi olar- 
ship funds, have responded by a relent- 
less tightening of their entrance require- 
ments. Many students as good as those 
who used to go to Harvard and Yale 
now go el le and the result has 
been a general elevation of standards. 
Washington University has ae to 
feel these effects, but so far to a 
slight extent. The anticipated aiiabe 


of = applicants is still somewhat 
. It will become general only in 
about 1961; in Missouri, it has barely 
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begun to be felt. Against this back- 
ground of facts, I asked a group of the 
university's veteran professors what dif- 
ferences they see in today’s students as 
we ae: with yesterday's and what 
further changes they — They 
agreed on the following points. 


SOCIAL FACTORS — OUTSIDE 
the university—are working to speed u 
certain of the young American’s 

rsonal development. He comes to col- 
las a more psychologically independent 
individual, more “emancipa from 
the influence of his elders, and prob- 
ably more sensitive to his involvement 
in world affairs. 

Twelve 3 cent of last year’s grad- 
uates at Washington University had 
married before receiving their hace 
lor’s degrees, and this number tends to 
increase annually. Whether today’s stu- 
dents are developing the mature judg- 


ment needed to manage their more 
rapidly acquired personal independence 
is a matter on which I could get no 


agreement. It is also doubtful whether 
they are acquiring the political insight 
to hendile their new sense of involve- 
ment in world events. 

Our senior professors agree, however, 
that the curriculum has gradually in- 
creased in difficulty and that the stu- 
dents are, by and large, measuring up. 
This does not mean that the faculty is 
satisfied with the preparations of its 
students in high school nor with their 
learning performance in college; nor is 
the faculty satisfied with its own per- 
formance in teaching. Rather the fac- 
ulty sees, especially in the last very few 
years, the beginnings of a new ulate 
seriousness. is they intend to foster 
actively in the years ahead. 

Faculty changes at the university have 
taken place faster than changes in the 
student population. At the end of the

ign of fee. 39 development which 
fected throughout the administration of 
Chancellor Arthur H. Compton (1945- 
1954) and still continues. This cam- 
paign has not been limited to the medi- 
cal and natural sciences but has includ- 
ed the humanities, the social sciences, 
and all of the professional schools. 


AS THE FACULTY OF A UNIVER- 
sity improves, a climate of intellectual 
excitement is generated. Thus on a re- 
cent afternoon, my routine assignments 
brought me into conversations with the 
following members of the faculty: a 
chemist who is making new substances 
which, he hopes, may limit the growth 
of cancerous tissues; a young composer 
whose latest score had just won a prize 
of $2000; a physiologist who measures 
the subtle electrical activities of the 
brain; an architect working on a revo- 
lutionary and captivating design for a 
new humanities building for the uni- 
versity; and a philosopher just back 
from a Buddhist monastery in Asia. 

The most immediate effect of faculty 
development has been a marked acceler- 
ation of research and, directly related to 
this, an enhancement in the university's 
national and international reputation. 
Research, in most fields, is relatively ex- 
pensive. For scientific research, gov- 
ernment funds are obtainable, plus some 
money from private foundations, indus- 
tries, and individuals. This year the 
university's basic research in medicine, 
psychology, biology, engineering, geol- 
ogy, physics, chemistry, and mathe- 
matics is being supported by govern- 
ment grants and others, in the amount 
of $4,500,000. The result is what one 
might expect. Many of the university's 
scientific departments have taken their 
place among the best in the country. 

From this it should not be inferred, 
however, that the university's problems 
in supporting its scientific program 
have Sine ps Be Too ened this 
program is dependent on outside sup- 
port over which the university ulti- 
mately has no control. 


WHILE MANY OF THE UNIVER- 
sity’s scientific departments prospered, 
matters went less well—at least tempo- 
rarily—with the social sciences and the 
humanities.

is the university is gradually man- 
aging to achieve. A major problem has 
been the superior drawing-power of the 
medical and physical sciences in compet- 
ing for financial support. This situa- 
tion, in view of the world conditions, is 
ironical. The humanities (history, liter- 
ature, philosophy, and the fine arts) 
and the ela sciences (politics, soci- 
ology, psychology, anthropology, and 
economics) are the disciplines that de- 
velop man’s understanding of man. 
Never has there been so urgent a need 
as now for human _ understanding. 
Russia's technologi achievements 
dramatize the need of the free people 
of the world for technological compe- 
tence. They likewise warn us of the 
folly of placing our rivalry with that 
country on a purely technological basis. 

More than a billion depressed mem- 
bers of the human race are currently 
involved in a mass upward thrust for 
economic and political emancipation. 
Their ultimate political and economic 
choices will largely determine the fu- 
ture patterns of life on this planet. 
America’s chance of influencing these 
choices will depend directly upon the 
force with which, through the dignity 
of individual life in this country, we 
can convince the world’s peoples that 
we understand and respect the values 
of human existence. 

Despite difficulties in financing, the 
humanities and social sciences at Wash- 
ington University have gradually moved 
nearer to parity with the natural 
sciences. The method followed was pri- 
marily that of obtaining younger men 
of high qualifications and giving them 
opportunities to develop eemaives as 
teachers and investigators. A giant 
stride in this effort will be the comple- 
tion of the new John M. Olin Libra 
and, of course, the building of its boo 
collections. In the interim, other steps 
have been taken. Salaries have been ad- 
justed to more equitable levels. Modest 
research funds have begun to flow in, 
and tea loads have tapered off 
slightly. In all of these fields, much 
more needs to be done.

Liberal Arts. After a year or two of 

a chain reaction—a sort of 
con musical explosion—suddenly 
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started. First steps were the acquisition 
of a musical library—now perhaps the 
best in the Midwest—and a faculty of 
musical theorists, historians, composers, 
voice and piano teachers, and specialists 
in choral music, ensemble playing, and 
public school music. The result has been 
a revolution in the musical life of the 
campus, with important effects on the 
musical life of St. Louis. 

The upward spiral of events in music 
(aleo in social work) clearly demon- 
strates the power of substantial endow- 
ment. A more spectacular example is 
medicine where capital funds increased 
from $9,000,000 to $20,000,000 in 10 
years and firmly established the Medi- 
cal School as one of the top half-dozen 
in the country. Developments of equal 
significance are expected in business, 
economics, politics, literature, philos- 
ophy, art, architecture, law, engineer- 
ing—in fact in any department or di- 
vision of the university—exactly as en- 
dowment becomes available. 

A key feature of such developments 
is their indirect impact upon the life of 
the community. The cultural climate 
of the United States has always reflected 
conditions in the country’s colleges and 
universities, and the influence of higher 
education will be tremendously aug- 
mented when, in the decades ahead, 
a third to a half of the adult population 
will have gone to college. All these 
facts argue in the strongest terms for 
the qualitative development of the 
higher learning in America. More es- 
pecially, if America is to compete suc- 
cessfully for the affections of mankind, 
they argue for the support and develop- 
ment of the social sciences and the hu- 
manities. , 

Universities, including Washington 
University, are sometimes hetero as 
suspended in a sort of intellectual ether, 
or outer space, far from the practical 
world. This was never true—not, at 
least, since the Middle Ages—and is 
less true today than ever. int is 
admirably illustrated in Washington 
University’s nine professional schools. 

primary task of these schools is to 
train technical specialists in architec- 
ture, the fine arts, engineering, business, 
law, social work, toot the healing arts 


(medicine, dentistry, and nursing). The ~ 


faculties of these schools are intimately 
involved in highly practical matters: in 
smn health and public education, in 


and judicial reforms, in metro-

politan planning and industrial develop- 
ment, in slum clearance and housing, in 
smoke abatement and water purifica- 
tion—in every imaginable aspect of 
community betterment. 


THE UNIVERSITY IS OFTEN 
asked whether—as the faculty becomes 
increasingly involved in public service 
and research—the student does not tend 
to become forgotten. This is a possi- 
bility that must be constantly guarded 
against. The primary obligation of the 
university is not to public service or 
even to research but to teaching—espe- 
cially the teaching that contributes to 
liberal education. To fail in the task of 
liberal education at a time when so much 
in our civilization is at stake would be 
unforgivable. Nevertheless, the univer- 
sity does not believe that good teaching 
and research are antithetical—far from 
it—nor that the way to improve liberal 
education is to discourage original in- 

uiry. Inquiry, both by the faculty and 
the students, is the very essence of our 
enterprise. 

This brings us to a final and crucial 

uestion about higher education at 
Washin on University, and all univer- 
sities. What makes a good teacher? An 
authoritative mastery of his subject is 
indispensable, as is the ability to -ex- 
pound it eloquently. But they are not 
enough. The truly great teacher has a 
more subtle and more important role 
to perform. He must recreate in his stu- 
dents his own passionate absorption in 
a subject about which he knows a great 
deal—but about which there is still 
much to be learned. Only as the teacher 
communicates his personal comnmit- 
ment to continue to learn can he achieve 
the —_ oal of inspiring in his stu- 
dents the } ad to learn for themselves. 

Washington University is not unique 
in that the history of its College -of 
Liberal Arts has been a history of finan- 
cial crisis and strain. In spite of this, 
its college, with the university, has come 
to occupy a strong position among the 
leading private institutions of the coun- 
try. We might perhaps summarize the 
situation by saying that the university 
has secured a toe-hold on heights from 
which the peaks of true greatness .are 
discernible. Given success in meeting 
the crises of the future, there is no other 
intention than to continue the ascent. 
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Teaching the Basic Skills 


How Public Schools Are Meeting a Fundamental Challenge 
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A class of gifted pupils in session at the Ashland school.

HIGHLY LITERATE ADULTS 
who read avidly in cultural fields and 
who have learned to communicate com- 
plex concepts precisely and gracefully 
to kindred spirits by means of printed 
and spoken words are often wholly un- 
aware of the endless struggle which the 
schools must wage with each generation 
to secure even rudimentary competence 
with the tools of communication. Wit- 
ness the indignant dissatisfaction of par- 
ents and em aes with high school and 
college graduates who spell atrociously ; 
read rarely, laboriously, and _reluc- 
tantly; express themselves in oral and 
written language at a level which would 
scandalize the natives of Lower Slob- 
bovia. Transmission of the cultural 
heritage of Western European civiliza- 
tion is a formidable chore. What are 
the St. Louis schools doing and why is 
the job so tough? 

First, it should be understood that 
conditions are not necessarily so bad as 
a relatively few horribly spectacular 
examples might indicate. We commonly 
generalize from insufficient evidence. 
The schools inconspicuously produce 
many competent students. 

Secondly, it is easy to forget that, 
when comparisons are made between 
the achievement standards of European 
and American schools, or between 
American schools today and. those of 
several generations ago, these compari- 
sons cannot be valid because of the 
differences in the pupil populations. 
Prominent among the tenets of Euro- 
pean philosophies of education is the 
stipulation that a liberal education can 
be achieved by only five to ten per cent 
of the people and that this intellectual 
aristocracy can be identified after about 
four years of primary schooling. 


OBVIOUSLY, THE CURRICULUM 
itself and the degree to which it is 
mastered will be affected by the 
learning capacity of the pupils. Were 
the gymnasiums, lycees, and other Euro- 
pean peecey schools open to all of 
the children of all of the people as they 
are in the United States, achievement 
standards would plummet rapidly. 

e common and peculiarly Ameri- 
can assumption that every youngster 
has the right to free public education 
through the secondary school level has 
resulted, not only in an expanded range 
of achievement, but also in changes in 
the promotion policy, in the systems of 
grading and reporting to parents, in 
the addition of scores of non-academic 
courses calculated to meet the needs 
and capacities of the pupils who have 
difficulty in learning from books and 
doing ract thi g. The graded 
elementary school, with its provision 
for the mastery of certain skills and the 
acquisition of certain bodies of factual 
information within a specified time 
limit, has not been maintained in the 
United States for several decades, ex- 
cept as a convenient fiction. The skele- 
ton of the traditional high school cur- 
riculum with its intellectual disciplines 
is obscured by the wing flesh of 
vocational and life adjustment courses. 

It all begins long before the child 
goes to school. For about five or six 
ears his ner wy are neeinaee by 
len — age of parents, 
relatives, and the kide in the neighbor- 
hood. Conditioned by the quantity and 
quality of these experiences and by the 
acuteness and retentiveness of the 
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child’s mind, he comes to school. He 
may come from a bleak home in which 
he has seen few or no books or maga- 
zines, in which the language is limited, 
careless, slovenly. He may have con- 
trol over a few hundred speech sounds 
which he can use awkardly to com- 
municate simple, elementary concepts. 
Often he has no consciousness of sen- 
tence structure, expressing himself in 
monosyllables or sentence fragments. 
He may have the mental capacity of a 
four or five year old. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, HIS 


_ comfortable, attractive home may 


full of books and magazines, his family 
highly literate, the language precise and 
mn | with a wide range of conversa- 
tional subject matter. He may already 
have remarkable facility in the use of 
literally thousands of words, and be 
able to manipulate them into the varied 
sentence structures of fluent adults. 

Between these extremes, tumbling 
into normal curve, comes the mass of 
wriggling, squirming humanity which 
is prodded into ads of twenty-five, 
thirty, or unha pily , thirty-five, forty, 
and even forty-five, to be inducted into 
the use of the cluster of language skills 
which can open to them the wisdom 
and imagination of the ages. 

But when reasonable standards of 
learning are set for the “average” child, 
the fast-learning pupil is hardly chal- 
lenged and, in large urban communities, 
the lower third simply will not make 
standard progress during the year. The 
Robins and Bluebirds will be able to 
learn from second grade books after a 
year of instruction, but what of the 
Sparrows? The ground rules of the 
graded school demand that they “fail” 
and repeat the grade. For a variety of 
reasons, education, psychological, and 
economic, you can’t make the ground 
rules stick. Years ago the Sparrows were 
iostled and never saw the inside of a 
high school. Now they go into the 
second grade, the third, commonly 
without retardation. The Robins make 
more than normal progress each, the 
Sparrows less. Each year, the gap 
widens until the range of difference is 
so great after six or eight years that 
large group teaching with the same text- 
books and the same curriculum be- 
comes somewhat ridiculous. 


OBVIOUSLY, THE TROUBLE 
with a graded school which enrolls and 
holds all children is that a “grade” 
means that a group of skills must be 
mastered in an agriculturally originated 
“year” of about 200 days. The dif- 
ferences in language background and 
learning ability among human beings 
are so great that the same amount of 
learning cannot be managed during the 
same amount of time by all pupils. 
Some need more time. 


The first three des in the St. 
Louis Public Schools are organized 
into what educators call an “ ded” 


primary school, although grade designa- 
tions are still used for record and 
statistical purposes. The three “grades” 
have been reorganized into five stages 
of growth or “levels” of skill in rea 
spelling, writing, speaking, and hand- 
writing. Teachers keep a levels record 
sheet for each pupil and record thereon 
a pupil’s mastery of each skill when he 
demonstrates that he has learned it. 
Each pupil works at his own rate. 
Thus, although an average learner 
usually works th three “levels” 
during the first year, the slow learner 
may master only one or two. At the end 


may be. In this way pupils move 
systematically through the fundamental 
skills at their own rates, and instruc- 
tion and learning material are adjusted 
to their capacities. This pro has 
been extended through the eighth grade 
in the elementary schools and is con- 
tinued in the high schools. 

The curriculum in American 
schools is so a that during the 
first three years the rudimentary but 
basic language art skills of reading, 
spelling, and writing should be mas- 
tered. Beginning with Grade 4, they are 
used as the tools of further learn If 
a child enters the fourth grade without 
the basic learning tools, his chances of 
mastering them e slimmer with 
each succeeding year. 


WHEN THE SLOW-LEARNING 
St. Louis pupils have had three years of 
post-kindergarten teaching and have 
not acquired the basic Hbwotl art 
skills to the extent that they can read 
independently of a teacher, speak, 
write, and spell well enough to express 
themselves coherently, they are given 
the additional teaching they need by 
being organized into “Rooms of 20. 
They are assigned a teacher who has 
particular interest and skill in handling 
such pupils. The teacher is not held to 
the usual time restrictions of subject 
matter and bears down on teaching the 
basic learning toole—the three R’s. 

She takes 20 pupils instead of the 
usual 35 or 40, and hammers away for 
one semester—or two, if necessary—to 
get the necessary results. 

g the past five years the 
pupils have consistently shown about 
twice the normal progress in the skills 
while in these rooms. A number of them 
have become superior performers when, 
after a year of such retardation, they 
have moved on into the middle grades. 

Although from 35 to 50 rooms are 
organized each semester, there are 
never enough to bring all pupils. up to 
these minimum standards required for 
typical fourth year textbooks. Some 
small schools do not have 20 such 
pupils. Scores of large schools in over- 
crowded and underprivileged parts of 
the city need five or six such rooms, 
but cannot afford the building space for 
even one. The teacher shortage also 
sharply curtails the number of rooms 
which can be maintained with only 20 
pupils. 

For these pupils and for hundreds 
that come into the St. Louis schools 
annually from the South and other 

of country where they often 

not had adequate educational 
opportunities, the St. Louis school sys- 
tem maintains the most extensive public 
reading clinic service in the country. 
The city’s 130-odd elementary schools 
are organized into five districts, and 
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each district is served by one of the 
five city clinics. 


A MAJOR FUNCTION OF THE 


clinic is to provide a diagnostic service 
to the dist . = — a — 
or upper grade pupil is having trouble 
in reading, the teacher, through the 
school principal, schedules a half-day 
clinic appointment. The pupil is given 
a physical examination, a careful visual 
screening test, an audiometer test to 
identify possible physical or sensory 
handicaps. He takes an_ individual 
mental performance test to show his 
learning capacity, a number of silent 
and oral reading, spelling, and other 
tests. 

The clinic teacher makes a pains- 
taking analysis of the pupil’s reading 
habits and sends a summary of the find- 
ings and recommendations for treat- 
ment to the sending school. 

When the retardation is too severe 
for the classroom teacher to deal with, 
the pupil is assigned to the clinic for 
remedial teaching. Continuing to attend 
his home school, he reports to the 
clinic several times weekly for. 45- 
minute periods of intense individualized 
instruction by a clinic teacher. This 
teacher, trained in diagnostic and 
remedial methods, has available eve 
kind of reading aid, reading nates | 
and instrument which can be had. 
When the child has gained enough 
skill to enable him to participate 
profitably in learning activity in his 
classroom, he is released from the clinic 
and another on the waiting list takes his 
place. 

Even under this intensive treat- 
ment there are some failures, but there 
are also a gratifying number of spectac- 
ular rescues. Each year a growing num- 
ber of adults take time to drop in at 
their clinic to give a word of gratitude 
to the teachers who have opened the 
wonderful world of books to them. 


THE RETENTION OF NEARLY 
all pupils in the schools at least until 
the age of sixteen, has made necessary 
these and other adjustments in a once 
simple graded school with a tight cur- 
riculum consisting of the tools of 
literacy and the intellectual disciplines. 
Ind the curricular tinkering has 
gone on at such a rate that the current 
concern of many educators is for the 
able students who learn readily from 
books and who, it is now felt, have been 
neglected. There is no doubt that many 
bright pupils develop habits of sloven- 


_ limess and laziness in the regular clase- 


room. where the work is geared to the 
average pupils and slowed down further 
by the slow learners. It is also a simple 
matter for bright secondary school stu- 
dents to pick their way judiciously 
through a plethora of elective subjects, 
and a minimum number of substantial 
curricular offerings, to a high school 
diploma which has become a more 
valid certificate of attendance than 
learning. 


Although there is some controversy 
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about the desirability of segregating 
rapid learners, experience during the 
past five semesters in nine elementary 
school centers in the St. Louis Public 
Schools has been highly encouraging. 
Fast-learning pupils are identified in 
fifth grade, enter the program in the 
sixth, continue through the eighth. As 
these pupils make up a small percent- 
age of the school population, they must 
be old enough to travel to one of the 
nine centers scattered about the city. 

Teachers with interest in and 
aptitude for teaching bright pupils are 
selected for these classes. The teachers 
drive hard for a high level of academic 
performance and the development of 
efficient work habits. Pupils have daily 
instruction in French from teachers 
who are fluent in the language. Sixth 
graders this year are being given inten- 
sive training in rapid reading and in 
reading-study skills. Eighth graders are 
taking high school courses in French, 
General Science and Algebra, and will 
enter the secondary schools with ad- 
vanced standing. 


MANY OF THESE PUPILS HAVE 
already become accustomed to getting 
good — with a minimum of effort, 
have developed poor study habits and 
dash off academic chores indifferently. 
In classrooms in which the competition 
is lively and stimulating, the standards 
high and exacting, there are prelimi- 
nary howls of indignation at taxing 
homework assignments, and of anguish 
when the first report cards are issued. 
The curious but common notion that 
segregation for educational purposes is 
“undemocratic” and that the products 
will therefore be a batch of insufferabl 
arrogant eggheads is being dis led. 
Measures of social adjustment of these 
pupils show even greater gains than in 
the academic areas. 

Another recent move in the direc- 
tion of providing learning opportuni- 
ties more precisely adjusted to the wide 
range of differences in capacity and 
achievement found in e public 
schools is a proposed “three-track” 
secondary school program which is 
scheduled to begin during the current 
school year. 

Under this plan, students who 
enter the city high schools will be 
routed, on the basis of performance in 
the elementary schools and upon ob- 
jective measures of capacity and achieve- 
ment, into one of three “tracks,” or 

ences of courses designed to meet 
their abilities. Students who are able 
to qualify for the first or upper track 
will have higher quantitative and 
qualitative requirements for gradua- 
tion than will others. The number of 
high school credits required will be 
higher than in the past, and the course 
sequences through the four years will 
require more work in English, History, 
Algebra, Trigonometry, Chemistry, 
Physics and foreign guages, and 
electives will be fewer. Programs for the 
average student. which will ay “4 
para sequences, will flexible, 
eon | they will also be more closely 
geared to the students’ capacity. The 
third track programs will be ag practi- 
cal as ea with much vocational 
and citizenship content.

Art is produced by artists, obviously. But there 
is a = icant Silene vw ste thinking of art 
as the dynamic result of artists living in and reacting 
to our own age, and ih pan neo 
treasures inherited from the past. We need to know 


intimately the arts from the past and to cherish 
them. : 


We are most fortunate in St. Louis in the excel- 
lent collections of the City Art Museum, Washington 
University, and other institutions, and also in the 
many fine works which are privately owned. These 
reveal much both about the cultures which produced 
them and the qualities in human experiences which 
we continue to find rewarding. They are more than 
mere ornaments from the past—yet they are less 
than all-encompassing revelations of virtues appli- 
cable to the present. In a word, they represent 
history. 

It is easy to rest in prideful contentment amon 
our inherited art riches and easier, even, to 
them simply as attractive diversions—for a holida 
in Forest Park. If such were our sole contact wi 
art, our community would be barren indeed. For- 
tunately, this is not the case. 


Undoubtedly, more art is being produced today 
than ever before—more art entering more intimate- 
ly into the lives of more people. Intelligent interest 
in art is at a higher level and is more widespread 
than ever before. Attendance at exhibitions and the 
— extended coverage of art by the press con- 

irm this. 

But the most significant verification is that al- 
most no oa of our daily living is without the 
influence of the artist. He designs the clothes we 
wear, the packages containing the food we eat, the 
utensils in which we cook the food, the f 
which surround us at home and at work and at play, 
the motor cars, trains and planes that transport us, 
the shelters that house us, the gadgets and deco- 
rative objects we enjoy possessing. It is difficult 
to think of any consumer product or service which 
has not profited from the skill and imagination of 
the artist. 

Information about all these products and serv- 
ices reached us in attractively stimulating forms, 
easily understood, through the arts associated with 
printing and advertising. Our social patterns and 


our economy could not exist as they are without 
the artist. 


THOUGH THESE BE THE PRACTICAL ARTS 
—conditioned by special factors of material useful- 
ness-—they demonstrate the artist’s intimate aware- 
ness of the society in which he lives. He responds 
constantly to the needs of his society and what he 
produces could have been produced at no other time 
in the history of the world. 

In more subtle ways petnage, the artist who pro- 
duces paintings or etchings or sculptured works also 
does so in reaction to the life surrounding him. 
Though he be more the observer and commentator, 
he is no less responsive to his visual environment 
and his age’s tempers and moods. Indeed, his func- 
tion is to reveal these through the senses, with a 
vitality beyond that of words. 

A virtue of the practical arts is that their in- 
fluence cannot escaped. Surrounding us con- 
stantly, they aid in shaping our desires, our satis- 
factions, and our tastes. When we say that we know 
nothing about art, we may be quite correct intellec- 
tually. But what we like is, to some degree, an 
expression of cultivated tastes. This is particularly 
evident in women’s fashions. 

St. Louis has made a unique contribution to 
fashions. Some 30 years ago, the late Irving L. 
Sorger, a retailer of vision, brought about a col- 
laboration between students of the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Fine Arts and several St. Louis 
manufacturers of women’s dresses which led to the 
invention of the “junior dress” and the development 
of an entirely new dress styling. Originally designed 
for the renege gm whose dress had not previously 
been conside a fashion item, the concept in- 
augurated in St. Louis a new fashion market, and 
established a taste in young styles, which was quick- 
ly assimilated throughout the country. This St. i 
story is characterized by vision, daring, creative in- 
ventiveness, and an alertness to pioneering ideas. 

St. Louis remains an active fashion center, sup- 
porting a major industry, although with maturity 
the industry has lost some of its adventurous spirit. 
There is a greater tendency to follow trends than to 
innovate them. Yet many young designers have 
quickly gained recognition in this market and have 
contributed substantially to its success. 


FASHION DESIGN OCCUPIES A SECURE 
place in the economic life of the city and extends 
its cultural influence to the nation. 

The youngest of the practical arts is industrial 
— Concerned with the shaping of volume- 

uced, machine-made objects, it gives attractive 
orm to almost every useful article we p 
But beyond incentives for purchase, the result of 
effective designing for industry has been the en- 
hancement of our homes, of our places of business, 
and of our surroundings everywhere. Greater aware- 
ness of beauty in what we purchase has led to de- 
— for more attractive environments for all that 
we do. 

St. Louis is not an industrial design center—it 
does not have a pa design - dominated in- 
dustry, as Detroit has motor cars. Yet d is im-

No school in the area is yet able to offer a com- 
prehensive training for industrial . design—desir- 
able as such a program is.

talent so essential for these activities. Some 500 
capable designers and illustrators are employed— 
by advertising agencies, printers, stores or com- 
anies, or are attached to studio groups, or work as 
independent individuals. They execute a very wide 
range of works for clients in many parts of the 


country. 


THE DESIGNING OF EFFECTIVE USES OF 
type and all varieties of printing, or advertising in 
all forms, from the huge outdoor display through 
magazines and newspapers to the smallest card or 
brochure, of packages and containers, and of all 
other means, including television, through which 
information reaches the public—all of these depend 
upon the creative designer and illustrator. 

Nationally syndicated cartoons originate in St. 
Louis as do also illustrations for textbooks, religious 
publications, educational filmstrips and movies, 
afmed forces’ manuals, posters and charts—and even 
the diploma of the new Air Force Academy. 

As tends to be true in all the practical arts, in- 
dustrial designers and commercial artists often work 
as members of teams of specialists, so that the art 
—— results from collaboration. But rugged in- 

vidualists remain in the artse—some very succese- 
fully, even, in the practical arts. More commonly 
they turn to art as a medium of nal expression. 

they often work for clients, they are in- 

clined to establish their own points of view and 

develop their personal identities.

SO THE DEDICATED ARTIST HAS BECOME

and a market for his most personal work. And 
fortunately, sometimes these are achieved. 

An example among St. Louis artists is Fred Con- 
way. He has won a wide recognition. His paint- 
ings are owned by many private collectors and 
museums and he has received awards and honors 
nationally and internationally. How has he pursued 
his career? For more than 30 years, almost half of 
his days have been spent teaching art—with great 
distinction—at Washington University and else- 
where. As a young artist, he painted hams for an 
advertising agency in Chicago. A variety of other 
commercial assignments followed over the years, 
culminating in his honors-winning full page | meer 
tion of Abraham Lincoln for the Container Corpora- 
tion of America. 


CONWAY HAS DESIGNED COSTUMES AND 
stage scenery, and he does the floats for the annual 
Veiled Prophet’s Parade. He has painted many fine 
portraits, including recently the distinguish or- 
traits of Arthur Holly Compton and David R.., Cal- 
houn, Jr. He has executed notable mural commis- 
sions for a bank in Tulsa, the Mayo Clinic in Min- 
nesota, and in St. Louis, for Brown Shoe Company, 
Station KETC, Barnes Hospital, and others. But 
throughout the years he has also done extraordinary 
work in water colors and oils, for which he will best 
be remembered. These are his most dedicated 
achievements, which for a number of years required 
subsidization. 

The greatest works of the past came from artists 
whose painting and sculpture had also been subsi- 
dized, usually by patronage from the nobility, 
church or state. Such patronage no longer existe— 
it might be nice if it did. But by becoming his own 
patron, the artist has freed himself—at at cost, 
it is true—from any compulsion to satisfy anyone 
but himself. He assumes the full responsibility for 
the very existence of his art, and none may gainsay 
his right to make of it what is truest of his own 
inner convictions. He has paid the price required to 
lead public taste rather icon to follow it.

fillment. They have not done “pot-boilers” to sup- 
port an ivory-towered vision—no sincere artist does 
that. Rather, they b enthusiasm and highly 
developed skills to each undertaking in turn, whether 
the motive be profit or esthetic expression. They 
work from their deepest convictions that all art, in 
its many forms, is deserving of their best. And that 
art creation, in any form, is exciting business. 


While such painters and sculptors, craft-workers 
and print-makers are not in the most comfortable 
and secure situation, certainly, it is not an y 
one. The very versatility required is stimulating. 
Moreover, participation in the many functions of 
art in our times deepens their awareness of our 
society's character and needs. 


The roster of painters and sculptors active in St. 
Louis is long. In sculpture, Carl Mose is known for 
his many architectural decorations, his figure of 
General Pershing, his eagle for the Air Force 
Academy; Hillis Arnold has executed outstanding 
religious sculptures and works in ceramics and plas- - 
tics; William Severson has done ingenious sculptural 
decorations for restaurants and gardens. 


A NUMBER OF ARTISTS ARE ASSOCIATED 
with colleges, as Kanak at Lindenwood, Greene at 
Principia, Cummings and Torrini at Webster, and 
the large group at Washington so vonage 4 art 
school which includes Barker, Becker, Boccia, 
Drewes, Duhme, Fett, Milovich, Quest, Reinhardt, 
Spaulding, Tasker, and others. e People’s Art 
Center has drawn together a most able onty Sincere 
the leadership of Miriam McKinnie.

Women artists contribute many serious works, 
often while doubling as wives and mothers. Any 
listing would include Alice Bunch, Ella Boeschen- 
stein, Mildred Carpenter, Blanche Claggett, Belle 
Cramer, Edith Cushing, Alexandra Galston, Louise 
Horwitz, Ann Lehmann, Dorothy Pflager, Ruth

Also familiar names among St. Louis exhibiting 
artists are Alfred Bauer, Fred Carpenter, James 
Fisher, Gene Flowers, Charles Galt, Gustav Goetsch, 
Wallace Smith, Oscar Thalinger, Rodney Winfield, 
as well as those of an ever increasing number of able 
and promising young artists. 

These and other St. Louis artists are men and 
women of stamina and convictions, dedicated to de- 
manding missions. All hope that their works will 
deserve and attract an appreciative audience—and 
that many will be purchased. But the absence of 
sales and understanding will not defeat them. 


Many teach, and teaching is a natural extension 
of their creative skills and dedicatione—the artist 
is almost invariably a sympathetic and sensitive 
teacher. What he contributes is desired and valued 
im education. But these values decline rapidly if he 
becomes solely a teacher and no longer a practicing 
creative artist. Our schools must insure him the 
time and opportunities to practice his art. 


The commercial and design interests can profit- 
ably employ the services of these artists, but at best 
not in conventional ways. Their natural styles and 
viewpoints should be capitalized upon to produce 
the unusual design, the different advertisement or 
illustration, the new approach to the old problem. 
This is a well-established practice in Europe but 
has received only limited trial in this country. No 
St. Louis advertiser or advertising agency has fully 
explored its possibilities — which is surprising in a 
field where novelty is often sought. 


OUR NEWLY STIMULATED DESIRES FOR 
attractive surroundings wherever we go have 
created demands for all kinds of art objects; textiles 
and papers, decorative ceramics and small sculpture, 
mobiles and constructions, garden sculpture and 
decorations, varied wall treatments. And all can be 
uniquely executed by the skilled artist if he is en- 
couraged to do so. 


Stores, shopping centers, restaurants, and other 
places of business and recreation have recently be- 
come the artists’ clients. Contemporary architecture 
is requiring his contributions. And in more monu- 
mental forms, mural painting and architectural 
sculpture are again in Sesion 


These are all enhancing contributions to our way 
of life. And through their enjoyment we are led 
closer to an appreciation of the qualities inherent 
in the major arts of painting and sculpture. But 
what is needed for the understanding and enjoy- 
ment of the major works of our artists are oppor- 
tunities for greater familiarity. Though St. Louis 
has a number of galleries where our painters and 
sculptors exhibit and though these exhibitions are 
well attended, more than this is needed. 


We know full well the violent impacts of change 
in our social and economic life during this century, 
and we realize that our culture has undergone sig- 
nificant mutations. But we do not always remember 
that the arts must reflect these. We are experienc- 
ing an evolution in art which is national and inter- 
national and in which our St. Louis artists represent 
but one segment of the whole. To understand and 
appreciate their contributions we need to know what 
is happening in art everywhere. 


Yet it has been years since any compre- 
hensive showing of contemporary American art 
has been seen in St. Louis. We have nothing 
comparable to such annual exhibitions in many 
other major cities as Chicago, Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington—or even Urbana, Illinois. Or more inclusive- 
ly, anything comparable to the Carnegie Interna- 
tional at Pittsburgh. The City Art Museum has done 
what it can—and very notably in such instances as 
the Italian show of 1955. But if all such exhibitions 
in St. Louis since the war had been religiously at- 
tended, the public would still have acquired only a 
meager inkling of the values and significance of con- 
temporary art. 


WHAT IS NEEDED IS AN INSTITUTE OF 
contemporary art which will continuously exhibit 
and interpret the art and culture of our times to us. 
This need is beyond the resources of the City Art 
Museum and scarcely appropriate to it, since an art 
museum’s major function is the exhibition and 
preservation of work of proved permanent value. 


An institute of contemporary art has a different 
but equally major function—it may become the in- 
strument » Gore which the benefits of our culture 
are made available to us.

ON MARCH 7, 1907, THE GENERAL 
Assembly of the State of Missouri enacted 
the Art dusouns Law of the State of Mis- 
souri, one of the most enlightened and 
far-sighted pieces of legislation ever to 
be paseed in the United States in con- 
r ction with the operation of. public art 
nuseums. It is not a lengthy document 
or a complicated one. The essential fea- 
tures are that any city of 400,000 in- 
habitants in the State of Missouri may, 
by the petition of one hundred taxpa 
ask that a tax of one-fifth of a mill on 
all taxable property in such city be levied 
for the esta ent, maintenance or ex- 
tension of a museum of art for the bene- 
fit of its citizens. 

The decision as to whether or not such 
a tax is to be levied is to be made by a 
majority of the voters of the city at a 
special or regular election. The election 
once carried, any sums so realized from 
the property tax shall be expended under 
the authority of an administrative board 
of nine members, the first board to be 
a age by the mayor of the munici- 
pality, and after that to choose successors 
to fill any vacancies on the board that 
occur through resignation or death. 
While the financial interests of the citi- 
zens are properly guarded, under this 
law the administrative board is given 
great freedom of action with a minimum 
of restrictive interference in developing, 
with the aid of a orey qualified pro- 
fessional staff, a broad program of col- 
lecting, exhibiting and public instruction 
in the field of art. 


ST. LOUIS WAS THE FIRST CITY 
in the state that elected to come within 
this law in 1907. Although the law was 
challenged, its validity was upheld by the 
Supreme Court of Missouri in 1911. 
Under its provision the City Art Museum 
has flourished for almost 50 years. The 

wth of the Museum during that time 
rom nothing more than a building to 
one of the top half dozen institutions of 
its kind in the country affords ample 
justification for the liberality of the ie 
which brought it into being. 

From the first the Museum was con- 
ceived of as a center for the plastic arts 
of all time, where antiquity was never 
judged to be a special virtue in forming 
the collections upon which all other ‘as- 
pects of its program are of course based. 
Aside from the obvious first duty of a 
museum, that of acquisition, there are 
others, namely exhibition, preservation, 
publication and education. The public 
is aware to a lesser degree of these activi- 
ties since much of a museum's work 
rightly receives little publicity as such, 
and even its collections are but partially 
visible, like the shadowy 6/7 4 an ice- 
cw Aree the water upon which the 


visible portion rests. 


THE CORNERSTONE OF ITS COL- 
lecting philosophy has been then to ac- 
quire works of art regardless of the 
period or provenance of their production, 
with quality as a primary consideration 
for selection. Naturally so broad a policy, 
while designed to please all the owners 
of the Museum—or in other words the 
entire tax paying public of St. Louis— 
has often succe ed in antagonizing sec- 
tions of it that, if not very large, were 


at least distinguished by the loudness of * 


their cries of protest. 

At one time it has been the purchase 
of an ancient Egyptian bronze that was 
condemned because such art was deemed 
costly, obscure and of little interest to 
the general public. At another it would 
be the work of some advanced contem- 
porary artist whose product was accorded 
time-honored judgement of being nothin 
that could not be produced by a child 
aged six of dubious mental attainments. 

hile art lasts so will public criticism of 
it, and this will continue to ebb and flow 
according to the taste of the times. All 
that can be counted upon with certainty 
is that those that dislike something, if not 
more numerous, will be much more will- 
ing than those who like it to take their 
pens in hand. 

Over the years it can even be said that 
occasional sharp criticism has been help- 
ful. That it put the officers of the Mu- 
seum on their mettle is demonstrated by 
a collection of art that is conservatively 
valued in eight figures with a range and 
quality that is bringing to our doors a 
constant stream of distinguished visitors. 
Then too, criticism is healthy and it 
draws attention to one long held tenet of 
the Museum: that one of its prime duties 
as a publicly supported institution is to 
assume a position of leadership in art 
education even if this occasionally takes 
it into controversial areas. 


PROBABLY IT IS FRUITLESS TO 
hope that those who are content with a 
warmed-over Venetian or Impressionist 
product of their own time will ever be 
much drawn to the art of Picasso. But 
it is important for the Museum to place 
before people at intervals such facts of 
history as the now popular Monet's long 
struggle against hostile critics who re- 
garded his Impressionism as radical and 
unworthy of any praise, or the concept 
that Picasso is surely and excitingly a 
product of his own era and that possibly 
much of the protest against his work is 
in reality a protest against the brutality, 
uncertainty and terrifyingly rapid change 
of our times and his.

BOTH THESE EARLY ACQUISI- 
tions have been backed by further acqui- 
sitions by: the same artists and have 
helped to establish a pattern of breadth 
of interest which has extended into every 
phase of the Museum’s collections. 

The validity of the Museum’s long- 
term policy of building up its collec- 
tions has been proven again and again 
by the use of that tool for art education 
known as the temporary exhibition. No 
museum in the country has had a fuller 
or more varied diet of such artistic treats 
and in most instances our museum had in 
its own collection objects of aa a pee 
to those in the specially assembled exhi- 


bitions. To meet successfully the best of 
stiff outside competition has particu- 
larly gratifying on occasions when exhibi- 
tions such as the Berlin Masterpieces, the 
Vienna Treasures, the great retrospective 
Monet and Van Gogh exhibitions and 
others of like distinction have drawn 
great crowds not only from our own 
metropolitan area but from all the sur- 
rounding territory. 

It would seem then that the City Art 
Museum of St. Louis has few problems in 
the execution of its duties. A handsome 
building, outstanding collections, a pro- 
gram of public instruction that was a 
pioneer in its field and last year reached 
a total of 86,943 compared with a total 
attendance of 341,588. What more could 
one want? Well, let us confess it, there 
are rifts in the lute of our basis for sup- 
port, and actually there are few areas 
of a museum’s responsibility that our 
finances have permitted us to place on 
a really proper foundation. 


TAKE THE MATTER OF COLLECT- 
ing alone. When the Museum first opened 
its doors a large fraction of its yearly in- 
come could go towards acquisitions. With 
each new acquisition, however, came 
greater administrative responsibilities so 
that now very little of the Museum’s tax 
fund is left after the annual program has 


been paid for. 


Fortunately, with the establishment of 
the Friends of the Museum some five 
years ago, funds for purchase have been 
supplemented through membership dues 
and receipts from annual benefit balls 
held in the Museum’s behalf. Also, of 
late years distinguished ifts have come 
to us in impressive n re—indeed to 
such an extent that the present eee 
are no longer adequate and funds must 

be sought for more exhibition space.

ALL THIS PERHAPS INDICA 
the Museum’s greatest weakness: the ve 
fact that a basically generous method « 
support from taxes has been establish 
has tended to make people believe 
the Museum is amply provided for, 
actually this is no longer the case. . 
museum director no matter how mod 
his financial resources, would refuse 
splendid gift to his institution. Yet i 
if ever that donors stop to c 
sider the long roblems of 
museum in terms o administrati 
costs to which each gift that must be 
in first class condition inevitably commi 
it. Their assumption, quite naturally, 
that the least a museum can do is ca 
for the objects which it owns. But, wi 
none of our Museum's | collections 
neglected, the burdens of conservatior 
are borne with increasing difficulty be 
cause our responsibilities are increasing 
faster than our staff and our income. 

In one field the Museum, after almost 
half a century of inad te facilities, is 
about to come of age: that of education 
or public instruction. to a pro- 
piven in the city’s 1955 bond tg bas 

ucational wing containing one of the 
best equipped démall auditoriums in the 
country will be added to the present 
building next year. But here again the 

eater opportunity for service should 
be accompanied by more funds to match 
the undertaking of educational responsi- 
bilities on a broader basi 


basis. 


IT IS REMARKABLE THAT IN THE 
history of the City Art Museum no more 
than four capital funds have been estab- 
lished, not one of which exceeds a hun- 
dred thousand dollars. This is a pity, not 
simply because it makes it necessary for 
the Director and Trustees to beg (for a 
certain amount of this is probably in- 
evitable in this day and age) but because 
it puts each project on a sort of emergency 
basis so that certain opportunities, suc 
as the acquisition of outstanding objects 
for the collections, cannot be taken ad- 
vantage of at all while others are post- 
poned indefinitely pending the ability of 
the Board of Control and the Director 
and Staff of the Museum to interest don- 
ors. It is hard to think of another mu- 
seumm so rich in collections with so little 
in the way of funds with which to ad- 
minister and to exploit them in the best 
sense of that term. 

Two courses are open to those respon- 
sible for the Museum’s operation: an 
effort to increase the percentage of the 
mill tax and the seeking of funds from 
private sources. It seems quite clear that 
both sources should be explored so that 
as it enters its second half century of life 
the Museum can look forward to having 
funds which will enable it to fill lacunae 
in its collections, provide enough space 
in which to exhibit these collections prop- 
erly and temporary shows as well without 
continually displacing its own perma- 
nent art holdings, secure the most expert 
and constant services for proper conserva- 
tion, issue publications on its many out- 
standing collections, and present a spirited 
and varied program of public educational 
events. 


THEN AND THEN ONLY CAN WE 
say that the City Art Museum is fulfilling 
the obligations implied in building up 
great collections. For unless the obliga- 
tions implicit in building up great collec- 
tions are met, the Museum's reputation 
will be endangered through degenerating 
into what is after all little more than a 
well arranged storage warehouse for the 
arts. 

In essence what does the foregoing 
come to? Jt means simply that the City 
Art Museum, thanks to enlightened legis- 
lation, scrupulously conscientious Boards 
of Control, skilled Directors and other 

rofessional staff members, generous bene- 

actors, and, since recent times, the 
Friends who are its spokesmen in the 
metropolitan area, has reached in less 
than half a century of operation a cer- 
tain plateau of excellence that is remark- 
able and altogether enviable considering 
its’ financial resources. It is a plateau 
that in comparison with other institu- 
tions, however, can level off indefinitely 
if it is not regarded simply as a launching 
stage for the continued march upwards. 


THE TWO GREAT AREAS of a mu- 
seum’s activities are its collections per se 
and the program based upon them. Few 
museums in the world could rest for their 
reputations u collections alone even 
if they wanted to, and a collection with- 
out a program is the difference between 
a series of handsome galleries spasmod- 
ically visited by a very limited portion 
of the population, and an institution be- 
loved by young and old that is the source 
of stimulation for the arts throughout a 


large area.

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The Place and Function of Music in the Community 


By LEIGH GERDINE 


BEING BY NATURE OPTIMISTIC 
I am incurably romantic about St. Louis 
as a place to live; further, I believe 
that, in an automatized society, the role 
of music—real music, with integrity and 


intellectual content—becomes more and 


more significant, more and more a posi- 
tive force toward sanity. These are not 
unreasonable premises from which to 
—-, music in our society, nation- 
ally and locally. 


‘Many of us think of sanity as the 
absence of insanity; but obviously this 
involves a negative attitude. What are 
the forces that work toward sanity in 
the individual? Is not music—music, 
now, as an ordered, disciplined emo- 
tional experience—one of the most im- 
portant of these forces? Then, if so, 
what are the factors 
which keep us from let- 
ting music take its place 
as a constructive moral 
force in our lives? 


Anyone can endure 
adversity. In reason- 
able amounts, it serves 
to stiffen our moral 
fiber. What is more dif- 
ficult to withstand is 
success. Riesman calls 
our attention to the 
“failure of success.” In 
these United States, with 
the disappearance of 
frontier after frontier, 
we have had to cope 
with almost limitless 
success, individually ef- 
fortless. It has proved 
morally debilitating. We 
have not understood 
that there might yet be 
a challenge, let alone 
where that challenge 
lay; that the frontier of 
the future is in educa- 
tion. At last, and per- 
haps in time to save us 
from decay from with- 
in, the Russians have 
reminded us. 


We ask too little of 
ourselves. Of course 
Johnny can’t read; his 
parents don’t. We are 
too easily content: we 
indulge a simple hedo- 
nism. A popular song, 
with blatant immorality 
urges us to enjoy our- 
selves because “it’s later 
than you think.” 


We praise too easily, 
and expect too little. 
Susie, aged nine, comes 
home from school, hav- 
ing mastered the multi- 
plication tables through 
the elevens. Immedi- 
ately her mother calls 
in aunts, uncles and 
cousins to celebrate the 
occasion: there’ is a 
great Festival of the 
Multiplication Table. 
But everyone not actu- 
ally feeble minded is go- 
ing to have to master 
the multiplication ta- 
bles. Little Susie, pam- 
pered and adored, rests 
on her laurels. She 
might better have been 
soundly clouted and 
sent to bed without her 
supper for not having 
learned the tables 
through the fourteens. 

Or consider the col- 
lege student who, by dint of perseverance, 
has managed to say in halting French, 
“There is the window,” or “She is the 
grandmother of my aunt's sister,” or 
make some equally trenchant observa- 
tion. Has he accomplished much? 
French children at the age of — are 
capable of sentences of this difficulty 
without a boggle, and in accents more 
authentic. Is there any reader of the 
Post-Dispatch who could not master 
~owol OO > O>DOYY”OSY OO? OO"

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three or four languages, really master 
them? Of course not. : 

If some event calls to our attention 
our shortcomings, we are reluctant to 
confess that we ourselves are intellectu- 
ally lazy; rather, we find the trouble 
in our educational system, artfully shift- 
ing the responsibility from ourselves to 
the teachers, making Dewey the scape- 
goat for every deficiency of our errant 
generation. Rather, then, than say, “I 
must learn something about music,” we 
tend to say, “The place to begin is with 
the young. (The implication is that 
they are sufficiently defenseless.) Why 
don’t the schools . . .” Of course we 
must begin with the young. Even be- 
fore that, what of beginning with our- 
selves? :

culture, our basic intellectual laziness 
is complicated by another factor.

Think of the implications of such a 
statement for the cultural standards of 
a great nation! The kind of music 
which will sell soap or refrigerators, 
automobiles or beer is prized and idol- 
ized; better, it is paid for.

minds between “music” and “entertain- 
ment,” a confusion brought on by the 
false democratization of the arts via 
the mass media. What is not immedi- 
ately apprehended by the least percep- 
tive of us is rejected as unworthy, when 
the poverty is in ourselves. “Music” is 
not a synonym for “entertainment.” 
Music requires a great deal of effort— 
but its rewards are more than com- 
mensurate. 


The battle for cultural standards is 
not something new, sent especially to 
trouble our generation. What is new is 
that, along with other responsibilities, 
this one too has now become ours, and 
we have given less thought and prepa- 
ration to it than have other nations. 

It would be a mistake to minimize the 
achievement of the last 
generation in music in 
this country. An enor- 
mous change has taken 
place, accelerated by 
the growth of hi-fi. But 
in a position of leader- 
ship, we can only as- 
sume the achievement 
of the last generation, 
and look ahead to the 
challenge of the next. 
What is the challenge 
for us all? 


To philanthropy, I 
should like to say that 
in no area other than 
education, the arts, and 
the sciences will a small 
expenditure yield such 
real results. Musical 
organizations work mir- 
acles with a pittance. 
The results are all out 
of proportion to the 
cost. In retrospect, when 
civilizations are brought 
to judgment, it is their 

rts by which they are 

judged. In the nine- 
teenth century the city 
of Weimar undertook, 
by concentrating upon 
the arts, to make itself 
significant in the cul- 
ture of Europe. 


Here was a principal- 
ity too small to achieve 
military or economic 
domination of its neigh- 
bors. With careful sub- 
tlety, it focused upon 
the arts, becoming the 
center of a vastly en- 
riched culture. How 
significantly it succeed- 
ed is the history of the 
arts in Germany. Is it 
unthinkable that St.

To the teacher, priv- 
ate or public school, 
the challenge is for bet- 
preparation.  5t. 
Louis has a host of de- 
voted teachers, many of 
them nationally  dis- 
tinguished. We need to 
take an affirmative ap- 
proach to our teaching, 
and to bring to it a 
spirit of inquiry, intel- 
lectual curiosity about 
new music, an open- 
mindedness, and a i 
ethical standard to the 
literature we teach. For 
myself, I have come to 
recognize that the world 
we live in is essentially simple. Most of 
us are troubled that life has become 
over-complicated. This is not true of 
the very young: we have children nearly 
through grade school to whom tele- 
vision is not a magic box in the living 
room, but something which was always 
there. Our university students will live 
the bulk of their effective lives after 
1975 or 1980. For them, it is a practical 
necessity to find the contemporary 
world simple: unless they do, they are 
going to be utterly unable to deal with 
the world of the twenty-first century. 
So, too, with our music; what once

seemed difficult now seems artlessly 
simple. 


COULD I ARGUE COLDLY TO 
the St. Louis Symphony Board, already 
struggling heroically with a large an- 
nual deficit, that a great, unfulfilled 
hunger for music exists in St. Louis 
which would make it worth their while 
to undertake efforts yet more heroic? 
The argument must be brought, but on 
other grounds. Have we not, as teach- 
ers, the problem of creating that need, 
much as Wordsworth pointed out that 
every poet must create a market for the 
poetry which he is going to write? Sym- 
phony audiences begin in the piano 
teacher's studio. 

Bernard Shaw calls his final chapter 
of the preface to “St. Joan,” “To the 
critics, lest they should feel ignored.” 


For a somewhat different reason I 
will: ask the critics, please comment on 
the performances, and do not forget the 

itive virtues of any performer. Often, 
I think, potential audiences are dis- 
couraged from coming to concerts at 
all by reading fairly dismal accounts 
which give the strong impression that 
music couldn’t possibly be a very pleas- 
ant experience to have had so disagree- 
able an effect upon the critic. 


To the listener, however casual, 
whether to “live” performances or to 
records, the challenge is to be informed. 
One way to be informed is to read 
about music; another way, even more 
necessary in a fundamental sense, is to 
undertake individual study. Few human 
experiences are so personally enriching. 
In the final analysis, there is no way to 
know about music except to give it 
technical study. A further requirement 
is to listen to a great deal of music. 

St. Louis offers many opportunities 
to the listener, real or potential: the St. 


Louis Symphony Orchestra presents the 
important works in the symphonic 
repertory throughout the winter sea- 
son. For chamber music, the Ethical 
Society concerts offer the finest of string 
quartets available. Individual artists 
and guest ensembles are presented by 
the Civic Music League at Kiel Audi- 
torium, and the Clayton Concert Series 
at the Clayton High School and the 
Principia series. Washington Univer- 
sity’s concert series specializes in the 
presentation of important music, espe- 
cially that of our own century. In the 
summer, the Municipal Opera plays in 
Forest Park through thirteen weeks; 
and the Little Symphony presents six 
Friday night concerts in the front quad- 
rangle at Washington University. 


For those who want to do it them- 
selves, there is Dr. William Heyne’s 
Bach Society, which performs the great 
choral works in two annual concerts; 
the Philharmonic and the Kirkwood 
Orchestras, designed to familiarize ama- 
teur instrumentalists with the sym- 
phonic literature. 


Innumerable church choirs offer the 
average singer an opportunity for self- 
expression, and the Artist Presentation 
Society concentrates upon giving young 
performers an opportunity to make the 
St. Louis equivalent of a Town Hall 
appearance. 


It is customary to lament the absence 
of a professional opera company, to 
draw attention to the need for an ade- 
quate concert hall in the metropolitan 
area, to allude to the dearth of solo 
recitals. I believe we should first try to 
fill the existing concerts to capacity. 

The facilities that we have are more 
than sufficient for the present effective 
demand. Their expansion and extension 
will not be too difficult when the 
musical life of the community takeé on 
a greater vitality.

ST. LOUISANS HAVE BEEN COLLECTING ART FOR AT 
least a céntury but only in the past dozen or fifteen years has St. 
Louis become one of the major centers in the United States for 
contemporary painting and sculpture. 

The older collections were composed largely of nineteenth 
century American painting and of European old masters, as well 
as of works of ancient and oriental art. Most of these have been 
bequeathed in the course of time either to the City Art Museum 
or to Washington University. 

The collections formed here in the 1940s and °50s have centered 
around the art of the later nineteenth and twenttféth centuries. 
While there are works by Americans and frequently St. Louisans, 
the great European masters of the last seventy or eighty years are 
to be seen here in profusion. The visitor to St. Louis collections is 
astonished by the array of hundreds of important paintings, sculp- 
tures, drawings and prints by the leading artists of the Impres- 
sionist and Post-Impressionist movements, as well as by the Fauves, 
the Cubists, the Expressionists, now and then a Surrealist, and the 
exponents of abstract art. 


MONET, PISSARRO, RENOIR, SISLEY AND DEGAS; 
Cezanne, Van Gogh, Gauguin and Toulouse-Lautrec; Vuillard and 
Bonnard; Redon and Rousseau; Matisse, Derain and Dufy; Rou- 
ault, Soutine, Modigliani; Picasso, Braque, Gris,;Leger and Villon; 
Kandinsky. Klee. Kokoschka. Kirchner and Beckmann; Miro and 
Dali; Rodin, Duchamp-Villon, Lipchitz, Laurens, Giacometti and 
Mansu, and most recently Afro,—all these leaders of modern art 
are represented, and each by several splendid works. It would be 
possible, in fact, to illustrate a complete history of Picasso’s com- 
plicated evolution as an artist solely from paintings and drawings 
in St. Louis collections. A few masterpieces chosen from the 
immense riches of these collections appear on these two pages. 

Even more surprising than the extent and the rate of growth of 
these new collections is their consistency. The quality of the 
works chosen by St. Louis collectors has been high, and they show 


a fine sense of what makes a harmonious collection. 


ONE MAJOR COLLECTION WAS BROUGHT TO ST. 
Louis fully formed. Other collectors have been stimulated, and in 
a few isolated instances advised, by experts, especially by Perry T. 
Rathbone, formerly director of the City Art > eran But in gen- 
eral they have proceeded on their own. 

For each collector who has been able to acquire works of im- 
portance there are many who possess the knowledge but not the 
resources. As a result there have arisen scores of modest collec- 
tions built around a few small paintings, sometimes of high quality, 
or perhaps consisting entirely of prints and drawings. Great and 
small, major and minor, the new collections bear witness to the 
extraordinary postwar enrichment of the artistic life of St. Louis.

NEAR THE ENTRANCE OF THE 


Missouri Historical Society’s museum 
in the Jefferson Memorial building is 
a very large aerial peaeenen of mod- 
ern St. Louis. On it can still be traced 
the meandering valley of the River des 
Peres, named for the Fathers who estab- 
lished a Mission near its mouth long 
before the city’s founding, as well as 
the Mill Creek Valley with its spate of 
railroad tracks, where once sparkled the 
waters of Chouteau’s mill pond. The 
pattern of the city’s growth is seen in 
the fan-shaped lines of streets radiating 
from the riverfront memorial area where 
the city began as a tiny colonial village. 
Elsewhere, odd patterns of streets recall 
the individualism of forgotten towns 
and subdivisions now swallowed up in 
the city’s growth, and squares of green- 
ery mark the city’s parks, with their 
memories of carefree days and great 
events. 


These memories of earlier times sug- 
gest the theme of the Missouri His- 
torical Society’s work. Its library and 
museum collections preserve the written 
record of the past and show the domi- 
nant part Missouri citizens es in 
the early West. This materia _a 
vitality as an important cultural re- 
source because of the many ways in 
which it finds modern usefulness. 

No generation has been more aware 
of the past, or more interested in ex- 
ploring it, than our own. Collecting 
antique autos and exploring the colonial 
elegancies of Williamsburg are but two 
of the many varied expressions of this 
pee interest. Not only are we avid- 
y studying the souvenirs of yesterday, 
but we are also adapting them to our 
own needs. 


FROM WILLIAMSBURG, FOR EX- 
ample, have come modern ideas in 
architecture, paint colors, and many 
other things, as well as continuing re- 
minders of the nation’s beginnings of 
law, education, and government. Other 
restored towns and houses throughout 
the country, as well as the growing work 
of museums and historical societies, pro- 
vide additional sources of inspiration. 
A generation ago Grandma Moses could 
never have become a national figure; 
today she says something that has caught 
the popular fancy. In a similar way 
folk music, working through different 
idioms, has produced the jazz, the hill- 
billy, and the rock and roll tunes heard 
around the world. 

These are but samples of the work- 
ings of history in our own time, the his- 
tory of the eye and ear, of need and 
fancy, which as become a part of the 
culture of our own generation. Shabby 
and intransigent as some of these bor- 
rowings are, they nevertheless came 
about as in answer to some unexpressed 
need of civilization 1957. 

Perhaps the appeal of earlier wares 
made by hand from the long folk-mem- 
ories and tastes of the past; the songs 
which are timeless in quality, are a 
kind of nostalgia for a period which in 
retrospect seems less confused than our 
own. Perhaps it is because of a matur- 
ing of our civilization that we have 
come to take pride in the growth of

our nation, and the growth of our skills. 
The return to the past may be the in- 
evitable revolt of the human spirit 
against the sea of ugliness, monotony, 
and conformity which increasingly sur- 
rounds us. Whatever the reason may 
be, the new interest in history is a prom- 
ising and comforting force. 


THE PROFESSIONALS AND THE 
organizations which deal directly with 
the materials of history feel a very 
great responsibility. Never before have 
they enjoyed such opportunities for 
shaping + oom and attitudes. The day 
of the scholar fumbling a stack of dusty 
manuscripts is gone, if indeed it ever 
existed. Now all the professions use 
historical libraries such as that pos- 
sessed by the Missouri Historical Society 
— designers, teachers, man u facturers, 
public relations experts, merchants, and 
many others. Most of all, historical li- 
brary materials are being constantly 
mined by writers in every field for use 
in books and articles read annually by 
millions; or to be interpreted in movie 


and TV shows. 


The indirect educational impact of 
these interpretations, and the more di- 
rect impact of their use in school-books 
and class room demonstrations, is be- 
yond estimating. More than 30,000 
school children attended classes at the 
Jefferson Memorial last year—thanks to 
the Famous-Barr Educational Project 
there—and they not only heard about 
the past, but he gained an intimacy 
with it through seeing, and in some 
cases actually handling objects which 
helped shape history. 


George F. Kennan, former Ambas- 
sador to Russia, found in the Society’s 
library unique documents relating to 
the Russian Revolution, which he used 
in his Pulitzer prize-winning book, 
Russia Leaves the War, which is soon to 


be followed by a second volume. Others 


use information from the Society’s files 
in the restoring of old buildings, and in 
designing modern ones. Music mined 
from old scores reappears in new dress, 
or is interpreted by a modern singer. 
Our own generation has discarded the 
stuffy belief that history is only wars 
and politics; now we understand that 
history is the whole range of human 
cus and it all seems more sig- 
nificant and much more interesting. 


TO PROVIDE THESE SOURCES 
of 1, rtp and modern use, an hie- 
torical society must first possess the ma- 
terials, and second be so efficiently con- 
ducted that their possessions are pre- 
served for all time, and are quickly 
available for reference. No wileciins 
of importance is the product of a single 
generation, or even two, except in those 
rare instances where unlimited funds 
and material are available. In St. Louis 
the task of preserving this region’s past 
has been carried on for about a cen- 
tury by the Missouri Historical Society. 


The Society’s museum includes a wide 
range of materials, among which is its 
unique collection of paintings, prints, 
and photographs, preserving the chang- 
ing appearance of this region and its 

eople since the eighteenth century. 

he face of Dred Scott, a crowded 
steamboat levee scene, the first Veiled 
Prophet parade in St. Louis; these and 
more than 75,000 other pictures record 
the world of yesterday so that we can 


see it now through the eyes of those’

Besides these pictorial collections, 
the museum adds further dimensions of 
understanding by preserving the tools, 
the handwork, the early factory prod- 
ucts of the past, as well as the amenities 
of silver, glass, and porcelain which 
graced early tables, and the sturdy 
utensils of frontier cabins.

ples and goods along the great rivers of 
the continent. 


IN THE MISSOURI. SOCIETY’S 
library, the written and printed words 
of the past are preserved. Files of early 


The Jefferson Memorial which houses the Missouri Historical Society's offices, archives and museum. 
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newspapers recall forgotten triumphs 
and crises; attitudes and language. Old 
letters and diaries provide an intimate 
view of how their writers saw the world 
around them. The excitement of see- 
ing the new West comes through the 
letters of Meriwether Lewis, written on 
his journey to the Pacific. The agony 
of Governor Gamble of Missouri during 
the Civil War burdens every page of 
his letters of hope and desperation, and 
of the answers he received from Presi- 
dent Lincoln. The beginnings of organ- 
ized society in Missouri are recounted 
on the pages of early court records. 

In our broadening conception of his- 
tory, the thoughts and actions of peo- 
ple to whom fame never came are also 
important. Thus a school girl's diary 
of the 1880's mirrors St. Louis as framed 
by the timeless excitement of growing 
up. Frontier prices and the problems 
of frontier merchants are recorded in 
their ledgers. Sometimes the letters of 
a Civil War private are more vivid rec- 
ords of great events than the reports of 
generals. 


IN ALL THESE AND MANY 
other ways, history has always been a 
vital part of each generation's cultural 
life, but today it has become more 
intimately a part of our culture than 
at any time previous. The preserving 
of our history is a responsibility which 
has grown immensely with our in- 
creased awareness of the past. Though 
historians are the most cynical of all 
about the value of prophecy, one is 
tempted to suggest that history will 
steady and direct the course of our 
tomorrows, not as an inexorable, half- 
remembered folk pressure, but con-

_ THE PEOPLE OF ST. LOUIS ARE 
citizens of two cities: the visible St. 
Louis, artifact of stone and steel and 
asphalt, and the invisible St. Louis, 
that fabric of thought and aspiration, 
law, technology, custom and economic 
necessity that underlies and shapes the 
visible city. To understand the visible 
city it is necessary to first understand 
the invisible city; and when we discuss 
the character of St. Louis we really 
discuss ourselves—our past, our present, 
and our hopes for the future. 

In order that a community may pros- 
per the visible city must provide safe, 
decent neighborhoods in which its citi- 
zens may live and rear their children. It 
must provide churches, schools, shops 
and the many cultural facilities that 
nourish civilized life. It must be an 
efficient workshop for an industrial and 
commercial society. In its pattern of 
streets, buildings and public spaces it 
must reveal its citizens’ history, and 
in its monuments it must reveal their 
noblest aspirations. All these elements 
must promote the city’s primary func- 
tion which is simply “to delight,” and 
so affect the lives of its people that 
its humblest citizens can be truly de- 
scribed as civilized, polite and urbane 
—words all rooted in words meaning 
“the city.” | 

St. Louis’ was born on the banks 
of the Mississippi. For generations the 
Mississippi idled the city’s destiny, 
and it is still its greatest physical asset. 
Since 1764 when Pierre Laclede and 
Auguste Chouteau first landed at the 
point which will be the foot of the 
great stainless steel memorial arch, St. 
Louis has expanded westward in a great 
series of concentric arcs. 


SINCE THE 1860’S, WHEN 
Bishop Schuyler confounded his con- 
gregation by recommending that Christ 
Church be moved from Third street 
all the way out to Thirteenth and 
Locust, the grawth of the city has 
continuously outdistanced the dreams 
of ite most ambitious citizens. In 1876, 
when Grand avenue was still a rural 
lane, Forest Park was established over 
the bitterest kind of opposition. In 
the neighboring communities of Clay- 
ton and Webster Groves the fight 
against the park was particularly vio- 
lent; and because of the dispute the 
city and county were separated, and 
the city’s western boundaries were fixed 
on the present line just west of Skinker, 
a line which the city fathers believed 
would contain the city in perpetuity. 
In the succeeding 75 years the city 
engulfed its smaller neighbors and now 
covers an area approximately four 
times larger than in 1876. 

Little remains of the early city ex- 
cept that single heritage least adaptable 
to the needs of the twentieth century, 
a pattern of streets designed for pedes- 
trians and horves. 

St. Louis has consigned its automo- 
biles to a street system designed for 
the horse and carriage, a system that 
destroys the effectiveness of the auto- 
mobile and makes the city untenable for 
the pedestrian. The central business 
district is disintegrating. The city has 
more than its share of industrial and 
residential slums. It is almost unique 
among major cities in its lack of rec- 
reational facilities. Its schools, its in- 
vestment in the future, are terribly 
crowded, badly located and _ inade- 
quately financed. It has a tradition of 
chaotic development now extended to 
the suburbs. Its expanding Negro pop- 
ulation creatés problems calling for the 
highest kind of civic statesmanship. It 
has a large transient population, unedu- 
cated in the civic traditions. 


WHILE ST. LOUIS HAS LIABILI- 
ties, its assets are impressive. Its lo- 
cation near the confluence of the 
Mississippi, the Missouri, the Ohio, the 
Tennessee and the rayne Lamon 
Lakes barge canal makes it the coun- 
try’s leading river port. In the Missis- 
sippi it has a source of industrial water, 
recreational facilities and urban beauty 
with a potential barely touched. 

It is strategically located in the center 
of the world’s richest agricultural re- 
gion. It is still the country’s second

most important rail center. While its 
total park area is only half the national 
average, the parks it does have—Forest 
Park, Tower Grove, the Jefferson Me- 
morial, Lafayette—are located near the 
city’s center where they do the most 


Its closed residential streets contain 
the germ of an idea for creating 
twentieth century neighborhoods in a 
nineteenth century street pattern. It 
has assimilated previous waves of low 
income residents in a manner that other 
cities would envy. Its political tradition 
of intellectual liberalism and economic 
conservatism should foster the civic tra- 
dition. Important segments of the com- 
munity are actively interested in the 
city’s future health, and their number 
is increasing. For generations St. Louis 
was one of the New World cities with 
a special character of its own. Though 
yet dissipated, some of this unique 

avor still persists. 


MANY OF ITS CITIZENS, AP- 
alled at its vast, apparently inert, un- 
ding bulk, find it impossible to con- 
ceive of changing and shaping St. Louis. 
But the single certain aspect of the 
city’s future is the fact of rapid change. 
If we could suspend a satellite over the 
Mississippi and take a series of time 
lapse we Jee of the type that Walt 
Disney takes of budding flowers, we 
would see that the city is in a process 
of constant and violent growth. This 
wth is channeled by many pressures, 
ut the three forces that contribute 
most to changes in the city and insure 
their occurrence are: e relentless 
increase in population, the increase in 
mobility, and the increase in leisure. 

At the present rate (and if history is 
any guide the rate of increase will in- 
crease) in 20 years there will be 56,000,- 
000 more Americans with a proportion- 
ate increase in the population of St. 
Louis. Ite effect on the future of St. 
Louis is incalculable. 

The increase in mobility of the aver- 
age citizen is the next most important 
force that will affect the changes in St. 
Louis. Our automobile population is 
increasing more rapidly than our hu- 
man population. Automobile traffic 
and its attendant parking problem throt- 
tle the city at the center. It is also the 
force that fosters that insatiable land- 
despoiler, endless suburbanization. Traf- 
fic, and all that it means, is a key factor 
in St. Louis’s future. 

The third great force shaping all 
American cities is the increase in leisure. 
The change from‘a six to a five-day 
week doubled the days of leisure for 
most Americans. We now contemplate 
the four-day week. Throughout history 
societies have been composed of large 
numbers of producers supporting « 
small leisure class. This classic pattern 
is being destroyed, and in the future we 
can expect all of St. Louis’s citizens to 
be, during most of their days, members 
of the leisure class. 


THE PROPER USE OF LEISURE 
is for recreation, literally, “creation 
anew.” Recreation in this sense is fos- 
tered on one hand by social intercourse, 
associated with the city, with cafe, 

romenade and plaza, and on the other 
a by contemplation and soliloquy, 
associated with the countryside, trees, 
sky, water, flowers and the changing 
seasons. 

Two things are clear. First, the physi- 
cal form of St. Louis makes it difficult 
for its citizens to lead full, useful lives. 
Second, whether we guide its growth 
or not the city will continue to change 
rapidly. For the past 150 years the pat- 
tern of change has been the destruction 
of man-made order and the organic 
order of the natural environment and 
the creation of chaos and disorder. This 
direction must be reversed. The urban 
environment must once again be benefi- 
cent, a worthy setting for the growth of 
the human spirit. Tin short, the city 
must again become a work of art. 

Order does not come from piecemeal 
solutions. The city must be designed 
in the same sense that we design a suit 
of clothes, a house, or a ballistic mis- 
sile. The development of a decent 


This explains why, just as war is far 
too important to be left to generals, 
highway engineering is far too impor- 
tant to be left to engineers; slum clear- 
ance is far too important to be left to 
the slum clearance authorities; and, yes, 
architecture is far too important to be 
left to architects. The only master plan- 
ner competent to design a city is the 
citizenry of that city, through their 
elected and appointed representatives, 
informed by a common heritage, com- 
mon values, and common goals. 


ST, LOUIS NEEDS A STREET 
system designed for automobiles. The 
motor car does not deserve any special 
solicitude, but traffic today blights all 
other civic activities. The traffic system 
must be designed to move high-speed 
traffic unimpeded through all parts of 
the city while diverting all traffic 
around shopping, manufacturing and 
residential neighborhoods; but we 
should never forget that it is the pur- 
pose of a traffic system not merely to 
move traffic but to promote the larger 
design of the city. 

Arterial traffic ties distant neighbor- 
hoods together, but it also divides adja- 
cent neighborhoods. Traffic must go 
around neighborhoods, and within each 
neighborhood there must be certain 
minimum facilities — schools, play- 
grounds, community centers, shops—all 
within walking distance of every home. 
There must he high schools, parks, 
neighborhood shopping centers with 
adequate parking within two or three 
minutes’ driving time of every home. A 
good neighborhood also has a less tan- 
gible but more important asset than 
those we have just described, because it 
satisfies a need on the part of its citi- 
zens for belonging and sharing. We can- 
not blueprint this quality, but it may 
be that the rocess of working together 
for a better life may in itself create that 
communal pride which illuminates the 
lives of too few of our citizens. 

The central business district is the 
heart of the city. Here, merchants must 
operate on land worth around $25 a 
square foot. They must bring their cus- 
tomers through obstacles which each 
day become more discouraging—traffic, 
inadequate parking space, noise, fumes. 

They must offer a wide selection at 
competitive prices, and they must main- 
tain sales high enough to compete with 
suburban shopping centers built on land 
at one-fiftieth the cost with large park- 
ing areas, uncrowded roads, trees, shade 
and quiet. The central business district 
must duplicate these amenities. 


THE ST. LOUIS CITY PLANNING 
Commission is developing a bold, in- 
genious and practical solution. Almost 
all of the “100 per cent locations” in the 
downtown area are within a five-minute 


walk of the Old Post Office. The streets 
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“Almost as urgent is the need for small shoppe 
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in this area, as in most parts of the 
city, were designed for pedestrians, two 
and four legged, and the Planning Com- 
mission proposes to make this area a 
pedestrian island—landscaped, free of 
automobile traffic, with large parking 
areas around the perimeter. The sho 
= island would be serviced by truc 

ocks both below and above grade and 
by service lanes free of any other kind 
of traffic. Somewhat similar plans have 
been put forward by other cities. 


St. Louis also needs open areas of 
many kinds, Our greatest need is for 
small playground-parks dispersed 
throughout all of the city’s neighbor- 
hoods, preferably with new elementary 
schools and community centers. 

Almost as urgent is the need for 
small shopper-crowded plazas in the 
heart of the business district of the kind 
found in the shopping sections of Italian 
towns and some of our eastern cities. 
The shops around New York’s Rocke- 
feller Plaza produce more income per 
square foot than any other rental prop- 
erty in the world. 


IN THE SITE OF THE OLD POST 
Office St. Louis has the opportunity to 
outdo Rockefeller Plaza, use the 
railroad tunnels passing under the Post 
Office make this the logical terminus 
for the rapid transit system that must 
surely be developed if the central busi- 
ness district is to prosper. 

The Mississippi river is St. Louis's 
reason for being, and its banks should 
be partially reclaimed. The magnifi- 
cent lakeside park system is Chicago's 
greatest physical asset. By increasing 
property values along the lake the park- 
way has brought to the city many times 
the amount of money in taxes that was 
originally spent on its development. 

It is possible that St. Louis may de- 
velop a central, ceremonial sequence of 
spaces—an east-west geographical and 
cultural reference point for all of its 
citizens. Such a parkway must be grand 
enough in scale for the automobile age 
but more congenial to the purposes of 
democracy than the Malls and Sacred 
Ways of Imperial Rome. 

The elements for such a parkway al- 
ready exist in the section of the city 
| of the Daniel Boone Expressway. 
This strip of land is bounded on the 
north by Lindell boulevard, the city's 
only fine street, and runs approximately 
from Skinker boulevard east to the Mis- 
sissippi river. 

I am not suggesting that this area 


be made into unused parkland. I am 


suggesting that the present sequence of 
a institutions be given tg wry, fa- 
cilities and room to expand, that new 
city institutions be located in this area, 
and that these elements be contained 
in a continuous belt of green and open 
space, with the east-west expressway 
system and series of traffic interchanges 


g to the city beyond. 

ese are modest goals. They do not 
fully correspond either to our needs or 
to the capacities of our technologies, 
but it is difficult to change existing pat- 
terns, whether they are patterns of 
streets or patterns of thought and habit. 
We can only partially correct the mis- 
takes of the a At the same time we 
should not blame our forefathers for 
our difficulties. They could not have 
predicted the growth of St. Louis or the 
wonderful growth of our technology. 

We will have no such excuse. We 
know, if not in detail, at least the de- 
gree of change that our science can pro- 

uce. We know our city’s population 
will be six times larger in 100 years. 

We know the tragic results of a lack 
of planning and foresight. And know- 
ing all this, we should get on with the 
urgent job of the development of a re- 
gional plan for the Bi-State Metropoli- 
tan Area. Expressways, right of ways, 
parkways, the banks of the Missouri 
and the Mississippi river should be 
acquired by a Metropeliten authority 
now while the city can still afford them. 
If this is not done, St. Louis will surely 
stand as a monument to the frailty of 
human vision. 

As _ of this regional development 
the Metropolitan authority should ac- 
quire immediately as much of the lower 
Meramec Valley as possible. The area 
around the Mississippi near Alton, 
though known to few people, is po- 
tentially a magnificent recreational site 
in a setting as beautiful as any in Amer- 
ica, and steps should be taken to pre- 
serve and to develop it. 


AMERICA, WHETHER WE LIKE 
it or not, is developing into a group of 
huge city states. o governmental 
we tthe | exists for this kind of social 
unit and such a framework must surely 
be developed if these units are to pros- 
per. But the genius of democracy can 
surely meet these changing needs. 

Decent neighborhoods, safe, efficient 
streets, healthy commerce and industry, 
education and safety for our children, 
and recreation for al , cost money. But 
they do not require the kind of massive 
funds we spend on, say, tobacco or alco- 
hol. We must simply decide what things 
we value most. Our problems are enor- 
mous but so are our capacities. 

In the Middle Ages men feared the 
seven deadly sins, and of these they 
feared most the sin of “sloth.” The word 
is translated from Medieval Latin more — 
accurately as “not caring enough about 
truth and about God.” Sloth is today 
the deadliest of the seven civic sins. If 
its citizens truly “care,” St. Louis can 
be a proud creation, symbol and setting 
for that creative life which is the great 
unrealized promise of our industrial 
democracy.

Riverfront Arch Designed to Catch the Eye of the World

ONE OF THE MORE CURIOUS ASPECTS OF 
the St. Louis spirit is its apparent lack of civic 
pride. Visitors have lon noe that the city’s sever- 
est critics have usually been its own citizens. For- 
mer Meteorologist Harry F. Wahlgren waged a long 
and losing fight to convince St. Louisans that their 
much maligned climate was in fact one of the most 
salubrious in the world. There is a perverse kind 
of pride on the part of residents in the city’s defi- 
ciencies and its sometimes wayward path to great- 
ness. 
Yet, one who has lived here over the years is 
aware of a deeply rooted neighborhood loyalty. 
Residents of North St. Louis staged a vigorous and 
successful fight to keep the old water tower on East 
Grand avenue from being razed a few years ago. 
Homeowners in the Hyde Park and Cherokee die. 
tricts are demonstrating in concrete terms their 
attachment to their neighborhoods and willingness 
to work to preserve them if given help and encour- 
agement. The West End Community Conference is 
a group of private citizens determined to continue 
the quiet residential character of their aging neigh- 
borhood against the inroads of rooming houses and 
the dead hand of blight. 

Somehow, this pride of neighborhood has only 
occasionally overflowed into the larger frame of the 
city as a whole. This occurred notably in 1904 in 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition and more re- 
cently in the passage of the $110,639,000 municipal 
bond issue. 

The observation has been made that while this 
so-called “dowager city” enjoys many cultural 
riches, it has no distinguishing eauies of a monu- 
mental nature which, flashed on a movie screen 
from Topeka to Tokyo, would instantly mean St. 
Louis to almost any literate viewer. ere is no 
Eiffel Tower, no Golden Gate Bridge, no Empire 
State Building, no Washington Monument, no 


Colosseum. 


ST. LOUIS DOES HAVE HISTORIC AND 
handsome Eads Bridge, a Carl Milles fountain of 
imposing size, a Municipal Theater, a spectacular 
air terminal and a unique Union Station but these 
have not yet become municipal trademarks of world 
renown. The statue of Louis IX on Art Hill is cer- 
tainly accepted by St. Louisans as a symbol of the 
city but would citizens of Walla Walla, Wash., rec- 
ognize it as such? 

One person who believes a net and distinctive 
monument might bring to a focus the presently 
diffused affection and pride of St. Louis is Archi- 
tect Eero Saarinen, whose plan for the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial won the first prize 
of $40,000 in 1948. The d feature of 
that proposed memorial is a stainless steel arch to 
tower 590 feet above the downtown riverfront. 

On a recent visit to St. Louis, the Finnish-born 
architect and planner was asked what foreseeable 
effect the memorial with its arch would have on 
the city. 

“It would have a tremendous effect,” he replied 
promptly. “It would certainly appeal to the pride 
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Side view of memorial with the great arch rising from the wooded grounds. 


of the citizens and of the rest of the nation. There 
is no reason to suppose the arch would not become 
known throughout the civilized world, because of 
its scope and design.” 

Asked how he had happened to choose this par- 
ticular form of arch to symbolize St. Louis as the 
historic “Gateway to the West,” Saarinen said he 
selected the form because it was an absolute one— 
a basic form complete within itself. 


“THE TRIUMPHAL ARCH, SUCH AS THE 
Are de Triomphe in Paris, has always been one of 
the great monumental forms and, it seemed to me, 
was well suited to symbolize the opening of the 
West,” he said. “The on was how to achieve 
the simplicity of the Washington Monument or the 
great pyramids of Egypt, because the simplest and 

rest forms last the longest, and I have always 
felt this arch of stainless steel would last a thousand 
years.” 

The answer was the catenary curve although the 
arch is commonly referred to as a parabolic curve. 
The catenary curve is the shape naturally assumed 
by a chain suspended by each end from a horizontal 
beam. Its inversion forms an arch. 

He explained that in an ordinary rounded arch,

pointed Gothic arch employed so widely in the Eu- 
ropean cathedrals of the Middle Ages. The builders 
of those days met this problem with the device of 
the flying buttress. 


“On the other hand, the thrust lines of the 
catenary arch follow the line of the arch down to its 
bases and thus require no lateral support for bases 
and sides,” he said. “That is why I c this form 
and why I call it an absolute form.” 


The model of the arch bears out his words. It 
is as sharp and clean and as devoid of frills as a 
su "s scalpel. The bases form equilateral tri- 

es with one side of the triangle to the outside 
and the a pointing inward. e sides of the 
triangular are more than 50 feet in length. 

Although Saarinen was obliged to make exten- 
sive modifications in his over-all plan for the me- 
morial as a result of problems in relocating the rail- 
road tracks along the levee, the arch was not 
changed except to move it about 100 feet west to 
an elevation about 22 feet greater than the original 
pro site. 

When I first started to think about the me- 
morial, I asked myself what can we give the city 
that it does not have and would be beautiful and 
attract people to it,” he said. “I thought at once 
of a forest use cities by their very nature have 
eliminated most of their forests from their midst. 
What would be more fitting 
green for the city’s front yard, linking it to the 
river that gave it birth? 

“The arch, of course, was the symbol of the 
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gateway theme and my first plan was to place it as 
close as possible to the levee. We assumed the 
problem of the railroad tracks would be easily 
solved but.the danger of flooding during high 
water and other factors made our solution of a long 
tunnel impractical. I then sat down to review the 
whole plan. It seemed to me the arch would have 
equal significance and a greater range of visibility 
if moved to a higher elevation slightly farther away 
from the levee. 

“At the same time, the idea of using related 
curves in the landscaping and surface design of the 
memorial came to me as a kind of principle that 
would give a classic unity to the whole conception. 
I am not unhappy with the revised version.” 


THERE IS HARDLY A RECTILINEAR LINE 
in the entire composition except those dictated by 
the boundaries of the monument. In its new posi- 
tion, viewed from the east, the arch frames the Old 
Courthouse and a broad mall extending from the 
arch to that historic structure at Broadway between 
Market and Chestnut streets. In gently curving 
lines, the mall tapers from the full 630-foot width 
of the arch to the narrower walkway ending across 
the street from the east door of the Courthouse, now 
a museum and headquarters of the National Park 
Service. Walks and drives within the monument 
studiously avoid the straight line and even the shore 
line of a pond located in the southern half of the 
area is irregularly curving. Between the arch and 
the western boundary of the monument there will 
be a slight dip to maintain the curvilinear principle 
and enhance the view of the arch from the west. 

On the river side of the arch, a broad stairway 
leads down over a railroad tunnel to the levee. It 
narrows as it approaches the levee proper and 
Saarinen would continue this tapering effect to the 
water's edge by using some form of pavement that 
would contrast with the present cobblestones. The 
stairway, aside from its utilitarian purpose, would 
point out the path of the early traders, trappers, 
soldiers, explorers and settlers after debarking to 
prepare for the long trek to the West. 

It is, perhaps, an inconvenient fact, to St. Louis- 
ans at least, that the best view of the pergnees de- 
velopment will be from the river or the East Side. 
Although the National Park Service has no juris- 
diction over any part of the east bank of the river, 
Saarinen considers it of extreme importance that 
this area be developed in a manner in keeping 
with the memorial. In any event, his model hope- 


fully shows a park-like area fringing the river on 
the east. 


GAZING THOUGHTFULLY AT THE MODEL, 
Saarinen expressed the conviction that nothing 
would give him greater satisfaction than to see the 
completion of the project. 

If the present dream becomes a reality, and 
signs increasingly point to that result, the time will 

when a citizen of St. Louis can look upon the 
arch and the forested memorial and repeat, 
to himself, the words of Paul to the cen-

“AN URBAN COMMUNITY IS 
great if its people can find within it 
ample opportunity for .a job, an ade-

This definition appears in “Path of 
Progress for Metropolitan St. Louis,” 
the report of the Metropolitan St. Louis 
Survey, issued on August 24, 1957. It 
is a fairly inclusive definition, and 
essentially a democratic one. The great- 
nese of a city, apparently, is to be meas- 
ured by the opportunities which “its 
poopie have. Not just its rich and 
well-born ple, nor its traditionally 
underpri :—but “its people.” 

Can “cultural expression” flourish in 
.a fundamentally democratic commu- 
nity, pescint — oP rtunity for all is 
an a goal o social organiza- 
ox Mibens was great and free, and led 
the world in art and literature; but 
only a fraction of its people partook of 
its freedom. The rest were slaves. With- 
out the slaves to do the day’s work, 
would there have been a Peric age? 

In our own country, in our own time, 
a few aged Bostonians still called their 
= “The Athens of America.” They 

erred, of course, to its golden age in 
the nineteenth century—when the arts 
flourished under the patronage of 
wealthy citizens living on inherited in- 
comes, and when the Boe pleasant tasks 
of life were performed by the thousands 
to whom the doors of opportunity were 
firmly closed—“no Irish need apply.” 

The prevailing American answer to 
my question is that if it comes to a 
choice between culture and democracy, 
culture loses, but no choice is necessary. 
The broadening of opportunity, the 
wider sharing of prosperity, need not 
stifle art. For a time, in a competitive 
free-for-all, material interests hold first 
place. George Babbitt was a typical 
American of the nineteen twenties. But 
as a road to culture, prosperity is better 
than poverty. A city forever poor will 
create little beauty, but a prosperous 
city can me a glorious city. 


HERE IN ST. LOUIS WE, ARE 
neither wholly prosperous nor wholly 
poor. We operate on democratic as- 
sumptions, and we are convinced that 
the artistic spirit, creative and apprecia- 
tive, can survive and thrive in a com- 
munity based on those assumptions. We 
know from experience that this is so.

Govern- 
ment by itself will not determine which 
road to take. The field of private de- 
cision is large and significant. But 
ublic decision—governmental action— 
is an essential factor.” 


The “governmental action” which the 
Survey calls for is based on an analysis 
of public needs in metropolitan St. 
Louis. First, the matters which must 
be handled on a metropolitan basis, if 
the community is to thrive, have to be 
separated from those which can or 
should be entrusted to smaller local 
units of government. Then the ma- 
chinery must be established to deal 
with the metropolitan problems and to 
assure at least a minimum level of ade- 

uacy in the local public services. Only 
if these things are done, the Survey im- 
plies, can St. Louis, city and county 
alike, look forward with any reasonable 
confidence to a prosperous future. 


We have already noted the connec- 
tion, especially in a democratic society, 
between culture and prosperity. The 
Survey deals with another relationship, 
of economic growth to the governmental 
organization of a metropolitan area. 
Its report portrays the economic diffi- 
culties which St. Louis faces, and the

THE POTENTIAL GREATNESS

Now in 1957, on the tiny 
scale represented by one metropolitan 
community, a similar step toward fed- 
eral union is proposed: the establish- 
ment of a true Metropolitan Govern- 
ment, empowered to deal with essential 
matters of metropolitan concern. This 
step, as the Survey's report puts it, 
would take metropolitan St. Louis for- 
ward on the path of progress, along the 
road to greatness.

Nourishes the Arts of the Live Theater 


II, when an excess of old operettas with 
dated comedy forced comedians to 
knock themselves out improvising new 
stuff, there were some in-and-out pro- 
ductions. Occasionally there was bad 
miscasting. Many of the dancing chorus, 
which im the old past was called upon 
to do mostly Tiller precision work and 
time steps, were deficient in the more 
angular modern dance and ballet execu- 
tion required by the dances in the new 
Broadway shows. 

On the administrative side an insuf- 
ficient amount of money was being 
spent on productions and there weren't 
enough new shows. The repetition of 
so much old stuff was getting monoto- 
nous. Then in 1950 attendance figures 
began to decline and it became appar- 
ent that stronger attractions were 
needed to get the customers out into 
the Forest Park seats in the face of 
competing diversions. 


NEW SHOWS AND A GENERAL 
improvement in staging were the first 
answers. After only one new show in 
1952, the opera blossomed out with five 
new ones in 1954, plus one repeat of a 
tecent Broadway show. There were five 
new ones in 1955, plus three modern 
repeats, and five in 1956, plus two mod- 
ern ts and when a policy of get- 
ting “bi names” was added this past 
season the downward trend in attend- 
ance was arrested and a solid gain was 
made. The past two summers, when 
many similar outdoor theaters in other 
cities were suffering financial reverses, 
Muny Opera held its own and did slight- 
ly better than break even, which, in 
view of high production costs, was a 
triumph. 

The directors and management are 
justly proud of the fact that since its 
inception in 1919, it has never failed to 

off its guarantors. (Even Gone a 

loss was suffered in the first 

season, when the River Des Peres flood- 
ed from a cloudburst on opening night 
and washed away scenery, property, 
musical instruments and even the stage 
itself; amd another deficit was caused 
in 1930, these

Muny Opera solvent and popular. It 


will try to get a “super-star” for every 
show next year. Its production staff un- 
der John sal is geared to a high 
peak of efficiency. Last season, Edward 
Greenberg's staging was first-rate. The 
dancing chorus, under Anthony Nelle 
and Dan Eckley, had attained a reall 
professional sheen. Paul C. McGuire's 
sets were competent and clever. Edwin 
McArthur’s standards as director of the 
big orchestra always had been high. 
And the executive committee of the 
board now has that “forward” look. 


THERE MAY BE ONLY TWO 
new shows both available and suitable 
for next year (“Silk Stockings” and 
“Happy Hunting”) but the manage- 
ment also is considering, in celebration 
of the opera's fortieth season, commis- 
sioning an original musical play with 
a St. Louis historical background. It 
is also considering another grand opera, 
but it must be one that will pay its 
own way. 

Muny Opera has presented nine 
world premieres in the past and 
eight American premieres. None of the 
shows has subsequently been very suc- 
cessful, it is true. But some of them 
were by important theatrical figuree— 
one was “Salute to Spring” by Frederick 
Loewe, later of “Brigadoon” and “My 
Fair Lady” fame, another was “Gentle- 
men Unafraid” by Kern and Hammer- 
stein (which, incidentally, featured Red 
Skelton) and a third was “New Or- 
leans,” by Romberg and Hammerstein 
which later had a short Broadway run 
as “Sunny River.” 

The management would like nothing 
better than to give the premiere of a 
musical play which would later become 
a Broadway hit. However, the terms of 
its charter as a non-profit organization 
prevent it from undertaking an 
work, with the production to be sent 
complete to Broadway, as the Los Ange- 
ae Civie Light Opera did with “Song of

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The Reading Habits 
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LOUIS M. NOURSE

“FOR CIVILIZED PEOPLE, 


reading is an essential activity.” This 
statement was made by Gilbert Highet 
of Columbia University in one of his 
popular radio talks. By such a standard 
Americans are demonstrably less civi- 
lized than the English. According to a 
recent poll only 17 per cent of the 
American people were currently read- 
ing a book at a time when 55 per cent 
of the English were so engaged. And 
over the years all reports have shown 
that more books are published and read 
in England than in the United States. 


These are statistical reports, to be 
sure, and we are often warned of the

deceptive nature of statistics. But de- 
spite the skepticism implied in a book 
such as Darrell Huff's “How to Lie 
With Statistics” librarians continue to 
rely on statistics and they are satisfied 
that general reading trends can thereb 
be shown. It is now generally accepted, 
for instance, that the trend of the last 
25 years has been away from fiction to 
non-fiction. 


As for St. Louis—and with space limi- 
tations in mind—the logical place to 
begin a study of recent trends in read- 
ing habits and interests is in 1940. 


Charles H. Compton, then Librarian 
of the St. Louis Public Library, began 
an annual series of borrowers’ reading 
interests as a part of his annual reports. 
The first of these, entitled, “What St. 
Louisans Read: A Typical Day in the 
St. Louis Public Library” appeared as 
a section of the 1940 » hee | Report. 


Great Books Movement 


In St. Louis Area 


The Great Books movement springs 
from the belief that the great minds of 
the race have comprehended and illu- 
minated the recurring problems of man- 
kind. In accordance with this belief 
John Erskine set up a-_Great Books 
seminar at Columbia University as an 
“honors course”; and Chancellor Rob- 
ert M. Hutchins, in co-operation with 
Mortimer Adler, introduced the Great 
Books seminars into the curriculum of 
the University of Chicago. With the 
subsequent establishment of the Great 
Books Foundation a number of study 
groups were formed throughout the 
United States and a new kind of adult 
education system had been started. 

Charles H. Compton, Chairman of 
the St. Louis Committee on Great 
Books, offers herewith a report on how 
the movement has fared in this area.

movement was formally launched in 
October of 1947 when a meeting was 
held at the Y.M.H.A. About 400 peo- 
ple attended and Lynn A. Williams, 
president of the national foundation 
described the program and how it 
should be organized. 5S uently 
group leaders were chosen and three 
institutes were held in which Milton 
Mayer of the foundation and Raymond 
H. Wittcoff of St. Louis demonstrated 
specimen procedures. 

On the evening of January 15, 1948, 
Mr. Hutchins and Mr. Wittcoff led a 
discussion of Plato’s “Apology” and 


stores, and churches. The total enroll- 
ment was about 2000. 

With my co-leader Ernest Boyd, I 
have been leading a group, now in the 
tenth year readings, since January, 
1948. I wish I could describe a typical 
Great Books discussion. It is like noth- 
ing else I have experienced. A diversity 
in opinions, in beliefs, in personalities 
of the members makes our group alive 
and stimulates discussion. We have al- 
ways had at least one Negro, (now there 
are two) in our group and they have 


been cordially treated. 


GROUPS NUMBERING FROM 10 
to 30 persons meet at two-week periods 
for two hours, usually in the evening 
from September to May. There are 16 
to 18 books in a year’s reading, each of 
which can usually read in two to 
four hours. The two leaders ask ques- 
tions. They do not lecture. They guide 
the discussion so that all members have 
an opportunity to participate and that 
one or two do not monopolize the die- 
cussion. 

The Great Books Foundation pro- 
vides guides for leaders. Questions and 
important quotations which I prepared 
originally for Boyd's and my use have 
been mimeographed and are distributed 
to all leaders in this region. Institutes 
for leaders conducted under the leader- 
ship of Raymond Wittcoff have been 
held yearly —) Ps exception since 
the beginning of the program in 1947.

On 
October 18, 1944, the Public "Libesey 
lent for home use 2100 books of fiction 
to 1210 persons of whom 934 were 
women and 276 men. A letter from the 
Librarian to 457 readers was answered 
by 105 readers. 

f the readers who answered the 
age 26 expressed strong preference 
or novels dealing primarily with char- 
acter and personal problems. Lloyd 
Douglas led the list with others follow- 
ing in this order: Bromfield, the Bronte 
sisters, A. J. Cronin, James Hilton, 
Ernest Hemingway, Frances Parkinson 
Keyes, Mazo de la Roche, Somerset 
Maugham, Margaret Mitchell and Ben 
Ames Williams. 


THE TREMENDOUS POPULAR- 
ity of the mystery and detective story 
was reflected in the number of titles 
read—365. Erle Stanley Gardner led 
the list. Of the masters of sea stories, 
Joseph Conrad, John Masefield, Jack 
London, and the team of collaborators, 
Nordhoff and Hall, were represented 
with the most titles read. 


In 1946 the Annual Report noted that 
the gradual return of the men in the 
Armed Services caused the most notice- 
able change among the borrowers. The 
Chief of the Circulation Department 
reported that “some service men have 
returned to their old positions, but are 
eager to find printed material on new 
processes and new developments in 
their particular fields. ers have 
gone back to school and college and 
have found the Library a most neces- 
sary adjunct to their courses of study.”

The 10-year period, 1947-1957, lends 
itself to a summary of significant read- 
ing interests as identified by depart- 
mental annual reports. 

The Art Department has noted an 
increased use of its print collection and 
an increased interest in art in general 
by the following: architects, commercial 
artists, advertising agencies, antique 
collectors, painters, photographers, stage 
and costume designers and art students. 

The Applied Science Department has 
had increased demands for material on 
the following subjects: Electronics, 
methods of prospecting in general and 
the quest for uranium in particular, 
plastics, industrial applications for nu- 
clear energy and the use of solar en- 
ergy, and rockets and jet propulsion. 

The Teachers’ and Parents’ Room 
reports the most frequent requests in 
recent years have been for material 
on the exceptional child and the gifted 
child. There is a constant call also for 
books on all phases of vocational guid- 
ance. The p lication of “Why jeknns 
Can’t Read” by Rudolph Flesch seems 
to have set off a chain reaction which 
has resulted in a flurry of books on 
the teaching of reading. 

The Readers’ Advisory Service has 
for years been emphasizing the import- 
ant issues of the times. This depart- 
ment has been featuring tables of read- 
ing materials on Great Issues, World 
Government, Civil Rights, and Labor- 
Management Relations. A presidential 
election always stimulates an enormous 
interest in candidates and political is- 
sues. 


NOW AS TO TELEVISION, IT 
was apparent that the novelty of having 
a new T'V set resulted at first in contin-

inting, and home repairs in genera 
ast year the department reported a 
lively interest in such subjects as group 
work with the aged, retirement plans 
and pensions, and the Dead Sea Scrolls. 


AN INTERESTING FACT ABOUT 
Best Sellers is that the peak of the de- 
mand by Library patrons is reached 
later than the sellihg peak in the book 
stores. There seems to be a lag of a few 
months to several in the actions of the 
buyers of books to the borrowers of 
books from the Public Library. For ex- 
ample, “The Egg and I” by Betty Mc- 
Donald, and “Black Boy” by Richard 
Wright, which were on the 1945 Best 
Seller list, were still on the Library’s 
reserve list of 1947. “Peace of Mind” 
by Joshua L. Liebman, on the 1946 
Best Seller list, was among the 10 most 

pular books on the reserve list of 
949. The 1951 Best Seller title, “The 
Sea Around Us” by Rachel L. Carson 
was among the popular Library reserves 
in 1952. “A Man Called Peter” by 
Catherine Marshall, published in 1951, 
was included among the 10 most pop- 
ular reserves in 1955! 

In conclusion, a study of the Library's 
reading trends and k circulation 
trends would hardly be complete with- 
out mentioning the fact that in 1940 
the circulation of juvenile books ac- 
counted for 44 per cent of the total 
circulation and in 1957 accounted for 
60 per cent. Much of this increase has 
been due to the phenomenal success 
of the Read-Away Vacation Clubs dur- 
ing the summer months. The changing 
trends in juvenile reading are equally 
interesting and significant but they 
would require a special study.

Educational Television as a Civilizi ng Force 


By RAYMOND H. WITTCOFF 


Let us suppose that the worst oan- 
not be averted and we are annihilated 
in a nuclear war. An archeologist in 
some future age is seeking remnants of 
our ruined civilization. All he can find 
is a complete set of the films that had 
been made by our commercial tele- 
vision networks. This was the only ma- 
terial that survived the devastation and 


the insensitivity of some of it was such 
that it could withstand even the radia- 
tion. The archeologist’s appraisal of 
our civilization has to be based on what 
this material reveals. 


Judging from the record of what 
they saw and heard, the archeolo 
coricludes that the lost people had few 

roblems. There was little to divert 

em from their enthralling entertain- 
ment. Every four years television gave 
full coverage to h meetings where 
the people nominated their leaders, and 
these reflected a carnival-like spirit. 

The people seemed especially fond of 
boxing and wrestling. On Sundays, 
when it was inappropriate to arrange 
these matches, it was customary to do 
the next best thing and throw a public 
figure into a bearpit with some report- 
ers. ) 
It was apparent that a high value 
was placed on knowledge in this so- 
ciety. In a stirring ritual, prizes of $64,- 
000 were regularly awarded to the most 
knowledgeable citizens. A careful anal- 
ysis of the nature of the questions asked 
these exceptional men and women con- 
firmed the other evidence that there 
was no need to raise questions which 
would challenge people to exercise their 
understanding and _ tonnery 


THE ARCHEOLOGIST SAW A 
few brilliant educational programs 
which the commercial networks had 

roduced. He wondered why they 
anal such a small part of the total 
product. Then it occurred to him that 
the power of these programs to solve 
the people’s problems was great, because 
after each one it was usually unneces- 
sary to have more like it. Perhaps a 
few of the words which Pericles had 
used tq praise the Athenians could be 
applied to these people: they “culti- 
vated the mind without loss of manli- 
ness.” For although the archeologist 
uncovered an occasional cultural pro- 
ram showing what magnificent heights 
had been attained in the arts and sci- 
ences, these were far outnumbered by 
the most favored type of program 
which consistently revealed a_ virile 
breed of Western Man riding high in 
the saddle and shooting from the hip. 

The final proof t this was a 
singularly blissful people was provided 
by a rema henomenon.

We do not condemn our movie the- 
aters and amusement parks because they 
do not stage town meetings, concerts, art 
exhibits and lecture courses. The com- 
munity has special institutions devoted 
to these purposes. The Federal Com- 
munications Commission ruled wisely 
in 1952 that in every city one television 
channel should be reserved for a non- 
commercial station to do the things that 
commercial television could not be ex- 


pected to do. 
THE FCC DID NOT ESTABLISH 


a system of educational television in 
America; it gave us the chance to build 
our own community stations. Thus far 
30 cities have responded to the chal- 
lenge by putting educational stations on 
the air. All co-operate in a national 
educational television network. The 
network center arranges for the best 
pro produced anywhere to be 
made available on film for all the sta- 
tions. In the first three years more 

rograms were produced for national 

istribution by the St. Louis station 
than by any other. 

Responsibility for building and oper- 
— the St. Louis station was assigned 
to the St. Louis Educational Television 
Commission, an independent non-profit 
corporation. With superb co-operation 
from our universities, schools, and the 
civic, cultural, business and labor lead- 
ership of the community, broadcasting 

an on Channel 9 in September, 1954. 
TC spends less money in an entire 
year than the commercial networks 
sometimes spend on one hour and a 
half “spectacular,” but it is committed 
to purposes which are as large as its 
resources are small in comparison with 
commercial television. For. an under- 
nourished youngster KETC has come a 
long way in more than 6000 hours of 
broadcas but it still has some way 
to go to achieve fully the several goals 
which have inspired the effort. 

One of KETC’s objectives is to use 
television’s power to help make the 
metropolis into a community. What dis- 
tinguishes a community from a herd is 
the fact that its inhabitants are com- 
municating with each other. They draw 
on a common stock of ideas for the 
solutions to their problems. They are 
pursuing a common set of ideals. The 
self-governing community is held to- 
gether and moved forward by communi- 
cation. Aristotle believed that the pop- 
ulation of a city should not exceed the 
number of people who could assemble 
within range of a man’s voice. Ameri- 
can democracy was founded in towns 


small enough to meet this test. 


WITH THE RISE OF THE 
metropolis the town meeting vanished, 
and media of mass communications 
became the og vehicle for public 
discussion. e discussion of the im-

Experts and laymen have applied 
their knowledge and opinions to the 
plethora of problems facing our com- 
munity, nation and the world. There 
have extended series of programs 
on issues from the traffic crises 
in St. Louis to Suez, from the lowering 
of race barriers in our schools to the 
rising trade barriers among nations, 
from the clearing of our slums to the 
economic development of Asia, from 
the problem of bringing order out of 
the governmental chaos of our balkan- 
ized metropolitan area to the issues 
dividing the United Nations. 

All of us are aware of television’s 
wonderful power to make us laugh, 
relax and buy the right things. We have 
seen in St. Louis how it may alao move 
us to lift our heads to grasp large ideas 
which it can put into the air. Arthur 
H. Compton invited distinguished lead- 
ers of thought from this country and 
abroad (Barbara Ward, Aldous and 
Julian Huxley, Robert Hutchins, Erich 
Fromm, Norman Cousins and others) to 
come to our city to think together about 
the problems and possibilities presented 
to mankind by the advances of science. 
After private discussions they used 
Channel 9 to share their wisdom with 
the rest of us. Films of this extra- 
ordinary series may now be seen on 
educational stations in other cities 
throughout a land whose people might 
learn from their greatest book that 
“where there is no vision the people 
perish.” 

ANOTHER IMPORTANT SERIES, 
currently being shown on educational 
stations Meese Bor the country includ- 
ing St. Louis, was produced by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company. Such 
notable figures as Edith Hamilton, 
Frank Blair, Clifton Fadiman, Dr. Rob- 
ert Swain together with many others, 
are the principals in discussions con- 
cerned mostly with the arts and the 
sciences. 

One co ence of the technological 
revolution is that for the first time in 
history a whole ple has abundant 
free time. The shortening of working 
hours and the lengthening of the life 
span leave us with more time and 
ye than we know how to use. We 
are finding that leisure, like political 
power, can be a snare and a delusion to 


those who win it without acquiring a 
certain wisdom in its use. (It has been 
reported that many thousands of do-it- 
yourself addicts fell off their roofs last 
New Automation, while promising to 
ighten our ens, exposes us to the 
threat of being bored to death. 

A recent survey showed that the av- 
erage American adult spends more time 
watching television than anything else 
he does excépt working and sleeping. 
This suggests that televiewing has be- 
come the goal of our lives. On the 
premise that there may be some higher 
ends to our temporal existence, an edu- 
cational station could serve no finer 
purpose than to drive us away from 
our television sets occasionally. We have 
found that television can lead us toward 
as well as distract us from good books, 
music and art. It can have a vitalizing 
or a lethal effect on conversation in the 
community. Perhaps for some = 
television has put an end to reading, but 
librarians can cite impressive evidence 
of marked increases in the demand for 
books immediately after they are dic- 
cussed on educational television. 


OUR COMMUNITY’S RESOURCES 
in music and the arts have been drawn 
upon extensively in KETC program- 
ming. The success of a series in which 
a noted artist did a fine painting before 
the cameras suggests the importance of 
experimentation in the creative uses 
of this new medium. Through the fa- 
cilities of National Education Televi- 
sion people here and elsewhere may be 
introduced to the world’s best in art 
and thought. 


A gratifying development has been 
the successful use of television for sys- 
tematic instruction. Professors of St. 
Louis and Washington universities have 
broadcast to the general public college 
courses on American history, compara- 
tive religion, economics, geography, 
Greek civilization, literature, mathe- 
matics, music, political science and psy- 
chology. Controlled experiments in 
many parts of the country have con- 
sistently shown that students enrolled 
in televised courses in various subjects 
and grade levels have done at least as 
well on their examinations as have stu- 
dents who have taken the same courses 
in the conventional way. 

We are told that our colleges must at 
least double their facilities in the years

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that lie ahead to take care of the chil- 
dren who are already here. This could 
mean spending more money on build- 
ings in the next decade than has been 
spent since the first American college 
was built more than 300 years ago. A 
shortage of 300,000 college teachers in 
the next 15 years has been predicted. 
The President’s Committee on Educa- 
tion Beyond the Hi School has 
recommended the estab ent of new 
two-year liberal arts colleges every- 
where. Some educators fear that this 
would force a massive intrusion of medi- 
ocrity into the teaching ranks. Others 
argue that our commmitment to equal 
educational opportunities for all com- 
pels us to meet the need. 


And so the dilemma: Do we do 
violence to the higher learning by cor- 
rupting its quality or to our democratic 
slneginn by limiting their application? 
An imaginative use of television may 
help resolve this dilemma. 


CONSIDERATION IS BEING 
iven to a College of the Air Plan in St. 
uis. The ablest teachers would broad- 
cast on KETC all of the courses included 
in a two-year liberal arts curriculum. 
Students could enroll in various colleges 
in the metropolitan area which would 
provide opportunities for classroom dis- 
cussions and administer examinations 
for credit. Every youngster could feel 
the presence in his own home of great 
mn om some broadcasting live and 
others through films made in other 
parts of the world. Moreover, adults of 
all ages who have grasped the truth that 
liberal education is a lifetime pursuit, 
could be served by this college without 
walls. Television makes this possible at 
a time when less than half of the na- 
tion’s population over twenty-five have 
finished school and only six per 
cent have been to college. 


Although a discussion of KETC’s 
daytime programming for the elemen- 
tary and secondary schools is not within 
the scope of this article, it should be 
noted that St. Louis has pioneered in 
the in-school uses of television. This in- 
volves at least half of KETC’s broad- 
casting hours. More than 400 public, 
parochial and independent schools in 
the metropolitan area have installed 
television sets to receive programs 
which are seen by an estimated 150,000 
children each week. A series on the Mis- 
souri Constitution recently won a first- 
place national award for in-school tele- 
vision. 

The station is now broadcasting an 
entire course (170 half-hour films) on 
high school physics taught by a Uni- 
versity of California professor. This has 
important implications in view of the 
shortage of qualified science teachers. 
But the use of television in the schools 
would be justified even if there were no 
teacher shortage. The aim is to make 
the best in teaching available to every- 
one. The schools of the city and county 
pay the cost of KETC’s daytime schoo 
programs. The balance of the station's 
operation is supported by gifts from the 
community. 


KETC’S PROBLEM IS TO BAL- 
ance its very large purposes with its very 
limited resources. The station has made 
a good start in the direction of each of 
its goals. A review of its total program 
output in the first three years would 
reveal some egines in program- 
ming occasionally above an un- 
even plateau. The are more sig- 
nificant than the plateau because 


offer a glimpse of the heights to whi 
this young movement may rise when it 
gets more substantial support.

SOME MONTHS AGO A PROFESSOR IN 
the classics department at the University of Wash- 
ington, Seattle, boarded an aircraft and flew to St. 
Louis. He was preparing,a definitive edition of 
Theophrastus's “De Sensibus” and wanted to look 
at manuscripts. He spent three days. here, seated 
happily before a microfilm screen. 


Until very recently a scholar doing research on 
Theophrastus, a Greek philosopher who lived in the 
fourth century before Christ, would have found St. 
Louis a poor place to look for material. This city 
was established in the late eighteenth century of the 
Christian era, more than 2000 years after Aristotle’s 
time and about 5000 miles from the groves of Athens. 


Yet today St. Louis—or, to put it more precisely, 
St. Louis University—is one of the world’s reposi- 
tories of information for original study concernin 
the great figures of classical antiquity, or Medieva 
times, or the Renaissance. It has become, in the 
space of four brief years, a treasury of priceless 
manuscripts, some of which never have been intro- 
duced into the main stream of modern man’s knowl- 
edge. | 

The physical evidence of the transformation is 
not na impressive at the moment. It is housed 
on the second floor of DuBourg Hall, 221 North 
Grand boulevard, temporary headquarters for the 
Knights of Columbus Vatican Film Library. There, 
in a room measuring only 32 by 45 feet, are stored 
microfilms of more than 30,000 volumes of the Vati- 
can Library at Rome. The microfilming began in 
1951 and the final batch of films was received last 
June. It gave St. Louis University the only such 
collection outside the Vatican itself. 


IN DUE COURSE THE MICROFILMS WILL 
be housed appropriately in the university's new $4,- 
500,000 Pius XII Memorial Library. With them will 
be the library’s collection of some 6000 color slides 
of illuminated Vatican books and manuscripts, as 
well as microfilms of documents relating to the his- 
tory of the Jesuit order. An American division of 
the Jesuit Historical Institute has been established 
at the university, with the task of editing documen- 
tary collections of the order in North America. 


Long before the Vatican microfilms had been 
fully assembled here, they were attracting intense 
interest. Last year, a period during which the pro}- 
ect suffered such minor setbacks as the loss of some 
film aboard the Italian liner Andrea Doria in the 
North Atlantic, the manuscripts here attracted more 
than 75 out-of-town scholars. The traffic is increas- 
ing steadily, and this is a matter that brings joy to 
the heart of the Rev. Lowrie J. Daly S.J., secretary 
of the film library and an official of the Jesuit His- 
torical Institute. 

It was Father Daly, professor of history, who 
conceived the idea in 1956 that perhaps the Vatican 
might permit its archives, so vulnerable to modern 
warfare, to be filmed. The story of the Vatican’s 
generous affirmative response, the ns of the 
project by the cy ng of Columbus, and the diffi- 
culties of getting the job done, has been well and 
often told. What is not yet grasped fully is the 
project’s significance to American scholars he the 
scope of the information that is now at hand. 


“A GOOD MANY PEOPLE HAVE THE IDEA 
the Vatican Library is devoted exclusively to docu- 
ments of a religious nature,” Father Daly says. In 
fact, the collection in Rome, spilling out over sev- 
eral floors of a large building, encompasses the ac- 
cumulated wisdom of the centuries in virtually all 
fields of knowledge. The collection in Rome in- 
cludes the Vatican archives, on the one hand, and 
the library on the other, the latter being divided 
into a section for printed books and a section for 
manuscripts. 

The manuscript section, the only part from 
which the St. Louis microfilms were taken, is actual- 
ly a compilation of libraries, willed or given to the 

hurch from time to time and named in some in- 
stances after the wealthy families that originally 
owned them. Some were purchased. 
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Beautifully decorated page from the Italian poet Petrarch’s Trionfi and Can- 

zoniere. The copy dates from the second half of the fifteenth century. It is 

known as Codex Ottobonianus Latinus 2998 and was acquired by the Vatican 
Library from the Ottoboni family of Italy. 


The objective of the microfilming project, as 
Father Daly points out, was not to reproduce the 
entire Vatican Library but “to obtain on film all 
manuscripts that experts believe to be of present 
or future use to scholarship in the western hemis- 
phere, as far as this can be done within budget re- 
quirements.” Selecting the material to be photo- 
9 samy was an onerous task. A valuable nugget of 

istory may be found mixed, helter-skelter, with 
unrelated manuscript segments of no particular in- 
terest. 


ST. LOUIS UNIVERSITY OFFICIALS AT 
first believed they could get what they wanted at 
a cost of about $50,000. Eventually the work cost 
$340,000. In the microfilming, more than 11,000,000 
pages of manuscript have been compressed in 873,- 
400 feet of 35-millimeter 

anchromatic film. The 
ilm is rolled in 100-foot 
lengths on 8734 spools or 
reels, the latter being kept 
in neat cardboard con- 
tainers which in turn are 
arranged in 14 metal cabi- 
nets, 64 reels to the drawer 
and 10 drawers to the cabi- 
net. Some cabinets are a 
bit larger. 

To give the public a 
better idea of what the 
microfilm library contains, 
Father Daly and his asso- 
ciates distributed a seven- 
page summary. The sum- 
mary makes it clear that 
the material available in St. 
Louis not only deals with 
the rise and development of 
Christianity but ranges out 
into medicine, the physical 
sciences and mathematics, 
the letters of kings and 
statesmen, the rise of gov- 
ernments, law both Roman 
and canon, social and hu- 
manitarian subjects, classi- 
cal and modern literature. 

The intellectual ferment 
and the glittering pagean 
of the Renaissance are well 

resented and with beauti- 

illuminations like those 
on this page. There are 
manuscripts of works by 
Petrarch and such secular 
spirits as Giovanni Boccac- 
cio, fourteenth century hu- 
manist who wrote the De- 
cameron.

SINCE THE KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS 
library does not cover the entire Vatican collection, 
it was essential that the various American libraries 
and institutions of learning be given information as 
to precisely what the repository here does contain. 
This was made easier by the fact that some librar- 
ies have a set of the official printed Vatican cata- 
logues which, as far as they go, give an accurate 
and rather full description of what is in the num- 
bered volumes, or codices. 

Nevertheless the St. Louis University Library 
began publication last February of a three-times-a- 
year periodical called Manuscripta, edited by Father 
Daly. The first two issues have contained, in addi- 
tion to scholarly articles, a lengthy checklist of 
Vatican codices that have been microfilmed. These 
will be kept on file by subscribers. 

Manuscripta is handsome- 
ly prepared and has a most 
distinctive cover. The title 
is an exact photographic 
reproduction of large Rustic 
Capital lettering from the 
famous Palatine Virgil (Co- 
dex Palatinus Latinus 1631), 
characteristic of the fifth 
century. The cover illustra- 
tion, from an_ illustrated 
manuscript of the four- 
teenth or fifteenth cen- 
turies, shows a scribe seated 
at the feet of the Emperor 
Justinian. 

One of the advantages of 
the microfilm library here, 
over and above the obvious 
merit of its accessibility to 
American scholars, is the 
ease with which the manu- 
scripts may be viewed. The

The St. Louis 
collection as a whole has materials copied as early 
as the fourth century and extends down into the 
nineteenth century. 


At a time when many people consider Latin 
and classical Greek to be dead + and re- 
gard the world’s past as rather tho 
the layman calling at the microfilm is apt 
to be surprised at the atmosphere of excitement and 
omg vg that pervades it. It is difficult to adjust 
to the fact that the past has much still to yield. 


IT SHOULD BE POINTED OUT THAT 
=e of any importance, before the printing press 
made its appearance, were copied numerous times. 
The surviving manuscripts may differ, and it is the 
scholar’s lot to decide which ones produce the best 
text. This is called textual criticism, and a course 
in the methodology of such edi is taught at St. 
Louis University by Chauncey E. Finch, professor 
of classical languages. Five of his graduate students 
accomplished a piece of original research this year 
that may be cited as an example. 


In the microfilms here, the students found two 
copies of a funeral oration written by the fifteenth 
century Italian, Niccolo Perotti, on the death of 
Perotti’s brother. They found two other copies in 
the Vatican catalogue and got microfilm copies from 
Rome. The best manuscript was short two pages. 
So was another, copied from it. The students pi 
the better of the two complete manuscripts to make 
up the missing two pages, and their “edited” version 
was published in the March issue of the university's 
Classical Bulletin. It was printed in Latin, of course, 
al age which gives Finch and his associates no 
trouble at all. 

The microfilm reading room will be on the 
Lindell boulevard side of the new Pius XII Me- 
morial Library. It will be 43 feet long and 43 feet 
wide, at the northeast corner of the building, hand- 
somely set off in glass, wood and marble. The micro- 
film positives are to be stored just to the south, in a 
room critically controlled for temperature and 
humidity: The films, says James V. Jones, director 
of university libraries, should be kept at a constantly 
controlled humidity and temperature. The negatives, 
from which other positives could be made to replace 
the library’s set, are to be stored elsewhere in the 
building in a fireproof, burglar-proof vault. 


INQUIRIES CONCERNING THE VATICAN 
manuscripts have not been confined entirely to the 
lofty realm of scholarship. The United States In- 
formation Agency has been in touch with the uni- 
versity about ‘the films, and so has the National 
Pretzel Bakers Institute of Pottstown, Pa. Alex V. 
Tisdale, executive secretary of the pretzel institute, 
addressed a letter to the Vers Rev. Paul C. Reinert 
S.J., president of the university. 


“I wonder if you can help us,” wrote Tisdale. 
“In looking up background material for pretzels, we 
understand that pretzels:are mentioned in an illu- 
minated manuscript in the Vatican—Codex 3867. 


“In filming some of the valuable material for 
your library, we wonder if it is possible to obtain 
the exact wording or description of pretzels as men- 
tioned in the codex.” 

The pretzel reference was thought to be in a 
famous Virgil manuscript—the oldest known picture 
of the taanlline baked twist of dough. Unfortunate- 
ly, diligent search by Father Daly and others failed 
to turn up any illustration resembling a pretzel. 
Prof. Finch was called in to no avail. Librarian 
Ermatinger duly reported the bad news to Tisdale, 
but advised him not to lose hope. 


“It is of course possible that we have overlooked 
something,” Tisdale was informed, “since cases are 
known in which words or pictures, unnoticed for 
many years, have been detected in the detail of older 
illuminations. If some future examination of the 
codex uncovers the pretzel picture, you will certain- 
ly be informed.”

ITH AMERICA’S MILITARY and diplomatic position under serious 
\W threat and with some decline in business, there was a grave and 

uneasy mood in Congress as it went to work in its new session. 
The legislators were ready to approve increased military spending, par- 
ticularly in the long-range missile field where the Soviet Union evi- 
dently has a substantial lead.

‘To work is to pray’ 


by TAYLOR CALDWELL 


This may sound like heresy, yet I believe that what 
most of us need today, especially our young people, 
is not more leisure but more work. Let me tell you of 
an early experience of mine which I think will show 
you what I mean. 

In the neighborhood where I grew up in Buffalo, 
N. Y., all of us youngsters held part-time jobs. We 
ran errands, cut grass, did baby-sitting, shoveled snow 
and other chores. Our parents had no illusions that 
we were tender creatures who must be coddled and 
amused. My own parents, both Scots, often said, “To 
work is to pray.” And I do not recall a single instance 
of juvenile delinquency in our neighborhood. 

Yet when World War I came along and great pros- 
perity, some parents suddenly decided their children 
should have more leisure, more “fun.” Delinquency 
started right then. How well I remember one wintry 
night when I was 15! At that time I was working in a 
factory and going to high school at night. ; 

After school I had gone to late Lenten services at 
St. Joseph’s Old Cathedral and was wading wearily 
home through the snow. It was about 11 o'clock when 
a burly policeman stopped me. I was out after the 10 
p.m. curfew which had been established to help curb 


- 


delinquency. He took me off to the precinct station. 

The gloomy station was full of well-dressed, snick- 
ering young people. With plenty of leisure on their 
hands, they had been on the streets late and into some 
kind of mischief. I felt uneasy when the policeman 
whispered something about me to the desk sergeant. 

Finally the sergeant called me before him. “Now, 
little girl,” he said, “tell these people here what you've 
been doing.” I’m afraid what I said didn’t make me 
very popular. In a faltering voice I told them how I 
had worked all day, then gone to school and church. 
I wound up by repeating the homily I had learned 
from my parents: “To work is to pray.” This brought 
some raucous laughter from the teenagers.: 

But evidently the sergeant felt I had scored a point. 
For he put the youngsters on parole, ordered them to 
find jobs and told them to go to church. An article 
appeared in the papers next day and the “work rem- 
edy” for delinquent teenagers became city-wide prac- 
tice. Without benefit of social workers or. psychiatric 
counseling, delinquency soon tapered off. 

Yes, I'll always remember “To work is to pray.” | 
wonder whether this old-fashioned principle isn’t one 
from which we could profit today. =

Thieves in Biddeford, Me., weren't satisfied 
with stealing a safe containing $1,500 in 
cash and checks from the office of a grain 
company. They also swiped the company 
truck to carry the loot. 

When a man in Oil City, Pa., reported that 
the house he had bought was stolen property, 
police checked up. Sure enough, it was a 
summer cottage somebody had torn down and 
hauled away from an adjoining township.

Almost 38 years ago, after a long, tough battle, Ameri- 
can women won the right to vote. That event was 
symbolic. It marked the breakdown of a traditional 
barrier against the gentler sex — a breakdown which 
has continued with growing force as women have 
moved into politics, the professions, virtually every 
once-male occupation. 

Yet, in this sputnik and jet age, there still is feeling 
that American women are second-class citizens. There 
still is belief that men insist on being top dog in our 
Society, to the detriment of women’s ambitions, talents 
and desires. 

To at least one psychologist, Dr. Goodwin Watson 
of Columbia University, sex prejudice — discrimina- 
tion against women because they are women — still is 
a rampant problem in the U.S. Today, he believes, sex 
prejudice may be subtle, unexpressed, but nonethe- 
less present and taking a toll. 

Such feeling, according to Dr. Watson, prevents 
women from gaining top jobs, restricts their employ- 
ment generally,-creates the attitude that women are 
somehow inferior. In short, he believes that the Ameri- 
can male is not fair to the American female. 

Before arguing the point, let’s acknowledge some 
fundamentals. First, woman obviously is a different 
animal from man, biologically and emotionally. She 
is not designed for really rough physical labor. Man 
wants to protect her from hardship and still practices 
such little courtesies as opening doors for her and help- 
ing her with her coat. , 

Second, woman's biological makeup is such that she 
is the child-bearer. Thus she becomes the homemaker, 
the domestic half of the marriage. 

Third, we need a working definition of the word 
“fair” if we are to answer the question: Are American 
men fair to women? The dicticnary says it means “free 
from bias, dishonesty and injustice.” In another sense, 


the word also is defined as “proper under the rules.” 

With that as a framework, let’s proceed to Dr. Wat- 
son’s allegations, plus other aspects of the problem 
discussed by a group of noted authorities consulted by 
PARADE. Here are six major areas in which many 
Americans have strong opinions about the position of 
women today — and the authorities’ feelings about 
them. 

1 Are women still considered “property” like a stick 
of furniture or an automobile? The answer is a quali- 
fied yes. Brides still are “given away” as if they were 
material possessions. Very decorative women are de- 
sirable to many men because the men-want to show 
them off, as they would a piece of land, a new suit 
or some other possession. , 


The Pros and Cons 
Remember, though, that hundreds of years ago 


women were bartered as slaves. In a few remote re- 
gions this still is done. Traditionally, European women 
have been held in secondary positions. But in the 
U. S. this no longer is true. As one expert points out: 
“American women today have full social, legal and 
economic rights. Much, if not most, of the wealth of 
the nation is concentrated in the hands of women. 
They certainly have been emancipated.” In short, the 
nation of American women as property doesn’t seem 
to hold up any more. 

2 Women find it almost impossible in the business 
world to become boss. pARADE’'s panel of authorities 
agree that it is tough for a woman to reach the top of 
the executive ladder. This may be due in part to the 
fact that as studies show, many women prefer to work 
for a man rather than for a woman. Explains Prof. 
Lloyd Warner, of the University of Chicago: Women 
bosses are likely to be on the defensive. Often they are 
touchy and insecure. They know they are exceptions

to the rule. Thus they give off feelings of uneasiness 
to the workers around them. 

There are other important factors here. Tradition 
ally in our society man has been portrayed as the boss, 
the source of power; the “ruler.” Man is more than a 
little reluctant to give up that role. To do so is a denial 
of strength and masculinity. Too, there is great prece- 
dent for man as top dog in both Christianity and Juda 
ism. St. Paul makes it quite clear that men should 
assume first place in life. 

3 A woman does not get a man's pay for a mans 
job. This also is true to a certain extent, according to 
PARADE's experts. But again they say it sometimes is 
justifiable. As a rule, women consider careers as sec 
ondary to a home and family — fortunately for the 
future of our country and its basic social unit. Under 
standably, then, women come and go from jobs rather 
freely. They are transients in the work world. Their 
jobs can be interrupted by pregnancy, by their hus 
bands’ transfer to another city or other circumstances. 

For the privilege of being job-world transients, 
women pay a price: That price is reduced wages for a 
specific job that also might be performed by a man. 

4 Women are not even bosses in their own homes. 
If women are second-raters in our society, the argu 
ment goes, they cannot really establish their rightful 
authogity in their own homes. They must look to 
father, according to this line of reasoning. 

PARADE’s panel disagrees. Psychologist Maurice 
Farber, of the University of Connecticut, maintains 
that “strong women” increasingly are the dominating 
force in American home life. More and more hus 
bands appear to be submissive. More and more family 
decisions are made by women. Perhaps strong women 
seek to prove their independence, or the idea that the) 
need not necessarily lean on a man for support and 
guidance. In any event, it is widely accepted that in-

If your answer was “Yes” to three or more of the above 
questions, you probably are prejudiced against women 
and probably harbor old-fashioned beliefs about them. 
There is no accepted scientific evidence that any of the 
above statements is true. If you fall into the “preju- 
diced” group, take stock of your attitudes. You prdb- 
ably are generalizing about all women because of some

creasing numbers of men are switching certain func- 
tions with their wives. , 

Increasingly, men are learning to help out in the 
home with what traditionally have been wifely chores 
— dishwashing, cleaning, shopping, diapering. All of 
this provides an index of just how powerful a force 
women are in today’s households — particularly in 
view of the studies showing that few if any men are 
enamored of doing their wives’ jobs. 

5S Prejudice against women in the professions often 


is unexpressed, but almost always is present. To a cer- , 


tain extent this also is true. Women in teaching, law, 
medicine and the sciences seldom reach positions in 
which they can guide the destinies of large groups of 


men. This is partly due to the transient factor among _ , 


women, partly to the fact that a man likes to visualize 
himself as a boss. 

However, you must remember that women have the 
same educational opportunities as men. As Dr. 
Marynia Farnham, a New York psychiatrist, puts it: 
“Any woman who puts her back to it can reach the 
same status as her male counterpart. And she also can 
earn the same amount for similar services.” 


Women Can Be Anti-Women 


There is another important consideration: Just how 
many women want to compete with men in the work 
world? It is significant that one study shows women 
not too eager to work feverish overtime hours to get 
ahead. It is significant, too, that the number of women 
applicants to medical schools has remained fairly con- 
stant — at 10 per cent — for the past generation, 
while the female population continues to soar, out- 
stripping male population. (Of course, this latter fact 
is partly due to women’s hardiness. They outlive men 
on the average of four years or so. ) 

One conclusion can be drawn. Year in and year 


out, a very limited number of women would rather 
pursue long-haul careers than settle down to the vital 
task of making a home and rearing children. 

6 Women may be their own worst enemies. Sex 
prejudice does not seem to be confined to men. Women 
are not beyond a little bias concerning their own kind. 
Says one authority: “Many women seek to perpetuate 
the old saw that women are terribly frail, peed pro- 


. tection, cannot understand the complexities of the 


modern world. You know — the idea of ‘poor, little, 
weak me’ (the woman) and ‘big, strong, understand- 


‘ing you’ (the man ).” 


This, if saw it be, is as old as the Garden of Eden. 
Perpetuating such an idea merely bolsters the picture 
of a woman as a really inferior, weak being. That feel- 
ing, in one form or another, is responsible for much 
sex prejudice. 

It has been said that women deliberately play on 


their presumed weakness to gain their desired ends. To 


date no scientific study has either confirmed or denied 
this. Most men will testify that at one time or another 
they have encountered the flickering eyelashes of a 
woman who “needs someone big and strong” to guide 
her. 

Such is a brief picture of where modern woman 
stands in this country in regard to prejudice based 
solely on sex. Does such prejudice still exist? Of course, 
say the experts, but there are a carload of qualifiers 
attached to that answer. 

Does existing prejudice deny American women true 
satisfactions in life, true measures of fulfillment? Does 
sex prejudice deny the American woman her rightful 
place in the sun? 


Taking into consideration woman's biological dif-— 


ferences from man and her committed role as mother, 
the experts would answer in the negative. Difference 
is difference, they say, but it is not necessarily bad. 


experience with one woman or a few. 


Women are designed to carry out certain functions in 
life. If they do not bear children and bring them up, 
who will? 

One psychologist stoutly declares: “Women actually 
hold the world in their hands. The creative oppor- 
tunities of child-rearing are endless. There is no higher 
function than running a happy home. That is why I 
cannot understand why some women are distressed 
and ashamed to call themselves ‘housewife.’ ” 

Put that role together with the freedoms enjoyed 
by women in the U. S., he says, and you have an un- 
beatable combination — as far as comparison with 
women the world over is concerned. 

Some measure of sex prejudice is likely to exist for- 
ever, another authority points out. He adds, “Women 
probably never will compete with men in every walk 
of life. However, women’s high status in America to- 
day assures them a position enjoyed by no other na- 
tion’s women in history.” 


How Well Off Are You? 


Prof. Theodore Newcomb, of the University of 
Michigan, goes a step further. He explains that when 
you ask the question, “Are American men fair to 
women?” you imply that there is some standard, some 
previously established goal which you are trying to 
reach. 

Such goals do not exist — only comparisons with 
past and present societies and their treatment of 
women. Inevitably, such comparisons reveal how well 
off American women really are. The U. §., it appears, 
has set standards for “liberating” womanhood that the 
rest of the world might well look to. 

And still another social scientist sums up: “Preju- 
dice against women? Sure, in a sense there is some. 
But that prejudice very often serves to strengthen the 
American home. And we're all better off for it!" @

‘suave, you're slick, you're devil-may-care.” 

“When I first heard about Maverick,” 
says Lois Clarke, former TV actress and 
Jim's wife, “I said to myself, ‘Jim can’t go 
on being lucky forever.’ I knew the show 
was set for Sunday nights opposite Steve 
Allen and Ed Sullivan, and I just didn’t 
think that there was any other program 
that could compete with those two. The 
show's success is a big surprise to every- 
one but Jim. He’s got the most sublime 
confidence of any man I know. ‘Don’t 
worry, he told me, when I began to worry 
out loud. ‘It'll work out.’ And it has, too.” 

Big Jim Garner's confidence is born of 
self-sufficiency. A Norman, Okla., boy,

Jim lost his mother when he was 5, and 
was reared by a variety of relatives until 
he was 13. “Since then,” he says, “I've 
been on my own. At 161 quit high school 
and joined the Merchant Marine. After a 
year as a seaman on a tug out of New 
Orleans, I came out to Los Angeles where 
my dad was working as a carpet-layer.” 

Later Jim was in the National Guard 
for a while, worked in a filling station, 
served in the Korean War, was discharged 
in 1952 with a Purple Heart. Still restless, 
he sold men’s clothes on the road, worked 
the oil fields, modeled bathing suits. When 
people told him he had the looks and 
build of an actor, he told them to stop 
kidding. 

One afternoon, however, he was am- 
bling along Hollywood's La Cienega Bou- 
levard when he saw the name of Paul 
Gregory on a building. In earlier days he 
had known Gregory, now a producer ready 
to launch his play, The Caine Mutiny 
Court Martial. Gregory offered his old pal 
a job as one of the six Navy judges in the 


Barnes, but later he leaves her. He does that 
every week — with a different leading lady. 


play. Since the part called for Jim to sit on 
the stage night after night without utter- 
ing a single line, he accepted it. And grad- 
ually the acting bug bit him. He began 
learning from such men as John Hodiak, 
Lloyd Nolan, Henry Fonda. He even en- 
rolled in a drama school. 

In 1955, after 512 appearances in 
Caine Mutiny,.Jim hit Los Angeles again. 
This time through a friend he was intro- 
duced to Dick Bare, director of the Chey- 
enne telefilm series. Bare gave him a few 
small roles; Warner Brothers tested him, 
then signed him to a contract. 


Garner still is new enough in the game 
to be singularly untemperamental and 
affable. “The way I look at it,” he says, “is 
that show business is an honest way of 
making a living. I don’t know any other 
job that would pay me as much as this, 
and I've tried plenty. The thing to do is 
not to take yourself too seriously. Any- 
body can become an actor with a little 
luck. The minute you start taking yourself 
too seriously as an actor, you're inviting 
trouble. 

“We make a new Maverick film every 
six days. We use different directors and 
different writers; and what I try to do is 
to be entertaining. I give the best that’s in 
me. Maybe they're not real subtle and 
artistic performances, but they're honest 
and understandable; and I guess the pub 
lic likes them or they wouldn’t be watch- 
ing the show. I'm very happy with what 
the studio is paying me [now about $750 
a week]. It looks as if I'll be around for a 
while.” 

In 1956 Jim married Lois Clarke, who 
had an 8-year-old daughter by a previous 
marriage. By the time you read this Gar- 
ner Should be a father on his own. 

Unpretentious and sensible, Jim drives 
a small car, lives in a North Hollywood 
apartment with three bedrooms, has a 
business manager to watch his money. He 
never mixes with the Hollywood social 
colony: “I come from plain old Oklahoma 
people.” A natural athlete, he keeps in top 
condition by swimming and golf. 

While he gives the surface impression 
of being a purely physical man, Jim, ac 
cording to his wife, “is a deep person who 
refuses to complicate his own life by tak- 
ing on the troubles of others. All he wants 
is to live and let live. Unlike many other 
actors, he's not interested in motivation, 
psychoanalysis or the Stanislavsky 
method.” 

“The way I see it,” big Jim explains, 
“life consists of making a living. If you're 
happy doing it — well, that’s about all a 
man can ask.” *

1 Yes. The law says damages sustained by a 
car from a collision are deductible — unless 
the collision is caused by willful negligence, 
as in drunken driving. 


2 No. Also tax exempt are veterans’ pen- 
sions, unemployment insurance, workmen's 
compensation, social security and railroad re- 
tirement pay. 

3 ¥es. Damages caused by sudden, destruc- 
tive forces, if not covered by insurance, are 
deductible. 


4 No. Sick pay is tax free, if certain condi- 
tions are met. If injured or hospitalized, you 
may subtract from income your pay during 
the entire period you're laid up. If sick, but 
not hospitalized, your first week's pay is all 
that’s taxable. Caution: All this applies to 
pay only up to $100 a week.

Contributions, even though not in 
cash, are deductible if made to charitable 
organizations or such official ones as civil 
defense agencies.

How to rename a town 


by ELIZABETH HULL 


One wintry evening the leading citizens of a 
new Idaho hamlet assembled to choose a 
name for their community. At once argument 
began. Nearly everyone had his own idea — 
and. liked no one else's. The deadlock was 
looking hopeless when a newcomer entered. 

“Whew!” he said. “It sure is chilly around 
here!” 

That did it. By unanimous consent. the 
town was designated Chilly, Idaho. 

A surprising number of American towns 
have been named in this offhand way. Take 
Slap Out, Alabama. Residents proposed a 
dozen names; all were voted down. 

“Looks like we're slap out of ideas,” some- 
one observed — and the town had its name. 

Nowadays few towns need naming, but 
there are thousands of creeks, ponds, hills 
and other geographic features which lack 
official designation. If you should ever get a 
yen to put a name to one of them, you'll even- 
tually find yourself dealing with a little- 
known Government agency called the U.S. 
Board on Geographic Names. 

The Board is final authority for all names 
on official Government maps. Whatever you 
do, don’t approach it in the spirit of a certain 
New Hampshire dowager. She wrote an- 
nouncing imperiously that a mountain near 
her home henceforth would be known by her 
name “because I enjoy looking at it from my 
porch.” She was politely informed that it is 
contrary to policy to use the names of living 
persons. 


Puzzle for Mapmakers 


If you find that all the geographic features 
around you already have names, there's a 
chance you can get some changed. Some- 
times there are too many names. When dif- 
ferent mapmakers apply different names to 
the same thing, confusion reigns until the 
Board steps in. The case of a northern Idaho 
lake is typical. 

In shape the lake resembles a huge ear 
pendant. One of its discoverers called it 
Pendant d’Oreille, which is French for ear 
pendant. Inevitably, this gave later mapmak- 


ers trouble. Among the variations were Pend 
d’Oreille, Ponderay and Pon-D-Ray. Some 
Irishman even called it Pond O'Reilly. 

Eventually, the Board settled on Pend 
Oreille. A compromise, this did remove the 
apostrophe, a punctuation mark the Board 
abhors. : 

Another kind of name the Board likes to 
change is the too common sort. There are 
hundreds of Spruce Peaks, Bald Knobs, Mud 
Lakes and such all over the map. Since the 
purpose of a geographical name is to make 
precise identification, these names are nearly 
useless. If you can get your neighbors to 
agree on a substitute for such a name, your 
chances with the Board are good. 


A Creek Was Made Dry 


The teetotaling citizens of one Pennsyl- 
vania town made a different kind of change. 
Somehow a nearby creek had acquired the 
name of Booze Ditch. For geographical pur- 
poses this is a fine name. For the ladies who 
formed a committee to get it changed, how- 
ever, it just wouldn’t do. 

Since no one came forward to oppose them, 
the Board had to heed their wishes. At pres- 
ent the stream bears the sedate appellation, 
Coles Creek. 

Not quite so earthy was the case of Maine's 
Dishwater Pond. No one raised any objec- 
tions to this until a resort owner built a few 
cottages on its shore. Obviously, such a name 
would attract few vacationers, and with 
unanimous local consent he got it changed to 
Moonlight Lake. 

Usually, it is far easier to change the name 
of some natural feature than that of any 
man-made town, bridge or dam. Towns with 
the same name are a real problem. In the 
West, one such is “Range.” When the Post 
Office Department asked Range, Colo., to 
make a change, the citizens were reluctant. 
Finally they found a way: They reversed the 
spelling and created Egnar. 

There you are. If you have a legitimate 
reason for wanting to supply a name or 
change one, see the Board. a

Teenagers at work 


These young Californians help doctors and nurses, 


“LONG BEACH, CALIF. 
One night recently, the scream of an ambu- 
lance siren broke the dim-lit silence of the 
Harbor General Hospital in nearby Torrance. 
The Emergency Receiving staff instantly 
sprang to alert, as a well-trained staff in any 
hospital will. 

But here was a scene with a difference. 
With the doctors and nurses was a group of 
teenagers. The girls were in red and white 
candy-striped pinafores, the boys in striped 
shirts and white trousers. 

There was a tense moment of waiting. 
Then four ambulances drove up, bringing 13 
victims of a three-way highway crash. As the 
injured — seven of them small children — 
were taken inside, the teenagers went into 
action like veterans. 

Some wheeled patients into surgery, then 
ran for blood plasma. One girl, directed by a 
nurse, phoned for doctors in other depart- 
ments. Other teenagers soothed the fright- 
ened children and kept them covered with 
blankets to forestall shock. 

Such are Harbor General's “Candy Strip- 
ers” (named for their uniforms), the largest 
group of hospital youth volunteers in the U.S. 
They were organized just two years ago by 
Nurse Marguerite McAllister. Since then the 


group has welcomed more than 400 of these 
teen-age careerists who “learn while doing.” 

These are some of the things they do: 
© Help orthopedic technicians in applying 
plaster casts. 

e File X-ray and microfilm in the film li- 
brary; check out books in the research library. 
© Sterilize instruments and set up surgical 
trays in the operating room. 
e Watch operations (wearing regulation 
surgical garb), run errands for surgical staff. 
Local high schools offer class credit for 
this work. And it has paid off in other ways. 
Three of the boys have entered pre-med stud- 
ies at local colleges, and a girl graduate has 
entered. nurse’s training. Another Candy 
Striper is advancing to the regular staff to be- 
come an orderly. Nurse McAllister is 
swamped with requests from hospitals in 
most of the 48 states, Canada and Europe, 
asking help in setting up similar programs. 

Meanwhile, from the rooms of Harbor 
General, you can hear such calls as: “Hey, 
Candy, read me the paper,” or, “Candy, I 
need another drink of water.” 

And the Candy Stripers are always there 
to answer. As one long-term patient put it: 
“Just looking at those happy kids makes me 
feel better than all the pills I take.” a

something new-Batter Bread |

There's something extra satisfying about a loaf of homemade bread. We can’t take 
time to bake all we eat, but once in a while it’s fun — especially when a recipe like 


this one makes it so easy. There's no kneading, no shaping; just stir up a batter 


and spoon it into the pan. Here are two versions, white and with herbs. Try both! 
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WHITE BATTER BREAD 


2 tsp. salt 
2 tbs. sugar 


1 package active dry yeast 
1% cups warm, not hot, 
water (105 to 115° F.) 3 cups sifted 
2 tbs. soft shortening. all-purpose flour 


Sprinkle yeast on warm water. Stir until dissolved. 
Add shortening, salt, sugar and 14% cups of the flour. 
Beat 2 minutes, using medium speed on electric mixer 
or 300 vigorous strokes by hand. Scrape sides and

bottom of bow] frequently. Add remaining flour; blend 
in with spoon until smooth. Scrape batter from sides 
of bowl. Cover; let rise in warm place, free from draft, 
until doubled, about 30 minutes. Stir down batter by 
beating about 25 strokes. Spread batter evenly in 
greased loaf pan, 9° x 5° x 3”. Batter will be sticky. Let 
rise in warm place until batter reaches to within 1” 
of top of pan, about 40 minutes. Bake in moderate 
oven (375°), 45 to 50 minutes, or until brown.

Is he sport's 


most eligible 
bachelor? 


Our ‘winningest jockey, he’s handsome, 


by JOHN DEVANEY 


HIALEAH, FLA. 
When the bugles blare their call each 
Saturday for horses and jockeys to come 
out for the big stake races here, the 
eyes and bets of most horse players are 
usually on 25-year-old Willie Hartack. 
Last year, as in 1956 and 55, he won 
more races than any other jockey in 
America — about one of every four he 
rode. And where history's all-time top 
jockey, Johnny Longden, has won a 


little more than 5,000 races in 30. 


years, Hartack has won close to 2,000 
in five. If he keeps booting them home 
at the same rate — about 350 a year 
— he'll finish his career as the “win- 
ningest” jockey ever. 

But more than bets are on Willie. A 
bachelor, he’s also the target of admir- 
ing stares —- and mushy notes — from 
girls with wedding bells tinkling in 
their pretty heads. There are at least 
three good reasons: 


Willie speaking: “lf I'd gotten married, | 
wouldn't have done so well in racing. . .. 


e Willie is handsome. Looking much 
like singer Eddie Fisher (see cover), he 
has the heavy-lidded eyes that made 
women swoon over Valentino. His hair 
is dark and wavy, his 112-lb. body 
knife-slim. Surprisingly strong, he has 
pinned much heavier men in im- 
promptu wrestling matches. Tall for a 
jockey (5'4”), he looks even taller, 
bouncing on his toes with a regal, cat- 
like grace. 

e Willie is rich. Probably the highest- 
paid athlete in the world, he won $3 
million in purses for owners last year, 
smashing the record (held by himself) 
by over $500,000. As a jockey, he gets 
10 per cent of purses, thus pocketed 
$300,000 before taxes. During the 
past three years he has grossed a neat 
$700,000-plus. He’s bought a sprawl- 
ing farm near Charles Town, W. Va., 
a beautiful home here in Miami, three 
sleek cars. No foolish spender, he is 
paying into an annuity that will give 
him $100,000 after 20 yelrs. 

e Willie is charming — when he

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rich, charming —but often hard to take 


wants to be. He likes to dance, go to 
night clubs, listen to popular music 
and entertain friends. ( He is one of the 
better actors in the annual show put on 
by the Jockeys’ Guild.) A fascinating 
talker, he holds attention so well he’s 
considering becoming a TV commen- 
tator when his riding days are over. | 

But there’s one hitch a future Mrs. 
Hartack must consider: Sometimes 
Willie doesn’t want to talk at all. Dark, 
sullen moods descend on him and he 
snaps at even his best friends. Among 
other jockeys, none of whom are close 
to Willie, he’s considered a crank. 


He Goes All Out 


What causes this Jekyll-and-Hyde 
behavior? The answers are as complex 
and fascinating as Willie himself. In 
his opinion, most of the blame rests 
with other people. 

“I bat my brairfs out all day long, 
concentrating on every race,” he ex- 
plains patiently. “To do anything well, 
vou have to concentrate. Ability will

sponsibility of taking care of a family.”

get you so far — but if you don’t put 
your whole mind into what you're do- 
ing, vou don’t succeed. 

“So I put every last ounce of my 
body and mind into a race. Then what 
happens? Some wise guy comes up and 
says: Why did you do this or why did 
you do that? 

“I can't stand people bugging me 
like that. They change me from one 
kind of a person to another. They get 
me so worked up I can’t settle down 
all evening. If people left me alone, 
I'd be all right.” 

This thin-skinned sensitiveness 
traces back to two things about Har- 
tack, says one of his few close friends, 
turf writer Joe Hirsch. “First of all,” 
he says, “Willie is one big bundle of 
nervous energy.” 

Hartack admits it. Once a year he 
takes a month's vacation in Miami, do- 
ing what he likes: swimming, water 
skiing, fishing and hunting. “At the 
beginning,” he says, “I feel relaxed. But 
soon | start getting restless — I'm tear- 
ing to get back to the track ——- and then 
I'm as tense as ever.” 

Once he hurt an ankle at Hialeah, 
was told to lay off for a week. After two 
days Hartack ordered a sedative to 
deaden the pain, went back to riding. 
“If I'm near a track,” he says, “I've got 
to ride.” 

He worries. “I am very serious about 
my work. I don’t kid about it and | 
don't like other people to kid about it. 
Some people can laugh off their mis- 
takes. I can't. And I'll tell you some- 
thing,” he says, typically imtense, his 
eves flashing, “I want to worry. If I 
don’t, someone else will — and I won't 
be winning any more.” 

“The second thing you've got to re- 
member about Bill,” continues Hirsch, 
“is that he’s always got to be the win- 
ner. No matter what he does — Ping- 
Pong, water skiing, cards—he has to be

‘the best. If he’s not, he'll have nothing to 


do with it.” 

Other jockeys think this explains Hartack 
in a nutshell. “When Willie’s winning,” says 
one, “he’s all smiles. But when he’s had a 
losing day; he’s slamming doors and snarling 
at people.” 

With a fierce competitor like Hartack, 
that is. partly true — but not because he’s a 
bad loser. Rather, like many short men, he 
apparently has a driving need to beat every- 
body. Only for Hartack, the winner's circle 
always is beyond him. 

“I'm always after some goal,” he explains, 
“a record for riding the most horses, winning 
the most races. And the closer I get to the 
record, the harder I work — and the worse 
my temper gets.” 

But after he sets the record, he has no 
feeling of joy for a job well done. “Nothing I 
have accomplished in racing,” he says, “has 
given me an absolute, pure thrill. So far 
there's been nothing, absolutely nothing, | 
can rest on.” 

He knows something must be done about 
his “moods,” as he calls them. “I know I'm 
sometimes hard to get along with. I can’t go 
on like this. I’m lucky I never got married. | 
don't pretend to think I'd make anybody 
happy the way I am right now. The biggest 
problem I have is to learn to relax and get 
along with people.” 


He Admits to Failings 


But even if Willie succeeds, a future Mrs. 
Hartack will find there are other things that 
make him singular in his social relations. 
Items: 

e “When someone asks me a question I think 
is stupid, I say: “That's a stupid question.’ 
Then we fight.” 

e “I'm a funny guy. Sometimes I'll go home 
after winning a big race and just sit by my- 
self. Then two weeks later I'll go out and 
celebrate. Other times I lose and go out that 
night and enjoy myself.” 

© “I don’t like to plan ahead. I hate to accept 
invitations to parties in advance. You keep 
thinking about the party till all the freshness 
is gone and you don't enjoy it.” 

© “When people invite me to their homes, |

decline when I know I won't have fun. I re- | 
fuse to put up with something I’m not enjoy- : 
ing, just to be polite.” 

e “I like to go anywhere — movies, theaters, 
night clubs, wherever there’s a lot of action 
— but only when I’m in the mood. I don’t : 
go because someone else wants to go.” 

e “I hate the rain. I never go out when it’s 
raining if I can help it. I just sit around the 
house till it stops.” 

But any bride of Willie’s also will find 
in him some rare qualities indeed. Foremost 
is a deep, dogged loyalty to those who have 
helped him. Hartack has brought his father, 
an ex-coal miner who raised him after his 
mother died, to live with him on his West 
Virginia farm, showers him with new cars 
and other expensive gifts. He is quick with 
his money for anyone who has helped him 
and is now down on his luck. 

A charge of unfaithfulness moves him 
nearly to tears. What riles him most is when 
betters claim he dogs it in the run-of-the-mill 
races they bet their $2 on. “Look,” he says, 
his voice rising, “I started out riding in cheap 
races for people who needed the purse money 
to pay the feed bill and get out of town. | 
haven't forgotten them. It hurts me, really 
hurts me, to hear people say I don’t care about ) 
the poor people in racing.” 


His Size Started Him 


Hartack knows what it is to be poor. Born 
in Black Lick, Pa., he lost his mother in an 
auto accident when he was 4. His father, 
working nights, raised Willie and two daugh- 
ters strictly. Willie, an excellent student, 
graduated valedictorian of his class, was a 
drummer in an all-county band, but showed 
little sports ability. 

Late in 1950 a friend of Hartack’s father, 
a jockey’s agent, noticed the boy’s small size 
and persuaded his father to let Willie go to 
Charles Town. There he started his career 
by walking horses. 

“Il had no desire at all to be a jockey,” 
Willie recalls. “But I decided all the same I'd 
learn everything I could about it.” Character- 
istically, he first trained himself to be a 
jockey, then decided to be one. 

Working with the cheapest of horses, Har- 
tack learned how to i out of the gate first 
(today no jockey does it better), appreciate 
the erratic temperament of Thoroughbreds 
(“Each has a personality; there are no two 
alike” ). 

He won his first race on Oct. 11, 1952, at 
the Waterford (W. Va.) track, By 1955 he 
was the leading jockey in the U.S. He led 
again in 1956, repeated in 1957 for an un- 
precedented triple crown. He finishes in the 

~money — Ist, 2nd or 3rd — about 60 per 
cent of the time. All told, he has won slightly 
more than 1,800 races, putting him 15th on 
the list of all-time winning jockeys — and 
he’s moving up fast. 
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His success astounds horsemen. They 
claim Hartack sits poorly on a horse, rocking 
side to side instead of pushing forward and 
backward. “That's crazy,” snaps Hartack. 
“I've seen jocks who sat well on a horse and 
won and I've seen jocks who sat well and lost. 
Do you think I wouldn’t change the way | sit 
if | thought it made any difference?” 

His memory helps bring his winners home, 
claims Hartack. Im his mind, he says, he has 
an image of each of the 7,000 horses he has 
ridden — “not what they look like but what 
their traits are, what they can and cannot do.” 
He has a similar picture of at least four other 
horses in every race he’s been in, a total 
“mental file” —- allowing for duplications — 
of more than 15,000 horses. 

But with humans he’s less familiar. He has 
only three close friends: Charley Caniford, a 
boy about his own age whom he met at 
Charles Town and who now travels with 
him; his agent, Chick Lang; and sportswriter 
Hirsch. He rarely is seen with other jockeys. 
“| hear enough talk about horses at the track,” 
he says flatly. 


make anybody happy the way I am right now’ 


Most people who meet Hartack on his 
“good” days get the impression he'd like to 
have more friends, that he deeply desires to 
be liked and admired. But when his “moods” 
come on him, “I have to run frenr people,” 
he says. “I'm not going to enjoy them and I 
can beedamn’ sure they're not going to enjoy 
me. 

When in good spirits, though, Hartack is 
the life of any party. While on vacation here, 
he throws several of them himself, inviting 
mostly neighbors and airline personnel. (He 
lives near the airport.) Though he neither 
drinks nor smokes, as a host he’s generous 
with both; a good dancer, he keeps his phono- 
graph blaring popular records on into the 
night. 

He dates mostly airline stewardesses, but 
— like most jockeys (see right) — has an 
eye for all beautiful women. “I have met 
many girls,” he says, “who would make any- 
one a fine wife. But I wasn’t ready for mar- 
riage then — and I'm not now. 

“When will I be? I'll tell you that when I 
get these moods of mine under control.” _@
